At a General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, begun 
and held at the Capitol in the city of Frankfort, on Monday, the 31 st 
day of December, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hund¬ 
red and seventy-seven, and the eighty-sixth year of the Common¬

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

It gives me pleasure to welcome you to the Capital of our Common¬ 
wealth, and to assure you of my hearty co-operation in all your efforts 
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to promote the welfare of the people and advance the material interests 
of the State. Your duties and responsibilities are very important, and 
you are invested with power and authority which should be used for the 
benefit and for the honor of all, without regard to locality, religious 
creed, or political affiliation. I sincerely hope that your session will be 
characterized by harmony, wisdom, and charity, and that your legislation 
will be such as to make you merit the blessings of God and the gratitude 
of the people you represent. 

I congratulate you, that, while foreign nations are being stricken witli 
famine devastated by war, or torn with internal dissension, our Republic 
is peaceful and prosperous, and our State is crowned with innumerable 
blessings. In our plenteous harvests, decreasing taxation, civil and 
relio-ious liberty, improved educational advantages, liberal chanties, ex¬ 
emption from pestilence and civil commotion, friendship and reconciliation^ 
between those heretofore estranged, and other multiplied evidences of, 
public and private welfare, we have abundant cause for gratitude and, 
thanks to an overruling Providence, in whose gracious keeping are the 
destinies of States and Republics.

The financial condition of the Commonwealth, as will appear from the' 
following summary, prepared after careful examination of the Auditor's 
and Treasurer’s Reports, is exceedingly gratifying, and will compare 
favorably with that of any State in the Union. ;

Our financial condition is justly a matter of pride and satisfaction to 
every Kentuckian. Two years ago, at the beginning of my administra¬ 
tion, when financial depression, industrial paralysis, and decreasing values 
were being felt all over the country, we reduced the revenue tax of this 
State from forty five cents to forty cents on each one hundred dollars’ 
worth of property. It gives me profound pleasure to state that the 
reduction has not been embarrassing in the least degree. All legal and 
necessary expenses of the State, together with the appropriations made' 
by the last Legislature, have been promptly paid, and there has been a 
steady increase, according to the following report of the Treasurer, in 
the balance to the credit of the

CLAIMS AGAINST THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. 

Although more than twelve years have elapsed since the close of the 
late civil war, the claim known as the “ Kentucky War Claim,” which is 
a claim against the Federal Government for expenses incurred and 
advancements made by the State in defense of the United States during 
the war, is not yet all paid. Since the adjournment of the last Legisla¬ 
ture, I have received warrants on the Treasury of the United States 
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amounting, in the aggregate, to ,^ 52,503 47 . which T transferred to the 
Treasurer of Kentucky, who has received the money; but there is a 
balance still due and unpaid of $Zg 7 .S ^7 

The settlement of the war claim of Kentucky has been retarded and 
hindered in many ways not necessary to explain here. It is proper, 
however, for me to say that the officers and agents of Kentucky, charged 
with its collection, have been diligent and unceasing in their preparation 
and presentation of the claim, and it is in no degree their fault that it 
has not all been paid. It is difficult to understand why the solemn 
promise of reimbursement, made in the act of July 27 th, 1861 , has 
not been fully complied with; yet the large amount already paid, and 
the ability of the Government to pay, co.upled with the demands of jus¬ 
tice and honor, induce me to believe that we will ultimately collect all 
that is due our State. 

I have given much attention to the collection of this claim,- and hav'e 
been aided, in every proper way, by Quarter-Master General J. P. Nuck- 
ols, who, for nearly two years, has acted in conjunction with our attor¬ 
neys at Washington, and is entitled to credit for his energy and ability 
in preparing and presenting the various installments, and urging their 
payment. 

The State held, for many years, a claim against the Federal Govern-, 
ment for tolls and transportation on Green and Barren rivers. This 
claim, after many efforts, was collected a few months since, and the State 
realized from it the sum of $<^ 0,^60 50 , after paying the cost of collec¬ 
tion, according to a contract made by my predecessor, under authority 
of an act of the Legislature. 


EDUCATION. 

There is no subject of greater importance than popular education. 
The existence of our Republic depends upon the intelligence and virtue 
of those who exercise the right of suffrage; and States increase in wealth, 
and population, and advance in refinement and Christianity, as the peo¬ 
ple are educ.ated. The framers of our Constitution showed that they 
believed that a general dissemination of knowledge was of fundamental 
importance when they made provision for “ sustaining a System of Com¬ 
mon Schools,” 

Independent of the pride which every human being must have in desir¬ 
ing the elevation and enlightenment of the human race, the promotion 
of education is an economic measure; for it is cheaper to build school- 
houses and maintain schools, and thus reduce crime that always attends 
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indolence and ignorance, than it is to build poor-houses and prisons 
and support paupers and criminals. Under our form of government 
the people are the sovereigns, and in every civilized country intelligence 
in the sovereign is deemed essential to good government. 

The Common School System of our .State is a success; and one of 
the most pleasing evidences of progress that the friends of advancing 
civilization have to contemplate, is the steady growth of public sentiment 
in its favor. Our schools are gradually improving in every respect. It is 
apparent that the teachers are better, the attendance of pupils is larger, 
and the management much improved. There are still, however, defects 
which only time and experience can correct; and it will be your duty 
to make such enactments as may seem to be necessary so as to render 
our school laws more effective, and present free instruction to every 
person in every section of the Commonwealth. 

Under the law one half of the money annually collected by State tax¬ 
ation is used to sustain our Common Schools; and the amount that goes 
into the general fund is usually near a million of dollars. 

I commend to your consideration the interesting report, for the list 
school year, of our able and energetic Superintendent of Public Instruc¬ 
tion. His report shows that there are 700 schools in the State besides 
Common Schools; that a local tax has been voted in 873 school di.s- 
tricts, and that the number of pupils in attendance has increased rapidly: 

In 1869, tlie total number of Common Schools taught. 4 447 
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of teachers. As we contemplate the army of teachers in this Common¬ 
wealth, and remember that school teaching is now looked upon as one 
of the professions, and that these teachers are intrusted with the great 
work of developing the minds and moulding the characters of those who 
are to be voters, jurors, judges, law-makers, and public officers in the 
future, we are surprised by the absence from our system of any pro¬ 
vision for the training of teachers. Observation and experience both 
show that our common school interests are clogged and retarded by the 
absence of normal instruction. It has been well said that “the training 
of teachers is to Common Schools what seed-time is to harvest.” We 
should not expect to reap where we have not sown. Teachers’ Insti¬ 
tutes, where they have been properly conducted, have proven service¬ 
able in training teachers, but Kentucky will not have taken her proper 
position in the broad field of educational advancement until adequate 
arrangements are made for normal instruction. Nearly all our sister 
States have provided for such instruction in some form at the jiublic ex¬ 
pense. Twenty-six States of our Union have from one to ten normal 
schools each, and appropriate from five thousand to one hundred and 
fifteen thousand dollars annually to maintain each. I recommend that 
ample provisions be made for the establishment of a Normal School; 
and I believe the good results that will flow from it would .soon make it 
one of the most popular institutions in the Commonwealth. 

COLORED SCHOOLS. 

A school law for the benefit of the colored children of the Common¬ 
wealth was approved 23 d day ol February, 1874 , giving to them for 
educational purposes all taxes collected from colored people. The 
whole amount obtained under this law, and from other sources, during 
the past school year, was $ 50,736 93 , including balance remaining loth 
October, 1876 ; and there were 532 schools taught, wdiich is an increase 
of 97 over last year. If the colored people would pay the capitation 
tax levied upon them for school purposes, their fund would produce 
the same amount, per capita, to each pupil, as is now given to white 
children. 

We have now had three years of experience with our colored school 
system, and it may be safely asserted that the result in this time has far 
surpassed that accomplished in the same length of time when the, 
system of public white schools was inaugurated. There are, without 
doubt, material benefits to be derived from the education of all human ■ 
beings, and -it is to be hoped that the colored people will show their, 
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appreciation of the system presented to them by cultivating a healthy 
sentiment in favor of education, and by sending their children to school, 
so as to prepare them to exercise the privilege of voting intelligently, 
and enjoy, to the fullest extent, all the sacred rights of freemen. 

I believe that the white people of Kentucky not only desire that the 
colored people shall be industrious and well behaved, but they desire 
also that they shall be improved. Christianized, and elevated; and the 
way for them to get increased educational facilities, is by showing their 
appreciation of the opportunities already offered. 

GEOLOGICAL SUKVEY. 

The value of a Geological and Mineralogical Survey of our State 
cannot be overestimated. We have long needed a complete and detailed 
survey, that would give the topography of the State, describe its various 
geological formations, designate its numerous coal and iron fields, describe 
its varieties of timber, building stones, and clays, analyze the various 
soils, locate its marl beds and inexhaustible saline deposits, furnish a 
mineralogical collection, indicate routes by which this wealth may be 
made accessible, so as to stimulate industiy at home, attract labor from 
abroad, make an enduring record of our resources, and increase our 
capital and population. 

In 1854 , Professor David Dale Owen commenced a Geological Survey 
of Kentucky, and continued it until 1859 . h's assistants prose¬ 

cuted their work with great zeal and skill, and the result of their labor 
is embodied in valuable reports; but the time and means at their com¬ 
mand were insufficient to complete the work, and nothing more was 
done until an act was approved March 22 d, 1873 , entitled “An act to 
provide for a Geological and Mineralogical Survey of the State,” The 
Survey has been skillfully and ably conducted, under the direction of 
Prof N, S. Shaler, since that time. The last Legislature made an ap¬ 
propriation for the benefit of the Survey, and competent corps have 
been at work in various sections of the State, The first four volumes 
of reports have been completed, and the fifth and sixth are each about 
half finished. Prof Shaler reports to me that about three fourths of 
the field work of the Geological Survey has been completed; a general 
geological map of the State has been prepared, showing the locality of 
the various minerals; soils have been collected from a large number of 
counties, and the properties peculiar to each noted; the recpnnoissance 
for a triangulation of the State has been extended from the Cumberland 
Mountains to the Ohio river at Louisville, and has been in charge of an 
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officer of the Survey, though it has been paid for and directed by the 
United States Coast Survey; permanent meridian stones have been 
placed in six counties; chemical analyses of over six hundred samples 
of the products of the State have been made; an accurate account of 
the timber resources of fourteen of the larger counties has been pre¬ 
pared; large collections of specimens, from fifty counties, sufficient to 
cover over three thousand square feet of cabinet shelves, have been col¬ 
lected for the Cabinet; and other work has been performed, for the de¬ 
tails of which reference is made to his reports. 

Owing to the insufficiency of the amount appropriated by the last 
Legislature for printing and stereotyping, it has been impossible to 
print a sufficient number of copies of the various reports. One thou¬ 
sand copies of the first volume were printed, and distributed in accord¬ 
ance with the act of the Legislature; but of subsequent volumes only 
five hundred copies were printed, and these were not enough to meet 
the demand or the requirements of the law. All the reports, however, 
are stereotj^ped, and the maps and plates engraved, so that the Legisla¬ 
ture has the power to cause any number of volumes that may seem 
proper to be printed and distributed. 

The Geological Survey of our State has thus far coi?t less than that of 
similar enterprises in other States, and the award given at the Centen¬ 
nial Exhibition for “ Geological Collection” shows that our collection 
of soils, ores, marls, coals, &c., was not surpassed by that of any 
other State. The work as reported is everywhere highly commended, 
and, in my judgment, the best interests of our State require its comple¬ 
tion. When completed, it will present to our sister States and to the 
world such mineral wealth, magnificence of forest, fertility and variety of 
soil, and immensity of natural resources, as cannot be excelled by any 
other State, and as will not only stimulate the energies and arouse the 
pride of our citizens, but attract a liberal share of the foreign capital and 
labor that annually comes to this country. 

At the beginning of the Survey, it was necessary to import assistants 
to aid in the work, but during my adrriinistration I have instructed the 
State Geologist to make all proper arrangements to have the work pros¬ 
ecuted with home talent; and I am gratified to be able to state that we 
now have a corps of Kentucky officers, learned in the geology of their 
State, who can go on skillfully and economically with the work if it is 
desired. 

I believe it will be advantageous to the State, and to all concerned, if 
the residue of the work is gradually done. In this way the annual 
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appropriation may be materially reduced. One volume of reports may 
be issued annually, and ample time will be given for the examination 
and consideration of everything connected with the Survey, and the 
services of skillful geologists employed in Kentucky colleges can be 
obtained. I therefore recommend that the work be prosecuted dur¬ 
ing the months of July, August, September, and October, instead of 
throughout the year, as now authorized by law; and in the other 
months of the year no officers be on duty and drawing pay, except the 
State Geologist and the officer in charge of the State Cabinet at Frank¬ 
fort. 

AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL COLLEGE. 

Although the Agricultural and Mechanical College is now located at 
Lexington, as one of the colleges of Kentucky University, it is a State 
institution. The congressional enactment that provided the means, and 
the legislative enactment that declared the manner in which the fund 
should be utilized, intended it should be a School for the People. Their 
money endowed it, and they should profit by it. As the chosen agents 
of the people, you occupy the position of trustees in the management 
of the fund and interest which sustains this institution, and I ask your 
most careful examination and consideration of all matters connected 
with it. 

On the 2d day of July, 1862, the Congress of the United States 
passed an act, entitled “An act donating public lands to the several 
States and Territories which may provide colleges for the benefit of 
agriculture and the mechanical arts ” This act donated to Kentucky 
public lands to the amount of 30,000 acres, for each Senator and Rep¬ 
resentative then in Congress, for the endowment of one or more colleges. 
The grant, with its conditions, was accepted by the Legislature of this 
State January 27th, 1863, and soon thereafter 330,000 acres of public 
land were conveyed to Kentucky, which was sold for the sum of ,^165,000. 
This amount, according to the act of Congress, is held as a permanent 
endowment fund, and the income or interest on it is used for the benefit 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical College. 

The General Assembly, by an act approved February 22d, 1865, 
established the Agricultural and Mechanical College of Kentucky, and 
located it at Lexington as one of the Colleges of Kentucky University, 
but reserved the right to “ modify or repeal at pleasure so much of this 
act as refers to the establishment of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College.”

It went into operation in the autumn of 1866, and during the collegi¬ 
ate year 1866—7 it had seven professors, six tutors, and a superintendent 
of the farm, and there were 190 students in attendance. 

“The leading object of this College is to teach such branches of 
“learning as relate to agriculture and the mechanical arts, including 
“ military tactics, without excluding other scientific and classical studies, 
“in order to promote the liberal and practical education of the industiial 
“classes in the several pursuits and professions of life. 

The State annually pays the Curators of Kentucky University $g,goo, 
being the interest on the endowment fund, to be used by them to pay 
the salaries of the professors and other officers and employes of this 
College, and in consideration thereof free tuition is to be furnished to 
three students from each Representative District in the Commonwealth, 
who also have the right to receive, free of charge for tuition, the benefit 
of any instruction given in any of the Colleges of the University except 
those of law and medicine. 

In addition to the annual payment, an act of the Legislature approved 
February lOth, 1866, directed $20,000 to be paid out of the State Treas¬ 
ury to the Treasurer of the Board of Curators of Kentucky University, 
to aid in putting the Agricultural and Mechanical College of Kentucky 
into immediate operation, on the condition that ‘the State reserved 
the right hereafter to reimburse itself out of the interest arising from 
the sale of the land scrip donated by Congress.” This amount was 
promptly paid by the State Treasurer, and has never been refunded. 

After this liberality, both of Congress and our Legislature, it was 
confidently believed that this college would meet a demand that had 
long been felt, and not only open an avenue to poor but worthy young 
men to obtain an education, but also in.struct our growing population 
on all subjects bearing upon agriculture and mechanics. For the first 
few years the number of students in attendance steadily incre,ased, so 
that in the session of i868-’9 there were 283 students matriculated, and 
in the session of 1869-’70 the maximum was reached, and there were 
300 students in attendance, being the full number authorized by law. 
But after that time, on account of causes which I cannot explain, the 
number has continued to decrease, until the catalogue of 1876-7 shows 
that there were only 106 matriculates, and during the present session 
only 68 have matriculated ; and at this time, according' to the response 
made to my inquiry by the presiding officer of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, there are but 66 students in attendance. 


II 
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Such is the condition of an institution which, it was hoped, would be 
the pride of the State, an lionor to the Government by whose munificence 
it was established, and a blessing and a bounty to the industrial classes 
of Kentucky. 

The amount annually paid out of the State Treasury is nearly enough 
to support a State institution of learning, and observation in the past 
has shown that there are counties in Kentucky whose citizens would 
gladly donate money enough to construct proper buildings, if by so 
doing they could secure the Agricultural and Mechanical College. 

The act locating this College at Lexington as one of the colleges of 
Kentucky University reserves the right in the General Assembly to 
remove it, and you are at liberty to make it an independent State insti¬ 
tution, connect it with some other college or university, or let it remain 
as it is. I believe a good non-sectarian and non-political institution of 
learning should be maintained with the interest or income of the endow¬ 
ment fund, by which students from every county in the State will be 
educated, and, in my opinion, it can be conducted and maintained with 
greater benefit to the Commonwealth as an independent State insti¬ 
tution. To the annual interest on the endowment fund a small annual 
appropriation might be added, and a good State Normal College asso¬ 
ciated with the State Agricultural and Mechanical College. 

BUREAU OF AGRICULTURE, HORTICULTURE, AND STATISTICS. 

In accordance with my recommendation, the last Legislature passed 
an act authorizing the establishment of a Bureau of Agriculture, Horti¬ 
culture, and Statistics. It is a matter of surprise that Kentucky, with 
her great agripultural, mineral, industrial, live stock, and general statis¬ 
tical wealth, should have delayed so long the establishment of this 
Bureau. 

In April, 1876, I appointed Winston J. Davie Commissioner of Ag¬ 
riculture, Horticulture, and Statistics, and he immediately commenced 
the duties required by law. I am gratified to be able to state that the 
Bureau has been in every respect a success. The Commissioner has 
been unceasing in his attention to the duties of his office. Coming into 
an office altogether new in our Commonwealth, he had much labor to 
perform. He has, however, organized a corps of special correspondents 
in the different counties of the State, w'ho gratuitously furnish him, each 
month, reliable reports of the acreage and condition of the various State 
crops, and the horticultural status of their respective counties, and such 
statistical information regarding the live stock and industrial interests of 
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the country as can be made profitable and interesting to the people, i 
From these reports of correspondents he has compiled and published, \ 
each month, in the newspapers of the State, free of charge, a concise j 
account of the acreage and condition of the staple crops, gardens, or- J 
chards, vine3Jards, with the number and condition of live stock in the j 
various sections of the State, giving formulas for fertilizing land, and the , 
result of experiments with them, which has created a continually increas- ' 
ing desire for information among our farmers, and a determination to 
reach a higher standard of excellence in the agriculture and horticulture 
of our State. 

According to the requirements of the law, the Commissioner prepared ; 
a pamphlet, entitled “A General Account of the Agricultural, Commer¬ 
cial, and Mineral Resources of Kentucky,” which, together with a most 
excellent map of Kentucky, was printed at small cost, and extensively 
distributed through the Northern and Western States and in Europe, 
and which has been of great service, not only in presenting the wealth 
and attractions of Kentuckj’ to the citizens of other States, but in 
awakening a greater interest among emigrants and capitalists, and, in 
some instances, causing them to seek homes and investments in our 
Commonwealth. ' 

He has also in press his report, entitled “Kentucky: Its Resources J 
and Present Condition,” which contains the agricultural, horticultural, \ 
mechanical, commercial, and- educational condition of every county in j 
the Commonwealth, and will be laid before you in due time. 1 

The controlling pursuit of the people of Kentucky is agriculture, and i 
it should be a leading object of the representatives of such a people to 
promote, in all proper ways, the prosperity of this great interest. i 

On account of the importance of the Bureau of Agriculture, Horti- ■■ 
culture, and Statistics, and the great labor connected with it, I recom- . 
mend that, by appropriate legislation, you allow the Commissioner one 
clerk to assist him in his numerous duties. ' 

KENTUCKY RIVER. 

I call your attention especially to the improvements heretofore made 
by the State in the Kentucky river. As far back as 1836 money was 
trppropriated by legislative enactment to improve navigation in this ' 
river, and from time to time various amounts have been added, until the 
sum paid out of the State Treasury for this purpose amounted, in 1871, 
to ,$956,339 42. With this money five locks and dams were built, giving 
95 miles of slack-water navigation, which not only greatly benefited the ' 
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counties of Carroll, Henr}', Owen, Franklin, Anderson,,and Woodford, 
by furnishing ea.sy and convenient transportation, and materially aiding 
the people of other counties to get their products and minerals to 
market, but increased the State revenue, and poured into the Treasury 
in toll receipts as high as $4g,6i?> 77 in the year 1847. 

By an act of the Legislature approved February 24th, 1869, these 
improvements were leased to the Kentucky River Navigation Company 
for fifty years, and the right given to the Company to navigate the Ken¬ 
tucky river for this term ; and in consideration of this leas? the Kentucky 
River Navigation Company agreed to pay to the Cornmissioners of the 
Sinking Fund, for the use of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, the sum 
of fifteen hundred dollars per year for fifty years, and construct nine new 
locks and dams. 

The last Legislature, by a resolution approved March 20th, 1876, 
declared that the Kentucky River Navigation Company had “ failed in 
every respect to comply with its contract with the State,” and directed 
the Attorney General to proceed to “ repossess the locks and dams and 
improvements, and to annul the contract and lease” made with the 
Kentucky River Navigation Company. Suit was instituted and judg¬ 
ment rendered in favor of the State by the Franklin Circuit Court, and 
this judgment was affirmed by the Court of Appeals November 2ist,- 
1877. 

The Kentucky river and all of the improvements are now in the pos¬ 
session and under the control of the State of Kentucky; but unless the 
locks and dams are speedily repaired or renewed, they will be entirely 
valueless, and a great and costly improvement will be utterly lost. In 
order that the true condition of the five locks and dams might be thor¬ 
oughly understood, and the amount necessary to repair or renew them 
might be known, a competent engineer was instructed to examine them, 
and the report of R. H. Fitzhugh, which will be laid before you in due 
time, shows the present condition of the locks and dams to be. as fol¬ 
lows : 

"No. I. Middle section of dam gone for a space of 150 feet. River 
“bottom in gap scoured out to a depth of 20 feet or more below the 
“foundation of the dam. Remainder of dam rotten from comb to low 
“water-mark. Abutments in fair condition, but needing repairs. Guide 
“and slope walls out of repair. Gates of lock all rotten and needing 
“renewal. Lock in good condition. 

“ No. 2. Middle section of dam gone for a space of 175 feet. River 
"bottom in gap scoured out to a depth of 15 or 20 feet below the foun- 
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“dation of the dam. Remainder of dam rotten from comb to founda- 
“tion. Abutments needing renovating. Guide and slope walls out of 
“repair. Lock in good condition. 

“No. 3. Dam rotten from comb to foundation. Abutment to be 
“entirely reconstructed. Guide and slope walls needing repairs. Both 
“leaves of upper gate to be renewed. Lock in good condition. 

“ No. 4. Dam rotten from comb to foundation. Guide and slope walls 
“needing repairs. One leaf of lower gate to be renewed. Lock in 
“ good condition. 

“No. 5. Dam rotten from comb to foundation. Abutment iinder- 
“ mined and falling. Guide and slope walls needing repairs. One leaf I 

“of lower gate to be renewed. Lock in good condition.” j 

The engineer estimates the cost of repairing the five locks and dams | 
at $71,402. The average amount received by the State, per annum, 
during the time it was controlling these improvements, from 1843 to 
1869, was $18,754. This amount would justify the appropriation of 
at least an amount sufficient to repair the dams, and when it is also 
remembered that improvements which cost the State about one million 
of dollars are to be saved from ruin, and benefits given to a large num¬ 
ber of people which cannot be properly estimated, there can be no 
doubt that such enactments will be made as this important subject de¬ 
mands.

which I submit for your consideration. 

The Kentucky river has its source in the Cumberland Mountains of 
Southeastern Kentucky, and flows into the Ohio river at Carrollton, in 
Carroll county, midway between Louisville and Cincinnati, and drains 
the counties of Carroll, Henry, Owen, Franklin, Woodford, Anderson,^ 
Mercer, Jessamine, Garrard, Madison, Boyle, Fayette, Clark, Estill, and 
Lee, to the Three Forks. At this point the North and Middle Forks 
drain the counties of Letcher, Perry, Breathitt, and Wolfe, and the 
South Fork drains Clay and Owsley. Red river. Station, Camp, and 
Sturgeon, empty into the Kentucky river, and drain Powell, Wolfe,| 
Estill, Clark, Jackson, and Owsley—making 23 counties drained by the 
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Kentucky river and its tributaries, and comprising not only a rich agri¬ 
cultural country, but also large and valuable coal and iron fields and 
resources of timber, lithograph stone, and building material, not excelled 
west of the Allegheny Mountains. 

In thus calling your attention to the Kentucky river, I do not wish to 
be understood as giving a preference to it over any other river in the 
State. The condition of improvements that belong to the State, as well 
as the money that has been expended therefor, the resources that it 
can be made to unlock, and the revenue it can be made to pay into the 
Treasur)^ require more than a passing notice, and in connection with it 
I desire to invite you to the consideration of 

A GENERAI. SYSTEM OF WATER IMPROVEMENT. 

A bountiful Providence has bestowed gifts upon our State with lavish 
hands. A glance at the map of Kentucky will show that Nature has 
furnished water-ways in every section of the State, leading from all our 
coal, iron, and timber regions, which, if improved, can be made of 
incalculable benefit to the Commonwealth. In addition to the twenty- 
three counties drained by the Kentucky river. Green and Barren rivers 
drain fifteen counties, Tradewater drains six counties. Upper and Lower 
Cumberland drain eleven counties, Big Sandy drains six counties, and 
Licking river drains twelv'e counties—making 58 agricultural and min¬ 
eral counties drained by these rivers. Six counties in our State, situated 
on the Tennessee river, three on the Mississippi river, and twenty-five 
on the Ohio river, already have the benefits of reliable transportation, 
and it may be safely asserted that, considering the area of our State, it 
has a greater water frontage than any other State in the Union. 

PENITENTIARY. 

This institution is overcrowded, and the number of convicts is stead¬ 
ily increasing. One of the most important problems presented for 
solution is, what legislation is necessary for the State Penitentiary? I 
earnestly hope that you will consider this important subject at the very 
commencement of the session, for I believe the Legislature cannot afford 
to adjourn until the relief demanded by humanity, as well as civilization, 
is given. 

The report of the Keeper will be laid before you at the proper time, 
and I herewith present for your consideration the last report of the 
Inspectors. 

In accordance with an act approved March 20th, 1876, appropriating 
twenty-five thousand dollars “to build new cells in the Penitentiary,’’ 
H. R .-4 


















and an act approved March 15th, 1876, appropriating three thousand 
five hundred dollars “for the ventilation of cells in the cell-house of the 
Penitentiary,” the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund let the work 
required by the respective acts to the lowest responsible bidders, and 96 
new cells were built, and ro8 were so improved by ventilation as to be 
occupied. 

Although these appropriations added 204 cells, still the relief was not 
as full and ample as was necessary. 

There are now 986 convicts in the Penitentiary, and only 744 cells. 
Therefore, there are 242 more convicts confined within its walls than 
there is room for, or than proper regard for health makes allowable, 
and the Keeper has been compelled to place two convicts in many of 
the cells, which is not only a violation of the law that requires solitary 
confinement, but also in opposition to the opinions of all the writers on 
prison discipline. 

The first convict entered the Kentuckj' Penitentiary in the year 1800. 
If the expense incurred from that day to this by the State, on account 
of the Penitentiary, be compared with the amount received by the State 
for the same period from this institution, it will be found that the ex¬ 
pense largely exceeds the receipts; and if we compare the number of 
convicts in the Penitentiary in 1865, when there were 181 whites and 20 
blacks, with the number now confined, being 453 whites and 533 blacks, 
we are admonished that the law under which the Penitentiary is man¬ 
aged, as well as the wonderful increase in the number of convicts, 
should receive the most patient and careful consideration, in order to 
determine what relief is most proper and desirable. 

Three ways of relief have been suggested The first is, to enlarge the 
existing Penitentiary by extending the inclosure and erecting new build¬ 
ings. The second is. by building a Branch Penitentiary in some other 
part of the State; and the third is, to adopt the Warden System, and 
work the convicts, under State control, in coal mines, on railroads, and 
on river improvements. 

After a careful examination of the laws regulating Penitentiaries in 
Maine, Massachusetts, Pennsj lvania, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Tennessee, 
Virginia, Missouri, Georgia, Alabama, and Arkansas, I am satisfied that 
the system must depend almost entirely upon the locality, and whether 
the convicts are skilled laborers or common laborers. I do not believe 
that felon labor should be brought in direct and general competition with 
honest labor; but how far convict labor may be utilized in improving 
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rivers, which otherwise would remain unimproved, is a subject that de¬ 
serves, and should receive, careful examination and thoughtful consider¬ 
ation. 

In my last message I recommended that the imprisonment of each 
convict be commuted for good behavior, and a law was enacted allowing 
a deduction of five days for meritorious conduct, on each calendar month, 
from the term of sentence of each convict. I am gratified to be able to 
state that this reformatory measure has worked admirably. The dis¬ 
cipline and behavior of the convicts were never, perhaps, equal to what 
they have been since the passage of this law. The object of legal pun¬ 
ishment is not only to deter others from criminal acts, by punishing the 
offender, but by suitable reformatory means to prepare the prisoner for 
re entran'ce into society. After a very careful investigation, the Inter¬ 
national Prison Congress, held in London in 1872, declared that convicts 
could be reformed, and this declaration is now indorsed by the soundest 
and most accomplished students of Penitentiary science both in Europe 
and the United States. 

I believe that much good could be accomplished by the classification 
and separation of persons convicted of crime; so that the hardened 
malefactor would not be the daily companion of the 3muthful novitiate 
in crime. To this end blouses of Reform for juvenile delinquents, and 
separate prisons, have been established in some of the States, to which 
only persons convicted of felony, who are under twenty years of age, 
are sent. I believe also that we shall have taken a wise step in Peniten¬ 
tiary management when the convict, after his daily task is done, is 
allowed, by additional labor, to earn money for the benefit of his penni¬ 
less, friendless, suffering wife and children at home, who, though per¬ 
fectly innocent, often feel the results of a husband’s or father’s crime 
more than the criminal himself. ^ 

INTERNATIONAL PRISON CONGRESS. 

The Government of Sweden and Norway has addressed an official 
in'utation to all foreign governments, to take part in the International 
Prison Congress at Stockholm, to be held in August, 1878, and both 
the American Social Science Association, and the President of the 
International Penitentiary Commission, have requested the Governors of 
the several States to have their respective States duly represented in this 
Congress. 

In the Congress of 1872, held at London, all the Governments of 
Europe, except that of Portugal, were officially represented, as were 
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also the Governments of the United States and Mexico, the Empire of 
Brazil, several of the Republics of South America, and many of the 
States of the American Union, and it has been recognized by the press 
of the whole world, and by those studying Penitentiary science, or 
engaged in prison work, that the debates on prison affairs, and the facts 
gathered and disseminated by this Congress, are unequaled in extent 
and value. The subjects of Prison Management, Prison Labor, Dis¬ 
cipline of Convicts, Moral and Religious Agencies, Scholastic Instruc¬ 
tion, Reformatory Results, Kinds and Causes of Criminality, and Prison 
Hygiene, demand attention and investigation in our State, if wc wish to 
keep up with the progress and improvement of the age; and I submit 
to you the invitation extended to Kentucky to send delegates to the 
Stockholm Congress, and ask such legislation as in your wisdom may 
seem right and proper. 


FISH CULTURE. 

Pursuant to an act passed by the last Legislature, entitled “ An. act 
for the propagation and protection of food fishes in the waters of the 
State of Kentucky,” I appointed a commission of ten persons, being 
one from each Congressional District, known as the Pish Commissioners 
of Kentucky, to act in conjunction with the Commissioner of the United 
States, in stocking the waters of the State with such fish as they consid¬ 
ered best adapted to furnish cheap and nutritious food for the people. 

The commission organfzed on the Sth day of April, 1876, and soon 
thereafter secured a very suitable location for a hatching-house near 
Louisville, and provided the necessary buildings and appliances. A 
large number of eggs were procured and hatched, and the report of the 
Commissioners shows that 46,225 California salmon have been distributed 
in forty two different streams, situated in thirty-one counties, and that, 
acting in conjunction with the United States Commission of Fish and 
Fisheries, 150,000 white shad were distributed in the rivers of Ken¬ 
tucky. The voluntary aid offered by different railroad companies and 
by individuals, evinces an increased appreciation of the practicability 
and importance of pisciculture. Fish eggs can be secured, transported, 
and hatched with as much certainty as those of fowls, and thus abund¬ 
ance of food obtained almost without cost. 

The water resources of Kentucky are immense, and it is confidently 
asserted, by those best informed on fish culture, that the acres of water 
in the State can, with less labor, cost, and risk, be made more remuner¬ 
ative than the same number of acres of land. 
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I invite your attention to the interesting report made by the Fish 
Commissioners. They state tliat the appropriation heretofore made is 
nearly exhausted, and ask an additional appropriation. 


Mir.ITARY ROLLS. 

A resolution was adopted March 9th 1876, requesting me to procure 
from the War Department of the United States Government copies of 
tlie military rolls of the Kentucky troops who served in the Me.xican 
war, and three hundred dollars were appropriated for that purpose. P'or 
reasons known to himself, the Secretary of War declined to furnish 
copies of these military rolls when first asked, in writing, by me to do 
so. Subsequently I visited Washington, and succeeded in obtaining, 
without using any part of the appropriation, a copy of the names of the 
Kentucky soldiers who served in the war with Mexico, showing the 
company and regiment to which each belonged, and the same has been 
filed in the office of the Quarter-Master General of Kentucky. 


MILITIA 

“A well-regulated militia being necessary to the security of a free 
State,” as stated in the Constitution of the United States, I call your 
attention specially to the militia system of Kentucky. It has been the 
policy of my administration not to invoke military aid until civil power 
was entirely exhausted, yet in every well-regulated Gov'ernment I be¬ 
lieve that civil authority can be maintained easier and with more cer¬ 
tainty where it is manifest that there is a strong power whose aid can 
be commanded if the civil power should not be sufficient. 

Through congressional appropriations our State has been furnished 
with as many small arms as are needed at present, and the amount of 
money remaining to the credit of Kentucky is $31,136 18, which can 
be d rawn in arms and accoutrements suitable for artillery, infantry, or 
cavalry companies, whenever it is deemed proper. 

I believe that the people of Kentucky should rely upon themselves in 
times of civil commotion and internal discord. During the late troubles, 
growing out of riots in some of the States north of Kentucky, and which 
only reached, in a moderate way, one place in our State, and was partic¬ 
ipated in, as I am informed, not by laboring men, but by those opposed 
to labor, I was much gratified by the alacrity and courage displayed by 
citizens in suppressing the disorder and maintaining the law\ I asserted 
then, and still believe, that of the persons within the military age in 
Kentucky a sufficient force can always be raised to suppress any civil 














tumult or riot that may occur among our citizens, without asking aid from 
other sources. ' 

There is a healthy sentiment in this Commonwealth at present in 
favor of a good militia system. The law regulating the Kentucky 
State Guard or volunteer militia is defective, and is inadequate to main- 1 
tain a good military organization. Notwithstanding the defects in the ■' 
law, a few companies, composed of splendid material, have been organ- ■ 
ized. I recommend that the militia law be revi.sed, and that provision ; 
be made for uniforming a limited number of companies, and that ineffi¬ 
cient or incomplete organizations be mustered out, so that there may be . 
a small, compact, well-drilled and efficient body of troops that can be ; 
easily called out and relied upon in any emergency. The reports of the ' 
Adjutant General and Quarter-Master General will furnish you with the j 
details connected with thei; respective department.?. 

INSURANCE. ' ! 

The important and valuable service rendered the people in the Insur- ! 
ance Bureau is of such quiet and unobtrusive kind as to frequently 
escape publicity, and be passed without proper notice. It is of great i 
benefit, not only to the public, but also to respon.sible companies. By i 
exposing fraudulent companies, and preventing them from doing business ; 
in the State, it increases the field for good ones, and not only protects 
widows and orphans and the public generally from loss, but furnishes j 
annually most valuable information as to the character and standing of j 
all companies, foreign and domestic, doing business in the State. ^ 

The Insurance Bureau was organized seven years ago, and the fact j 
that none of the life insurance companies that have failed this year, in 
various parts of the country, with one exception, have had authority to 
do business in Kentucky for several years, and that no individual has 
reported a loss during the past two years on account of the insolvency ' 
of any fire company in the State, taken in connection with the injury ! 
sustained by many persons on account of the failure of spurious compa- j 
nies prior to the establishment of this Bureau, proves how necessary it I 
is to have State surveillance over these companies. | 

The number of insurance companies authorized to do business in j 
Kentucky January 1st, 1877, was 124. Of these, 112 are fire and 12^ 
are life companies, of which the authority of one life company has been j; 
revoked, and one has withdrawn. During the year 1877 eight additional |i 
fire companies were admitted, and 19 fire companies were withdrawn orV 
ceased to do business in the State. One of the life and ten of the fire 
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companies were organized under the laws of Kentucky, and the residue 
are of other States or of foreign countries. 

The amount insured in Kentucky by’’ fire, life, and accident insurance 
companies on the 1st day of January, 1877, was g 127,000,485. Amount 
of premiums collected during the year 1876, $2,247,261 33; amount of 
losses paid during that year, $1,25 1,887 74- 

This immense and rapidly increasing business is watched and guarded 
without expense to the State ; for the law provides that “the State shall 
not be responsible for the expen.se of the establishment and the future 
management of the Insurance Bureau, but the same shall be provided 
for and paid by the fees and allowances named by the act.” The report 
of the faithful and skillful Commissioner of Insurance will be laid before 
you, and I doubt not this important subject will receive from you that 
consideration which the vast interest it serves and protects so richly de¬ 
serves. 


IMMIGRATION. 

For nearly a hundred years the tide of immigration from the Old 


World, upon reaching our shores, has been, by skillful management^ 
directed almost exclusively to the Northern and Western States. Re¬ 
cently, however, this great and important question has received atten¬ 
tion in nearly all the Southern States, and the efforts made are being 
rewarded with very substantial results. In Kentucky we need that 
greatest and most important wealth of a community—human beings. 
Our State has 37,680 square miles of territory, situated midway between 
the northern and southern portions of the Union, with a mild and 
healthy climate; soil unsurpassed in fertility and variety, capable of pro- 
ducing grains, grasses, tobacco, hemp, fruits, and vegetables that cannot 
be excelled; with inexhaustible mines of coal, iron and lead; with for¬ 
ests of timber and varieties of building stone almost without a parallel; 
with railroads and navigable streams traversing every section, and with a 
social and political condition unsurpassed in the world. The advan¬ 
tages to immigrants that exist in Kentucky will always enlist their 
attention if properly presented to them. The reports of the Geological 
Survey and the reports and publications of the Bureau of Agriculture, 
Horticulture, and Statistics have been of great benefit in disseminating 
abroad information as to our mineral resources, climate, social and polit¬ 
ical condition, schools, churches, variety of soil, cost of land, low rate of 
taxation, peace and order, and freedom of thought and religious opinion; 
and it is by such publications that we may hope to get our average share 
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of the sturdy, industrious immigrants who annually seek new homes from 
the Eastern and Middle States and from Europe, and who, by building, 
railroads and rendering our water-ways navigable, and by assisting to 
build up and operate great manufacturing establishments, with our coal, 
iron, and timber resources, would give life and impetus to business, and 
greatly increase the wealth and population of our State. 

Kentucky has an average population of 36 persons to the square 
mile, while the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland has an 
average population to the square mile of 239 persons, and Belgium 442, 
and other European powers a still greater average to the square mile of 
territory. All our interests require the adoption of a policy that will 
encourage immigration to our State; yet Kentuck}'has not given as 
much attention to this subject as Tennessee, Georgia, Alabama, and 
Virginia, de.spite the fact that these war-desolated States are oppressed 
w'ith debt and ta.xation. I believe that a progressive spirit is beginning 
to awaken in Kentucky, and I especially desire that it be fostered and 
encouraged, and that our State be kept in line with the other States 
of this Union, and that our people have infused into them that vitality 
and energy which is giving life and strength and greatness to the New 
South. 

I trust the subject of immigration will receive such attention from you 
as will cause our Commonwealth to realize some of the great advantages 
which must result from giving it substantial aid and encouragement. 

BOARDS OF HEALTH. 

It is now well-settled that public hygiene is founded upon natural lawL 
and, as a measure of vital importance in the prevention or checking of 
certain diseases, has been productive of the most beneficial results when 
properly sustained by cities or States. 

The States of New York, Georgia, Michigan, Massachusetts, and per¬ 
haps others, have adopted laws establishing State and local Boards of 
Health, having power to prescribe and enforce certain regulations that 
will conduce to the health of cities, towns, and country. 

The great and beneficent object of preventing disease and improving 
health appeals to all, and every sanitary regulation or health movement 
should be encouraged. It is alleged that more than two hundred thou¬ 
sand human beings are annually slaughtered in our country by prevent¬ 
able diseases. Our State should be kept abreast with the sanitary" 
improvements of the age, and every proper effort should be made to 
protect the lives and health of her citizens, and prevent the outbreak 
and spread of epidemics, contagions, and other maladies. 
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INSANE ASYLUMS. 

' The reports of the Superintendents and Boards of Commissioners of 
the three Insane Asylums, known as the “ Eastern Lunatic Asylum ” at 
Lexington, “ Western Lunatic Asylum ’’ at Hopkinsville, and the “ Cen¬ 
tral Lunatic Asylum ” at Anchorage, are herewith submitted to you. I 
have visited and inspected all of them, and the}' are all in a satisfactory 
condition. Their general management, the varied amusements, and the 
affectionate care with which the stricken and unfortunate inmates are 
treated, are fully up to the requirements of the law and the standard 
established by Christian civilization. 

At the last session of the Legislature I advised a revision of the laws 
regulating our lunatic asylums, which was done, and I am much pleased 
with the new law. It is, in my judgment, the best law we have ever 
had for the regulation and management of our insane asylums. Under 
it the health, harmon}', and comfort of all connected with the asylums 
have been promoted, and there has been a material decrease in the 
expenditures of each asylum. At the Eastern and Central As}dums 
valuable and much needed improvements have been made. The Treas¬ 
urer's report for each of the asylums shows a balance, after paying the 
current expenses of the year, at the Eastern Lunatic Asylum, 30th 
September, 1877, of ^11.080 75 ; at the Western Lunatic Asylum, 31st 
October, 1877, ,$24,575 57 ! ^.t the Central Lunatic Asylum, November 
1st, 1877, 1^^7,566 36. The Western Lunatic Asylum, which is the 
smallest in the State, should be enlarged with the surplus to the credit 
of that institution. 

The primary object in the establishment of an Insane Asylum is to 
cure the insane, and, in the second place, to confine and maintain luna¬ 
tics who are so violent as to be dangerous. There is, however, in each 
asylum, a class of patients who are permanently insane, and who are so 
simple, harmless, and inoffensive, that they are known as “imbeciles,” 
and all hope of curing them has been abandoned. Humanity and econ- 
om}' both demand that new patients should be received in the asylums, 
in order that they may be cured if possible; and although our a.sylums 
are all full, I have, in every instance where a lunatic has been reported 
to me as being in jail, because there was no room in the asylums, 
ordered the Superintendent of the nearest asylum to receive the patient, 
and give him or her a bed on the floor, rather than allow the lunatic to 
be kept in jail. Before another meeting of the Legislature, I fear it will 
be even impossible to find floor-room for new patients, and retain the 
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imbeciles who, in some instances, have been sent from the alms-houses 
of certain counties, and in others are sent to the asylum because they 
are helpless and a burden to their friends or relations. I recommend 
that the law be so amended as to authorize the President of the Board 
of Commissioners of each Insane Asylum, and the Superintendent 
thereof and one competent physician not connected with the asylum, 
to examine and gradually retire these imbeciles to their homes or 
friends, where they will be kindly cared for, and that they be allowed by 
the State one hundred dollars each per annum, which is one half the 
amount annually expended on each lunatic in an asylum. This arrange¬ 
ment will afford plenty of room for lunatics who require medical treat¬ 
ment or confinement. 

The State of Kentucky has established, and is maintaining, a system 
of charities perhaps not excelled in the United States. The cost of 
maintaining lunatics and idiots in our insane asylums, during the fiscal 
year ending loth of October, 1877, ,$269,460 57. This large ex¬ 

penditure of money, together with a sincere desire to do all that can be 
done for these unfortunate human beings, I doubt not will cause you to 
give to these asylums, and all matters connected wdth them, the kindest 
attention and the most careful consideration. 


INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND. 

I commend to your careful consideration the reports of the Board of 
Commissioners and the Superintendent of the Kentucky Institution for. 
the Education of the Blind. 

This institution is located at Louisville, and by law is intended to fur-, 
nish facilities for education to children in this State, between the ages of 
six and sixteen years, free of charge, whose sight is so defective as to 
prevent them from getting an education in the ordinary schools. 

There are at present 74 pupils in attendance at this school, and the 
improvement and general accomplishments of the scholars are very 
remarkable to persons unfamiliar with the success of the institution.. 
The general condition of this institution is excellent, and the inventions 
made by its Superintendent for printing and stereotyping for the blind 
are very ingenious and interesting. Kentucky may justly boa^t that 
her Blind School is not surpassed by any in the United States. The 
American Printing House for the Blind, which was intended from the 
beginning to embrace the whole continent, is connected with this insti-i 
tution, and the report of its officers will be presented for your, consid-i 
eration. | 
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I presented this important subject to the members of the last General 
Assembly, and the committee to which it was referred made an elaborate 
and interesting report; but the Legislature adjourned without taking any 
action upon it, and I therefore present the same facts for your considera¬ 
tion. 

In order to settle the dispute, and fix and determine the boundary 
line, the General Assembly of Kentucky passed an act, which was ap¬ 
proved April 2ist, 1873, entitled “An act to fix and determine the 
boundary line between the States of Indiana and Kentucky above and 
near Evansville,” and, in accordance with the requirements of the act, 
my predecessor appointed D. N. Walden, of Henderson county. Ken¬ 
tucky, to make the survey and locate the line in the manner therein 
prescribed. 

The General Assem.bly of Indiana also passed an act, which was ap¬ 
proved February 27th, 1875, entitled “An act to ascertain the location 
of the boundary line between the States of Indiana and Kentucky 
above and near Evansville, and making the same evidence in any dis¬ 
pute and declaring an emergency.” In conformity with this act, the 
Governor of Indiana, appointed August Pfafflin, of Evansville, Indiana, 
to do the work therein required to be done. 

The Commissioners, immediately after their appointment, commenced 
the work assigned them, and made the survey and located the line in 
manner and form required by the Legislatures of Kentucky and Indi¬ 
ana, and were governed by the survey originally made by the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States, being the original and only survey made by 
the United States of said line. The report of the Commissioners, to¬ 
gether with their map and other papers, are herewith laid before you. 
They show that on the 17th day of July, 1875, the survey was com¬ 
pleted, and within ten days thereafter, to-wit, on the 27th day of Jul}'', 
1875, the Commissioners, Walden and Pfafiflin, reduced the survey to 
writing, particularly describing metes and bounds, landmarks and mon¬ 
uments, as well as the boundary line by them established between the 
States of Kentucky and Indiana, and also acknowledged and filed copies 
of their report, with plats or maps attached, in the office designated in 
the aforesaid acts. 

On the 30th day of July, 1875, the Governor of Indiana directed the 
Indiana Commissioner to suspend the work; but as the field work was 
finished, and the report drawn up, the Commissioners completed their 
map and sent their report of the location of the boundary line, together 
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with a plat or map, to my predeces.sor, which is on file in the Executive 
Department. 

By this survey it will be seen that Green River Island belongs to Ken¬ 
tucky, and the boundary line between Kentucky and Indiana, as located 
by these Commissioners, is a short distance from the present bed of the 
Ohio river on the Indiana side. 

I recommend a careful examination of this subject early in the ses¬ 
sion, and such legislation as will lead to a proper and amicable settle¬ 
ment of this dispute as to the boundary line. 

CENTENNIAL EXPOSITION. 

A Grand International Exposition for the display of the arts, pro¬ 
ducts, minerals, manufactures, live stock, &c., of our country, vvas held 
in the city of Philadelphia in the year 1876, to commemorate the Cen¬ 
tennial Anniversary of American Independence. Its success will always 
be remembered with pride by the citizens of the United States. 

It was participated in by a large majority of the States of our Repub¬ 
lic, and by nearly all the civilized nations of the world, and in grandeur 
of display, magnificence of arrangement, and in the multitudes that as¬ 
sembled, it perhaps surpassed any similar Exposition ever held in any 
country. 

In bringing together people from all parts of our Union, it did much 
to obliterate sectional feeling. By the exhibition of American manu¬ 
factures, arts, products, minerals, and live stock, we were brought in 
favorable comparison with otlier and older nations, and it not only 
widened and enlarged information as to the resources and attractions of 
sister States, but it contributed to a better understanding and a higher 
opinion of our Republic abroad. 

In my message to the last Legislature I recommended “ such enact¬ 
ments as will cause our Commonwealth to be fully represented at the 
Centennial Exhibition.” The General Assembly, by an act approved 
February iith, 1876, appropriated five thousand dollars, to be expended 
under the direction of the Governor, the State Geologist, and ten com¬ 
missioners to be appointed by the Governor, ‘‘ for securing at the Cen¬ 
tennial Exposition a due representation by specimen, publication, and 
otherwise, of the natural resources of the Commonwealth, especially in 
timber, coal, lead, iron, &c.” 

In accordance with the requirements of the act, I appointed one com¬ 
missioner from each Congressional District in the State, and these com¬ 
missioners, together with the State Geologist and myself, constituted the 
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Centennial Board. By direction of the Board, John R. Procter was sent 
to Philadelphia to superintend the exhibits of Kentucky, and all neces- ; 
sary and proper steps were made to utilize the money appropriated. 

The brief time allowed for preparation, and the. small amount appro¬ 
priated, did not allow the varied interests of our State a proper repre¬ 
sentation at the Exposition, and our display was not as diversified and 
extensive as, according to the wealth and resources of Kentucky, it ! 
should have been; nevertheless, it was very creditable, and has been | 
productive of good results. i 

The collection of iron ores, representing 6oo outcrops of ore—being j 
more than were exhibited by any other State; the samples of coal, j 
numbering over 200, with labels giving location and complete analyses ! 
of each; the large collection of lead ores; the specimens of building j 
stones, representing every geological formation in the State; the collec- j 
tion of soils and fertilizing marls, and lOO large photographs showing i 
farm lands, and river and mountain scenery of the State, attracted much [ 
attention; and a pamphlet of one hundred pages, containing a geolog- I 
ical map and a general account of the agricultural, commercial, and min- j 
eral resources of the Commonwealth, was much sought after, and was 
fully equal to any publication distributed there. ! 

Of the awards granted to Kentucky, I have received an award for ■ 
“Geological Collection,” for ‘‘Coal,” for “Exhibits of Mineral Charts ^ 
and Photographs,” for “Iron and Coal,” and for “ Geological Charts and 
Profiles.” 

LAW AND ORDER. 

I am much gratified to be able to state that law and order have 
resumed their proper sway throughout Kentucky. During the past year 
crime seemed to be sporadic in certain localities, and deeds of violence 
were committed that merited and received the condemnation of all good 
citizens; but in by far the larger part of the Commonwealth, usual good 
order and obedience to law have prevailed. In the localities where 
crime has been perpetrated, I have used all the authority vested in me 
by law to bring criminals to justice, and the success which has attended 
the efforts of civil officers has been exceedingly gratifying. 

The enforcement of the law under our system of government does 
not depend alone upon the judges and juries and other officers, but it 
depends also upon public opinion and sentiment. A vitiated public 
sentiment sometimes shields criminals, and the people, as well as the | 
officers of the law, are responsible for a non-enforcement of the law. 
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The people should aid those intrusted with the execution of the law in 
every proper way, and officers who have not the courage or energy to do 
their full duty should be compelled to resign. 

Public sentiment was never mere in favor of law and order in our 
State than at present. Almost every fugitive in our borders has been 
arrested, and I believe that judges and juries are evincing a determi¬ 
nation to do their duty. I will be ready at all times to co-operate with 
officers or citizens in making all criminals feel the vengeance of out¬ 
raged law, and I sincerely hope that the healthy sentiment which now 
exists in favor of a rigid inforcement of the law will be perpetuated and 
strengthened throughout the Commonwealth. 

attorneys’ fees. 

In the year 1873 my predecessor employed eminent attorne3'S to rep¬ 
resent the defendants in certain civil and criminal cases pending in the 
United States Circuit Court against the members of the City Council 
of Lexington, and the election officers of the city of Lexington, for a 
violation of the act of Congress of 1870, called the Enforcement Act, 
alleged to have been committed by refusing the votes of certain negro 
voters who had failed to pay the capitation tax required by the charter 
and ordinances of the city. 

One of the cases went to the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
involved the construction of the Fifteenth Amendment of the Constitu¬ 
tion of, the United States, and certain sections of the Enforcement Act. 
The attorneys rendered laborious and valuable service, and the cases 
were decided in favor of the defendants. The accounts presented by 
the attorneys will be laid before you in due time, and they should be 
paid a just and fair compensation for their services. 

MEMORIAL PROCEEDINGS. 

Since the adjournment of the last Legislature the death of three of its 
naost honorable members has been reported to me. Hon J Warren 
Grigsby, late Representative from Boyle county, died on the 12th day of 
January, 1877. a citizen he was upright and honorable, and of rare 
social and intellectual culture. As a Representative he was patient, pop¬ 
ular, and energetic; and as a soldier during the late war, commanding 
first a regiment and then a brigade, he won merited distinction, and 
made a record that reflected honor upon himself and his comrades. 

Hon! Thomas Shanks, late Representative from Lincoln county, died 
April 21 St, 1877. As legislator and soldier he was honorable, faithful, 









and brave, and as a citizen he was beloved for his patriotism, integrity, 
and fidelity. 

Hon. Wood M. Jones, late Representative of Hickman and Fulton 
counties, died October 15th, 1877. He was modest and retiring in his 
manner, yet he was a faithful, honest, and energetic citizen and legisla¬ 
tor, whose good qualities made for him many friends. They were with 
us last year—they are now gone from us forever, and no one knows 
whom Death, which “loves a shining mark, a signal blow,” may take 
for the next victim I believe, as the immediate successors of these 
faithful Representatives, you should take such action as will prove that 
the worthy are not immediately forgotten, and as will place forever on 
the records of the Commonwealth suitable testimonials to their patri¬ 
otism, their honesty, and their devotion to the interests of Kentucky. 


COURT OF APPEALS. 

As the wealth and population of our State have increased, litigation 
has increased, and the number of cases and the length of records in the 
Court of Appeals have been greatly augmented in the last few years. 
On account of the magnitude of tlie business, it is no longer possible 
for all of the Judges to give that time and attention to each case that 
they would like to give, and which important causes require, and one of 
the interesting questions for your consideration is, how will you .give 
relief to the Court of Appeals? 

Under the Constitution, the number of Judges of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals cannot be increased beyond the present number. The establish¬ 
ment of an intermediate court, or the appointment of a Commissioner 
to sit with the Judges and hear and examine cases with them, and report 
to the Judges for approval, are two modes of relief that have been sug¬ 
gested. I ask your careful consideration of this question, and such 
action as in your wisdom may seem proper and right. 


GENERAL ZACHARY TAYLOR. 

The grave that contains the mouldering remains of Major General 
Zachary Taylor, who was at one time President of the United States, is 
situated in Jefferson county, in sight of the tall spires of the metropolis 
of Kentucky, and is unmarked by a monument. It is true that this 
man, who spent his whole life in the service of his country, who proved 
his patriotism on near a hundred battle-fields, and who had the office 
of President bestowed upon him for his valor, integrity,^ and fidelity, 
needs no monument to perpetuate the blazonry of his deeds or the 
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purity and simplicity of his character. He has a monument already in 
the hearts of his countrymen that will endure forever. Yet I believe 
that a nation is elevated and given dignity and importance at home and 
abroad by its great and good men who reveal its existence and give it 
prominence, and a monument should be erected to his memory that will 
ever stand wdth its mute eloquence to attest to the world the honor, the 
reverence, and the esteem accordedj to his valor and his virtues by his 
countrymen. 

He was brought to Kentucky by his parents when only nine months 
old, and ever afterwards claimed his home in our. Commonwealth; yet 
his distinguished civic and military service make him belong to the whole 
country. 

I therefore recommend that his remains be removed by Kentucky to 
the State military lot in the cemetery at Frankfort, and that a resolution 
be adopted by the General Assembly calling upon the Congress of the 
United States to erect a monument over his grave. 


PUBLIC PRINTING AND BINDING. 


On the 2oth day of March, 1876, an act was approved, entitled “An 
act to amend chapter ninety of the General Statutes, title ‘ Public Print¬ 
ing and Binding.’ ” 

This act changed the manner of doing the public printing and bind¬ 




ing from the contract system, by which the printing and binding were 
t of Ap- let to the lowest bidder, to the election system, by which a Public 

establish- Printer was elected by the members of the General Assembly, with 

nissioner authority to do all the public printing and binding, including stereotyp- 

nd report ing, lithographing, and engraving, for certain compensation, to be paid 

Deen sug- by the State. Under the new law the Public Printer does not submit 

and such his accounts to me for approval, before the money is drawn on them 

from the Treasury, and I do not therefore officially know the cost under 
the new system as compared with the old. 

In a cursory examination, which I have not been able to complete, I 
have ascertained that in a number of the wealthiest and most populous 
States of the Union the public printing and binding is let to the lowest 
bidder; but in some]of the States the work is done by an officer elected 
by the Legislature. 

Any system that may be adopted in Kentucky should allow a fair 
price, that is neither too high nor too low; and as the public printing 
and binding will involve a large outlay under either system, I suggest 
H. r,-5 
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that, before the election of the new officer this winter, our system 
should be examined, and if the cost is too great, it should be corrected. 


LAND OFFICE, 

The Report of the Register of the Land Office, which is full and 
explicit, as to the condition and management of affairs in his office, is 
herewith presented for your consideration. 

According to chapter 109, General Statutes, “ no one person shall 
enter, survey, or cause to be patented, more than two hundred acres ol 
land in any one county,” and no authority is given for the assignment of 
plats and certificates of survey. I have therefore declined to sign all 
patents issued for more than two hundred acres, and all patents issued 
upon plats and certificates assigned since the General Statutes took 
effect. 

In 1873 the office of receiver of public money for lands west of the 
Tennessee river was abolished, and it was made the duty of the receiver 
then in office to make out a complete descriptive list of all the books, 
maps, plats, and papers pertaining to his office, and send the same, 
with a copy of the list, to the Register of the Land Office in Frank¬ 
fort, and it was declared that “ all entries of lands west of the Ten 
nessee river shall thereafter be made with the Register of the Land 
Office, and his certificate of entry shall be all the authority upon which; 
to obtain a patent.” By an act approved March i8th, 1876, the office 
of receiver for lands west of the Tennessee river was re-established, but 
no authority was given to the Governor to appoint a receiver, and no^ 
one has been appointed. It is very important that public lands west of 
the Tennessee river be attended to; and if the work is to be done by 
a receiver instead of by the Register, the law, should be so amended 
as to authorize a receiver to be appointed immediately. 


CAPITOL BUILDING. 

About eight years ago the construction of a building, so situated as 
to form one wing of the present State House, was commenced. The^ 
walls were erected, a. roof put upon the building, and some of the’ 
offices were finished and furnished; but the work stopped because the^ 
appropriation was exhausted. Much of the interior of the building is 
unfinished. I know no good reason why it should remain in its present] 
condition. The necessity for the building being manifest, and its con'] 
stniction commenced, it should be finished without delay. 
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In this connection I call your attention to the office of the Clerk of 
the Court of Appeals, which is remote from the Court of Appeals room, 
too small for the records, books, and papers that have accumulated and 
are still accumulating there, and liable to be destroyed by fire any day. 
There is no finished room in the fire-proof building that is unoccupied; 
but if this building is completed, arrangements might be made for a 
more convenient, as well as a safer and more suitable Court of Appeals 
Clerk’s office. I therefore recommend such legislation as will insure the 
speedy completion of the building commonly called “fire-proof offices.’' 

BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 

I desire to repeat with emphasis my belief that the framers of our 
Constitution intended that there should be but one session of the Leg¬ 
islature in two years, except when extraordinary and unexpected cir¬ 
cumstances demanded an adjourned session. For the last four years 
we have had biennial sessions of the Legislature, and no one has been 
injured, and at least three hundred thousand dollars have been saved by 
not having adjourned sessions. In past years the people have suffered 
more from too much legislation than too little. The General Statutes 
of Kentucky were adopted but a few years ago, and the Codes of Prac¬ 
tice took effect within the past year. Only such amendments as are 
absolutely essential to each should be made, for it is impossible for the 
people to understand and appreciate the law if it is continually being 
changed. In these times of profound peace and fina cial distress, all 
legislation that is needed can be easily adopted in one session; and I 
believe that an adjourned session is not only unnecessaiy, but it will be 
in opposition to the wishes of the people of the entire Commonwealth. 

CONCLUSION. 

I have thus given you, as required by the Constitution, “information 
of the state of the Commonwealth,” and recommended to your consid¬ 
eration measures deemed by me expedient. Whatever action you may 
take, I am satisfied that each of you, like myself, will be influenced 
solely by a desire to advance the best interests of Kentucky. My earn¬ 
est wish is that your deliberations will be agreeable and harmonious, and 
that our respective labors may merit the approbation of our fellow-citi¬ 
zens, and be unregretted by posterity.

The Speaker laid before the House the following report of the 
Attorney General on lotteries, &c., viz : 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

In response to resolution number 44 , -‘in regard to lotterj',” approved 
9 tli daj' of March, 187 G, I bog to submtt tlie following: 

So soon after the adjournment of the last session of the General As.soin- 
bly as 1 could possibl}' gather the data, I instituted, in tlie Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit Court, suits as follows; 

Ist. Against Geo. W. Craddock and James S. Smith et al., who claimed 
to have the right, b3' contract with tlie managers and councilmen of the 
city of Frankfort, dated 7 th May, 1871 , to draw 6,260 classes, and to dis¬ 
pose of prizes, by way of lottery, in each of said classes, of not less than 
twenty-five cents or more than $100,000, commencing not earlier than 
1874 , and to run to 1884 . 

2 d. Against Z B. Simmons and S. T. Dickinson, &c., who claimed to 
operate a lottery, without limit as to time, until they should realize, in 
net profits, $ 63,800 by the sale of tickets, and this by virtue of being the 
vendees and successors of tlie firm of Wood, Eddy & Co., and of C. H. 
Murray, who contracted with the managers and City Council of Frank¬ 
fort. 

3 d. Against B. S. Stewart, James B. Pepper, and others, wlio claimed, 
bj' virtue of a contract with the Board of Councilmen of the city of Frank¬ 
fort, made in December, 1875 , to have the right to raise, by way of lot¬ 
tery, 1100,000. 

4 th. Against James S. Smith, W. I. Waller, and others, who claimed 
the right to raise, by way of lotter}-, an unknown sum of money, by vir¬ 
tue of vested rights growing out of what is known as the Shelby College 
Lottery Grant. 
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5 th. Against 0 . M. Matiiews, Simmons, Dickinson, and others, who 
claimed the right to raise the residue of 5550 , 000 , by virtue of a grant to 
the Henry Male and Female Academies. 

Otii. In the McCracken Circuit Court (and by consent transferred to 
the McCracken Court of Common Pleas) against Simmons, Dickinson & 
Co., and tlie Scliool Trustees of the citj' of Paducah, &c., who claimed tlie 
riglil, by contract, to raise $100,000, by virtue of tlie lottery grant for 
the benefit of the schools, &c., of said town. 

The first two suits were dismissed by special judges elected to try them 
(the regular judge being a party defendant, &c.) J prosecuted an appeal 
in each case and obtained a reversal, and they are again on the docket of 
the Franklin Circuit Court for trial. The next two (numbered here as 3 
and 4 ) were, by the court, of his own motion, transferred to the Oldham 
Circuit Court; but the papers reached there too late for trial or to be 
docketed until last Ma}-, when that court decided that the act of 16 th 
March, 1869 , under which Stewart and others claimed, contained a lottery 
grant. To reverse this judgment, I have prosecuted an appeal to the 
Court of Appeals, and the court has it under submission, after argument 
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time have not filed record in Clerk’s office; and hence, on the ne.xt to the 
last day of the last term of the Court of Appeals, I filed the complete 
transcript, and, on motion, had the appeal of defendants dismissed. 

It is, perhaps, worthy of your time to notice, that in the contract be¬ 
tween the city of Frankfort, &c., and Wood, Eddy & Co., 'Hhe entire scheme,” 
with full power to draw, &c., was convey^ed, so far as the parties of the 
first part could possibly do it, and then, nine ( 9 ) years afterwards,, they un¬ 
dertake to sell to Craddock and Smith 6,260 classes of the same lotterv, 
all of which had been theretofore sold, and never in any way canceled or 
repurchased; this, too, in the face of the facts that on the 3 d of January, 
1868 , the books and pajiers of the City Council, and the bank checks, &c., 
showed tliat there had been paid, by' reason of ibis lottery'grant, already, 
8100,892 31 , if the report of the gentleman employed to ascertain how 
much had been realized by said grant, is correct. 

Believing it within the purview of your said resolution, I sent a letter 
to each Commonwealth’s Attorney' in the State, urging an unrelenting 
war upon any and every individual, corporation, and association aiding, 
in any way, the lottery' business in this State, and assuring them of my 
willingness, at all times, to aid them to the extent of my ability. 

I have, upon appeals from Jefferson and Fayette Circuit Courts, obtained 
from the Court of Appeals opinions, whilst reflecting much credit upon 
the great legal ability of this high court, placing the onus of proving the 
non-exhaustion of these lottery' privileges upon the claimants, or those 
operating them or presuming to sell tickets in them, thus rendering it 
an easy matter, comparatively, for the Commonwealth’s Attorneys, if so 
inclined, to put a final stop to this most nefarious business. 

I now indulge tbo hope that all the Commonwealth’s Attorneys in our 
State will prosecute with vigor all persons who sell tickets, publish the 
time or place of any' drawing, set up, draw, manage, or otherwise promote 
any lottery, or who shall permit in any' house, shop, or other building, 
occupied or controlled by him, the setting up, managing, or drawing of 
any lottery, or the sale or exchange of any lottery ticket.

The Henry Grant was to raise the sum of fifty thousand dollars, and, 
so far as I can learn, there has never been any drawings under said grant;' 
but it is the object of the present claimants to put it in operation after all 
the other grants aforesaid shall have, in their judgment, become exhausted. 
Each of the others was to raise one hundred thousand dollars. 

My opinion is, that in 1867 there was not a valid or legal lottery grant 
in the State, and that each one has been wrongfully claimed to exist, and 
those which have been operated since that time have been so operated in 
violation of the law and without right. 

If any legislation granting a lottery privilege has occurred since 1870,-, 

it has escaped ray notice. j 
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In response to the fifth subdivision of tlie resolution, 1 suggest that you 
pass an act repealing “An act for the benefit of the City School in the 
town of Frankfort, and for other purposes,” approved Ist February, 1838 . 

Also, another to repeal “An act to reduce into one the several acts in 
relation to the town of Frankfort, and for other purposes,” approved 16 th 
February, 1839 . 

Also, another to repeal “An act to amend the laws in relation to the 
city of Frankfort,” approved 23 d February", 1854 .

Also, others to repeal the several acts approved 8th February, 1839 , 11 th 
March, 1851 , 23 d January", 1858 , 9 th February", 1866 , 7 th February, 1867 , 
27 lh February, 1869 , and 3 d March, 1869 . 

Also, others to repeal acts approved 9 th December, 1850 , and 16 th Feb¬ 
ruary, 1837 . 

Of course each repealing act should give the proper titles of the acts to 
be repealed, which may be found under the titles, &c., in this report. 

Also, that you make it a felony", punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
for any" newspaper, periodical, book publishing establishment, &c., &c., to 
publish, advertise, or print, o*r in any manner whatever to give notice or 
information of the. time or place of any drawing or proposed drawing of 
any lottery", or to print or give notice or information of the result, or any 
part of the result, of any drawing of any" lottery, or to print any hand¬ 
bills or other thing in relation thereto, and making this applicable alike 
to a real and to a fictitious lottery or lotteries. 

“ What were the terms and conditions upon which the Legislature made 
the grants, franchises, &c.?” 

There were no terms and no conditions expressed in the several acts, 
unless it may be said, that, in each a bond was required to be executed 
to the Commonwealth for the faithful application of the funds and the 
prompt pay"ment of prizes. 

But if it is meant to ask me, by the usp of the words “terms and con¬ 
ditions” whether or not there was any consideration sufficient to uphold a 
contract, I answer, there cannot be such a thing as a contract as between 
the Legislature and the beneficiaries or managers of a lottery grant. But 
there is no doubt that the Legislature intended that each of these grants 
should perform its full office, and the beneficiaries receive the fund within 
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ten or fifteen years at most from the date of the grant. A lottery grant 
is a gratuity, and viay at any time be repealed by the Legislature. 

In view of the fact that those claiming the right to operate the several 
grants herein mentioned, and those interested in having them continued, 
have in their employ tlm very best legal talent, and also the sharpest 
practitioners in the State, jmu will allow me, I trust, to suggest that all 
legislation in regard to the aforesaid acts should be very carefully ]n’o- 
pared. 

It maj' be asked by some, who have no idea of the extent'to which the 
claimants of these grants will unhesitatingly go in order to prolong the 
time in which “to draw the classes,” nor how many hundreds and thou¬ 
sands of dollars a “ little time” is worth to them, why I suggest the repeal 
of the before-mentioned acts, especially when I have announced it as ray 
opinion that not a valid lottery grant was in existence in this State in| 
1867. 

Almost limitless wealth, unsparingly used to gain time, directed by the) 
most experienced, most learned, and ablest counsel within our enlight-i 
ened country, to say nothing of the fact, the very many questiotis alway.s,j 
in these attempts to gain time, raised, are entirely new to the courts, and i 
each question subdivided in proportion to the number of attorneys repre^ 
senting the defendants, and presented with the vehemence of conviction^ i 

and the eloquence of truth, afford at feast an excuse, if not a justiflea^ ] 

tion, vvhy you should take the trouble to wipe these guilty and shameful , 

statutes from our law-books—statutes more baneful than the clotted pages j 

b}' the Triumvirs washed in gore. * j 

Begging you to believe that I have left no stone unturned, and shall ^ 

continue, with untiring energy, to prosecute the several cases, and hoiting ^ 

the final result will prove the value of my efforts, 1 close by stating that, ^ 

in the case against the Paducah Lottery, after preparing the petition, I ^ 

believed it necessary, and I requested the Hon, J. M. Bigger’s assistanoo; 
and in the casp against Stewart and others, involving the so called grant 
of 1869, in the Oldham Circuit Court, the Hon. J. G. Carlisle, at my re- 1 

quest, assisted me. Both of these learned and able gentlemen rendered 
me very valuable aid.

obtained a judgment giving the Commonwealth the possession of the 
Kentucky river, together with all and singular the improvements and 
appurtenances, with full right to use, occupy, and enjoy same, (fee., 
(fee. To this judgment defendant excepted and prayed an appeal. 
After waiting some time for defendant to file the record in the Court 
of Appeals Clerk’s Office, and ascertaining none had been filed, I, 
under a resolution of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, filed 
the record, and, after argument, the case was submitted, and the judg¬ 
ment of the circuit court was by the Court of Appeals affirmed, the 
result of which places said river improvements, (fee., in possession 
of the State. 

GREEN AND BARREN RIVERS. 

I have written very many letters, and taken occasion to talk with 
very many persons who 1 had reason to think were best posted in 
regard to the condition of the slack-water improvements, and the 
management thereof on the Green and Barren rivers; but whilst all 
do not agree in their estimate of the condition or the management, I 
have failed to gather sufficient data to insure a successful result to pro¬ 
ceedings to annul the lease or for possession thereof. I do not mean 
to express an opinion as to whether facts exist to warrant a success¬ 
ful result to such proceedings, but simply to say, that, with the press 
of official business, and the lack of funds to defray necessary trav¬ 
eling expenses, (fee., I have not, upon the information in my reach, 
deemed it to the interest of the Commonwealth to attempt said pro¬ 
ceedings. 

If the result shall merit your approval, I shall deem my la^jors ex¬ 
pended in regard to these rivers and improvements well spent.

A Committee on Enrollments—to consist of five members. 

A Committee on Railroads—to consist of eight members. 

A Committee on Immigration and Labor—to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers. 

A Committee on Insurance—to consist of seven members. 

A Committee on Corporate Institutions—to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers. 

A Committee on Charitable Institutions—to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers. 

A Committee on Revenue and Taxation—to consist of seven mem¬ 
bers. 

5 . He may state a question sitting, but shall rise to put a question. 

6 . Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, viz: “Gentlemen, 
you who are of opinion that (as the question may be) say Aye. You of 
the contrary opinion, say No.’’ 

7 . If the Speaker doubt, or a division be called for, the House shall 
divide; those in the affirmative of the question shall first rise from their 
seats, and afterwards those in the negative. If the Speaker still doubt, 
or a count be requested, the Speaker shall name two members, one from 
each side, to count those in the affirmative; whose number being reported, 
he shall then name two others, one from each .side, to count those in the 
negative; whose number being also reported, he shall rise and state the 
decision to the House; Provided, however, That such division or count 
shall not be allowed after the House shall have proceeded to other busi¬ 
ness. 

8 . The Speaker shall vote on all questions; and when the yeas and 
nays are desired, the Speaker shall be first called, and if the House be 
equally divided, the question shall be lost. 
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9 . The Speaker shall have the right to name any member to per¬ 
form the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not extend 
beyond three days. 


DEBATE. 


10 . When a member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any mat¬ 
ter to the House, he shall rise and respectfully address himself to “Mr. 
Speaker." 

11. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rules of 
the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order; and 
the member called to order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted 
to explain; and the House, if appealed to, shall decide on the case 
without debate. If the decision shall be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if against, and the case 
require it, he shall be liable to the censure of the House. 

12 . When two or more members rise at once, the Speaker shall name 
the member who is first to speak. 

13 . No member shall speak more than twice to the same question, 
without leave of the Hou.se, nor more than once, until every member ic 
the House choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

14 . Whilst the Speaker is putting any question or addressing tk 
House, no one shall walk across or out of the House; neither in such) 
case, nor when a member is speaking, shall any one entertain privaK 
discourse, nor, while a member is speaking, shall pass between him and 
the Chair. 

15 . No member shall vote on any question in the event of whichk 
is particularly or immediately interested, nor in any case where he \vi' 
not within the bar of the House before the result was announced. 

16 . Every member who shall be in the House when a question i: 
put, or before the result is announced shall vote, unless excused by tk 
House; and all motions to excuse a member from voting shall be madf; 
before the House divides, or before the call of the yeas and nays f 
commenced; and the question to excuse shall be decided without de¬ 
bate, and in no event shall any member be excused from voting on; 
motion to excuse another member from voting. 

17 . When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated bytk 
Speaker, or, being in writing, shall be handed to the Chair, and real 
aloud by the Clerk before debated. 

18 . Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker oranf 
member desire it. 
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19 . After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk, it 
shall be deemed in the possession of the House, but may be withdrawn, 
by the consent of the House, at any time before a decision or amend¬ 
ment. 

20 . When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to post¬ 
pone to a day certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely; 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order in which they 
are arranged; and no motion to postpone to a day certain, to commit 
or postpone indefinitely, being decided, shall be again allowed on the 
same day, and at the same stage of the bill or proposition. 

21 . A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

22 . The previous question being moved and seconded, the question 
from the Chair shall be, “Shall the main question be now put?” and if 
the nays prevail, the main question shall not then be put. The effect of 
the previous question shall be to put an end to all debate, and bring the 
House to a direct vote on amendments reported by a commitee, if any ; 
then on pending amendments, and then upon the main question. 

23 . Any member may call for a division of the question, w'hen the 
sense will admit of it 

24 . A motion for an amendment, until it is decided, shall preclude all 
other amendments of the main question. 

25 . Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of the 
House. 

26 . No motion or proposition on the subject, different from that under 
consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

27 . In all cases of election, there shall be a previous nomination by 
the House. 

28 . If a pending question be lost by adjournment of the House, and 
revived on the succeeding day, no member who has spoken twice on the 
previous day, shall speak again without leave. 

29 . Petitions, memorials, and other papers, addressed to the House, 
may be presented by any member in his place, who shall briefly state the 
contents thereof, which may be received, read, and referred on the same 
day, by agreement of the House. 

30 . Upon a call of the yeas and nays on any question, the names of 
members shall be called alphabetically; which call may be made at any 
time when a division or a count may be had.

38 . When a bill passes, it shall be certified by the Clerk, who, at the 

foot thereof, shall note the day on which it passed. | 

39 . A motion to reconsider any vote of the House shall not be in’ 

order after three days shall have elapsed thereafter. f 

40 . Reports of committees before made, not being by bill or resolu-^ 
tion, and not decided on, may, in the order of the day, be called foj

vember last, I proceeded, on the following day, to an examination of tb 
condition of the five locks and dams on the Kentucky river, for the pe 
pose of determining the amount and cost of the work necessary to b 
done in order to put them in a state of thorough and permanent repai 
and also the cost of replacing the old dams by new ones, either of wo« 
or of stone. 

Having accomplished this work, I have the honor to submit the f«(

This estimate provides for dams of solid masonry, founded either upon solid rock or upon foundations of heavy piles and platforms. The 
masonry is hound together, bottom and top, with iron fastenings, and on rock bottoms the foundation course is countersunk. 
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Believing the science of dann-building to be an eminently practical 
matter, in the preparation of this report I have been careful to draw r 
freely upon the experience of those who have gone before me and to ■ I 
this end have sought information, not only at the hands of the accom¬ 
plished engineers of the United States army, and from the best authori¬ 
ties of this and other lands, but have also called to my aid the valuable 
counsel and suggestions of those practical men who have been, for 
many years, occupied in the navigation of our slack-water improve¬ 
ments, and in the supervision of the repairs and reconstruction of the 
works which are now under consideration Upon information thus 
obtained, combined with my own observations and the ordinary the- ^ 
oretical deductions, I have based the estimates herewith submitted. 

The art of dam-building consists in the erection of a structure capa- f 
ble of withstanding the utmost extraordinary force of the floods to ■ 
which it is to be opposed. It is, therefore, the practice of alt com- j 
petent engineers to make careful theoretical calculations of stability, j 
add to this a large factor of safety, and then, where it is possible, observe j 
how like constructions have stood elsewhere, before finally committing 
themselves to the adoption of their plans. In the observance of this 
rule, after a cursory examination of the whole field of experience, I have ; 
found no source of information more satisfactory than that afforded by [ 
the practice and results on the Kentucky river. The accomplished . 
engineer, Sylvester Welch, Esq., who, forty years ago, planned and exe- p 
cuted these works, left but little undone that should have been done; 
and even that little, honesty requires me to say, is more easily detected 
in the issue than it could have been in the origin. 

In the building of dams, apart from a due attention to the proper , 
selection of materials, and the faithful execution of the plan, the princi- i 
pal points to be observed are: ist, the fitness of the foundation; sec- ■ 
ondly, the inherent stability of the dam; thirdly, the securing of the 
foundation against the effect of the underscour; fourthly, the protec- ^ 
tion of the abutting ends of the dam against the direct and reactionary ^ 
effect of the water 


fifthly, the closing of the body of the dam against f 
such an undue flow of water through it as will cause the displacement of f 
the filling, and gradually cut away and carry out the foundation timbers 
of the lower breast; sixthly, the arrangement of the lower bay slope I 
and apron with reference to a minimum effect of the over-fall. [ 

To all of these points due attention seems to have been given in the [ 
original plan of these works; in the execution, however, the system was ■ 
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less carefully observed at some points than at others; and after standing 
and battling with the floods for nearly forty years, in a much neglected 
condition (be it said to the honor of the engineer), these dams, like all 
human contrivances, have, at length, yielded, and in yielding have be¬ 
trayed their weakest points—those points at which the ample safeguards 
provided in the design failed to be applied. 

As is now manifest, by the present condition of the dams, some of 
which are standing firmly with one half of their section gone, neither 
the question^of stability, nor that of guarding against the underscour by 
ample breadth of base, failed of receiving due consideration. But, on 
the other hand, the existence of breaches in dams Nos. i and z, in 
those portions which w'ere not guarded by sheet-piling along the upper 
and heavy piling along the lower breast, admonishes us of the danger of 
neglecting the carrying out of any portion of a well-digested and fully- 
matured plan. And again, the washing out of the filling of the cribs, 
and the consequent wearing away and carrying off of the lower timbers 
of the dam, prove to us, beyond controversy, the importance of rigidly 
enforcing every provision for the closing of the body of the dam against 
an undue passage of w'ater. Had these two points received their full 
measure of attention, I feel warranted in saying that, even now, after so 
many years of sad neglect, there would have been no breaches in these 
dams. Beyond these defects, I do not feel justified in pointing out any 
others as being essentially injurious in the original construction; all 
other injuries, now noticeable, such as those sustained by the abutments 
and cribbing, being due to the ravages of time and unavoidable condi¬ 
tions of site, rather than to any defect in the plan or its execution. 

In determining the arrangement of the slopes, fastenings, and other 
important details, the engineer was greatly assisted, in arriving at safe 
conclusions, by observations upon the effect of several years of warring 
with the waters in every stage of the progress of the works, from their 
beginning to their completion. These effects were carefully noted, and 
in each subsequent renewal of the work such modifications of the plan 
of construction were made as would serve best to fortify them against 
any destructive tendency of the waters. Such experience led to the 
adoption of flat slopes and low breasts, the use of long bolts, binding 
together the upper and lower portions of the dam, and the ample secur¬ 
ing of the abutting ends against both the direct and reactionary force of 
the water. 

How just were his conclusions, and how well observed, is better told 
by the present condition of the works than by anything that I might say; 

H. R.-ll 
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for, after forty years of wearing and washing, the abutments, though in 
some instances crumbling, are all still standing; none are fallen; none 
are flanked; the connections with the shore are yet unbroken, and the 
foundations along the faces of the unbroken dams but slightly, if in 
any degree, impaired. Except in the breaches of Nos. i and 2, the 
foundations of all the dams seem to be sound and substantial; and 
surely no better foundations can be found than those which have stood, 
and grown stronger, for forty years. In all these respects, improve¬ 
ment, if possible at all, must be in the matter of economy, it cannot be 
fairly viewed in respect of effectiveness and permanency. And in con¬ 
sidering the question of rebuilding, I could see no safer plan than to 
follow in the footsteps of my predecessor, adding to his store of knowl¬ 
edge the valuable results and suggestions of later experience. I have, 
therefore, predicated my estimate of repairs upon the idea of rebuilding 
upon the old foundations, being careful to incorporate into the plan of 
the new work such additional elements of safety as have been suggested 
by the results of experience here and elsewhere. 

Crib Dams .—The estimates for new crib dams contemplate the laying 
of other and new foundations. This involves greater expense, and, in 
most cases, greater risk; hence it would seem to be inexpedient to 
adopt this system, unless it should be developed, upon experiment, that 
the old foundations are insufficient. 

Old Dams Repaired .—It will be seen, by reference to tables Nos. i and 
2 , that the aggregate cost of repairing the dams is only about one half 
that of rebuilding on the old foundations. This estimate contemplates 
a thorough overhauling of the old structures, and a renewal of such por¬ 
tions as are radically defective. It is believed that such a plan of reno¬ 
vation, faithfully carried out, would insure the durability of these dams 
for a term of five years or longer, without material repairs; but with 
careful watching, and prompt attention to injuries in their early stages, 
they might be made to stand for many years. Indeed, I cannot see 
why, with the exercise of proper vigilance and energy, these old dams 
might not be perpetuated. Under more favorable circumstances, when 
a more critical examination can be made, and the best system of repairs 
determined upon, these estimates may be modified and lessened. 

Stone Dams .—Wherever approved quarries are convenient, and the 
natural foundations are of rock, stone dams should be used in preference 
to all others ; for although, in first construction, they cost more than 
the crib dams, yet, in the economy of subsequent repairs and mainte¬ 
nance, they so far exceed the latter that it much more th^n compen- 
.sates for the difference in first cost. I am told, by those who have had 
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the supervision of the repairs of tho crib dams on the Kentucky river, 
that, since their construction, money enough has been spent in renewals 
to have reproduced the dams two or three times. Had they been of 
stone, well put together, the bill of repairs, even to this time, would 
have amounted to but an inconsiderable per centage of the first cost. * 

To apply this system in the reconstruction of the five dams may not be 
deemed expedient.; and yet the substitution of stone dams, for those 
existing at Locks Nos. 3 and 4 , would involve an expense so com¬ 
paratively small, in excess of the cost of renewing the old works, that 
it presents a question of much interest, and one that should receive 
ample consideration before it is finally disposed of. The condition of 
the masonry in all the locks affords the best evidence of the very supe¬ 
rior quality of the stone with which they are built, and consequently of 
the capacity of the adjacent quarries, from which it was taken, to furnish 
the best of material for the construction of stone dams, should such be 
decided upon. But while good building stone is found in close prox¬ 
imity to each of the five dams, only in the cases of numbers 3 and 4 is 
there certainty of available rock foundations, all the other dams resting, 
in whole or in part, upon gravel bottoms, in which cases the difficulty, 
expen.se, and uncertainty of procuring safe foundations, either by going ! 

down to the rock, or by a thorough system of griddle-work and piling, j 

would render it injudicious, under existing circumstances, to advise the 
adoption of stone dams. Certainly must this view obtain until a more 
thorough investigation shall prove that rock foundations may be had at 
no considerable depth below the surface, or until the State is prepared 
to commit herself to the highest order of work, not counting any ex¬ 
pense judiciously incurred. At numbers 3 and 4 , however, there is a 
concurrence of all the conditions necessary to the safe and successful 
adoption of the stone dam; along with the necessity for a new dam, we i 

find the base to found upon, and the stone with which to build, coupled 
with conditions for using or dispensing with the coffer-dam, of an unu¬ 
sually favorable character. 

The plan of stone dam, upon which the accompanying estimates have 
been made, is curved in its alignment, presenting a convex surface to 
the current, with a transverse base equal to the height of the dam, and 
u thickness at coping equal to three tenths its height, thus forming a 
section much stronger than the experimental conditions of stability 
require. In an ordinarily favorable season, such dams could be rapidly 
and economically put up at most points along the Kentucky river; and 
in the event of the continuation of the slack-water improvement to the 
Three Forks, or beyond, it is difficult to see how the preponderating 
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force of argument in favor of the adoption of this system can be suc¬ 
cessfully resisted. 

French System of Falling Danis .—The French system of movable or 
falling dams, by MM. Chanoin, Cambuxat, Girard, and others, employed 
upon the Seine, the Youne, and elsewhere, has received due considera¬ 
tion in the investigation of the question of how best to rebuild the five 
dams on the Kentucky river. Substantially, these dams are arranged 
to be lowered in sections, so as to admit of the passage of boats over 
them singly or in fleets, without the delay of locking through, and their 
adoption has resulted from a pressing necessity for the employment of 
some extraordinary means of rapidly relieving those lines of their great 
accumulations of craft. Of such constructions there were, at date of 
last report, twenty-two in successful operation, seven of which are 
between Auxene and Laroche, and fifteen between Laroche and Monte- 
reau. The dams have been in use since 1871, and longer, and seem to 
have perfectly answered the ends for which they were intended. 

In their use, however, the lock is not dispensed with, being needed in 
times of drought, when water is scarce and has to be used with a degree 
of econcrriy not possible with this system. In point of expensfveness, 
so far as I can rely upon a comparison instituted between conditions so 
diverse, this system very far exceeds that ordinarily in use in our coun¬ 
try. From a very recent report on these dams I make the following 
quotations: “The expense of constructing this (Girard’s) system of 
barrage is 2,000 francs per running meter, without counting masonry.’" 
Or, by another calculation, on the system of M. Chanoin, about ;^20O 
per lineal foot of weir, all told, masonry included. 

The old system in this country, under ordinary circumstances, would 
cost about ;^ 5 S per lineal foot for the wooden structure, and $75 or ;$ 8 o 
for that of stone, thus showing a large per centage in favor of the old 
system in the matter of first cost. But if, as I believe, the foundations 
of the present dams can be made sufikient for the support of the 
French .system, I would say that such preparations would not exceed 
$50 per lineal foot of dam, which, added to the cost of the movable 
superstructure, would aggregate about per lineal foot, or, in round 
numbers, $49,000 per dam; or, for the five dam.s, $245,000, which, 
augmented by the constant quantity of the repairs of the locks, abut¬ 
ments, &c., makes a grand total of $256,000. 

The peculiar advantage of this system is the greatly increased facility 
it affords for the relief of gorges, or for the movement of large accu¬ 
mulations of boats, and a consequent increase of the capacity of the 
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improvement. The objections to it are excessive first cost, and the 
difficultjr of operating it successfully in countries which are deficient in 
skilled labor, and in the necessary mechanical appliances. It is, how¬ 
ever, attractive, and merits careful study, especially in view of the mag¬ 
nitude of the field legitimately afforded by the State of Kentucky for 
the employment of some better methods, than those existing, for bring¬ 
ing to light the wealth of her mountain regions. 

From Col. Wm. E. Merrill, United States Engineers, I learn that he 
is preparing to use this sj^stem in the improvement of the Ohio river 
and its tributaries. With the results of his experiments before you, in 
the near future, you will be better prepared to decide upon the question 
of adopting this system in the slack-water improvements of this State. 

My grateful acknowledgments are due to Captain Sam. Sanders and 
Captain J. J. Robinson for much important service and practical informa¬ 
tion, and to Col. Wm. E. Merrill and Mr. John R. Procter for valuable 
contributions of late reports and other courtesies.

Louisville alone consumes fresh fish to the value of a quarter of a million 
dollars annually., and it is well known that not five per cent, of this sum is 
paid for fish from our own waters. Nearly every dollar goes to neighbor¬ 
ing Stales for this indispensable article of diet, the lakes and the gulf 
furnishing the supply. This should not and will not bo if the people are 
alive to their own interests, and avail themselves of the benefits offered 
by our last Legislature. 

In evidence of the economic value of artificial propagation, it is confi¬ 
dently asserted, by those best informed, that the acres of wfiter in the 
State can be made more remunerative than the same number of acres of 
the best land, and with less cost, labor, and risk. Therefore, we need 
only to plant our barren waters, tliat in a short time we may reap an 
abundant harvest. 

We earnestlj' commend 

THE FISH LAW 

to the thoughtful consideration of every citizen. A strict observance of 
its provisions will, beyond any' doubt, in a little while inure to the great 
good of the people of tbe Commonw'ealtb. 
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It must be evident to eveiy man that no general law ean be enacted 
wliieh does not apparently affect some private or individual interest. But 
it appears plain, in this ease, that the ultimate benefit to the masses is as a 
thousand to one. 

PRIVATE INTERESTS INFRINGED. 

It is quite likely that certain persons, who derive a livelihood from 
fishing, may inuigine their private interests infringed. To those we 
say, tliat this seeming interference is only temporary, and the fish law, as 
now enacted, will ultimately render their business one of substantial profit, 
as fishes to be introduced by the Commission into our Kentuckt' waters, 
which now only afford common varieties, will be abundant in quantity and 
rare in quality. The 

PROFESSIONAL .FISHERMAN 
will thus have yirofitable fields in which to work. 

The propagation of fish by artificial means is no longer an experiment, 
but a fixed fact, and your Commissioners risk nothing in saying, that, 
under the present law, with your heartj' co operation, they can very soon 
stock the now de])leted streams with the best of fishes, and render them 
so abundant that all our markets can be supplied from our own waters. 

It is unquestionably a law of great public interest, and we believe you 
cannot demand a too rigid compliance with its provisions; for if nets, 
traps, seines, etc., etc., are allowed at or near the mouths of the streams, 
the principal object of the law will be nullified, as the best fishes must 
have unrestricted passage to head waters, or they will not spawn and 
reproduce their species. The interest is a common one, and the law 
ap|)eals with equal force to the poor man, who needs cheap food; to the 
rich one, who longs for the best fish; to the professional fisherman, whose 
livelihood depends on a successful catcli. and to the angler, whose pleas¬ 
ures are only known to the fraternity. 

Pbesidonts on streams should see that no interference is permitted, and 
especially at or near the mouths, for the entire stream may be rendered 
valueless by any effort to check the movement of fishes to the head 
waters. 

A few men, who are disposed to disregard the law, may, with little cost 
and labor, render fruitless the best efforts of your Commission to stock a 
stream with choice fishes. Tiie law was warmly advocated by many mem¬ 
bers of the General Assembly of the State, as a measure destined to greatly 
benefit the whole people, and is certainly the first step towards obtaining 
an abundance of cheap and wholesome fish food. Similar and much more 
stringent laws have been passed by twenty other States. Many of these 
are now engaged in re-stocking their waters on an extensive scale, and 
entirely by artificial propagation. The results are most satisfactory, and 
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the plan has so far been perfected, that, in some cases, 97 per cent, of the 
spawn has been hatclicd. 

AN APPROPRIATION OP $3,000 

was passed by the Legislature for fish culture at the time the law was 
enacted. The appropriation is small, considering the work to be done. 
The water area to be stocked is largo. Hatching-houses are to be estab¬ 
lished, fish ways to be built, and much expensive work, necessarily attend¬ 
ant upon the commencement of an important enterprise, must be done at 
once. Some of the Eastern and Western States have made annual appro¬ 
priations of $10,000 to $15,000, and are preparing to do more, as the 
advantages of the investment are becoming more apparent. Your Com¬ 
missioners, however, will accomplish as much as possible with the present 
fund, and hope, by the time the Legislature again assembles, that our peo¬ 
ple will be not onlj- impressed with the importance of tlie measure, but, 
having felt its beneficial effects, and having witnessed the progress made, 
will cheerfully authorize such additional appropriations as will positively 
guarantee the desired result. We shall receive without cost from the 
United States Commissioners, from time to time, such

as the General Government may be prepared to donate to Kentucky; but 
we cannot entirely rely on the Government for our supplies, as it would 
require too long time to fill our streams if we depended solely on this 
source; therefore, we make a personal appeal to every individual who 
feels an interest in the success of this very- important State movement. 
We ask that you consider yourself a committee of one to do all in your 
power to disseminate the knowledge pertaining to fish culture; that you 
assist in organizing county clubs or associations for the purpose of collect¬ 
ing items as to the nature and habits of our fishes; that you inform the 
Commission as to the chai'acter of the streams in your respective localities, 
and make suggestions as to the best streams for stocking; that you act 
cheerfully and promptly with us in our effort to establish at some suitable 
point, and at no distant day, a State hatching-house, from which young 
fish can be sent to all parts of the Commonwealth.

Pack Thomas proceeded at once in the discharge of that duty, and we j 

herewith submit his report : j 

To the Executive Committee. Fish Commission of Kentucky: ■ ,f 

In accordance with resolution.? passed at j-our last meeting, I have vis- ■ 

ited three fish-hatching establishments in the States of Michigan and New f 

York, for the purpose of gaining additional information relative to fish¬ 
hatching, and expense connected with building a hatching-house. 

At Northville, Michigan, I visited N. W. Clark & Co.’s establishment, 

^ well arranged, and in which they had just finished hatching 4,000,000 
f white fish for the Government. This house, provided with Clark’s hatch- - 

ing boxes and troughs, cost about SI,000. j 

At .Detroit, Mr. S. D. Elwood, of the Wayne County Savings Bank, and ! 

Mr. A. J. Kellogg, one of tne Michigan State Commissioners, were exceed- I 

ingly kind and attentive to Ine, and I cannot speak too highly of the i 

untiring efforts of these gentlemen to put me in possession of all the infor¬ 
mation at their command. ' 

The State of Michigan lias two hatching houses—one at Niles and one 
at Detroit. 

The house at Detroit is a plain wood building, 20 by 50 feet, and one 
story high, provided with 30 of Holton’s Patent Hatching-boxes, simple . 

4 in construction, and admirably adapted to the purpose; the whole thing j 

complete costing about $1,000. Their operations were confined to white i 

fish alone this past season. They put 8,000,000 eggs into the boxes about ! 

the third of December; commenced hatching about the middle of March. 

Some 6,U00,000 young fry had been planted by the first of April. 1 saw 
1,500,000 young fry ready to ship, and some 500,000 eggs in process of 
batching. The water supplj^ is by the city water works from Detroit ■ i 

river, through a two-inch pipe. 

The eggs had been in the water from three to five months; temperature 
^ 34 degrees, only tvvo degrees above freezing. Owing to the muddy eondi- i 

t tion of the water, it is filtered through several flannel screens; and this 

being their first year, the success in hatching is remarkable and highly i 

satisfactory. ' 

I next visited the New York State Hatching-house at Caledonia, near 
Rochester. It is under the superintendence of Mr. vSeth Green, the pio- ' 

neer of pisciculture in this country. Having been engaged in the fish 
business for many years, along the great chain of lakes, he has probably 
done as much as any man living to deplete them of fish; but he is now 
4 lending substantial aid in re-stocking them. He takes great interest in 
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the cause, and to him I am indebted for a day’s sojourn at the hatchery, 
and instructions in many minor details and miiiutia3 of pisciculture. I 
shall here take occasion to say^ that it is a rare sight to see Seth Green 
handle a fly-rod. In a brook, near the hatching grounds, I saw him take 
seventy beautiful speckled trout, with a beardless fly hook, within an hour 
and a half. 

The hatching-house at Caledonia is a wood structure, 30 by 60 feet, two 
stories high, provided with various kinds of hatching-boxes and troughs, 
alt of which seem admirably suited to the business, and all cost about 
$ 1 , 200 . 

They have hatched 1,250,000 brook trout, and several millions of sal¬ 
mon, white fish, and salmon-trout. All of these they have planted in the 
waters of the State this season. I was shown some young hybrid fish , 
two inches long, and recently hatched ; they were produced from salmon 
eggs impregnated by’ brook trout. It is hoped that a fine large game fish, 
with no desire to go to tlie sea, will bo the result from such a cross. 

This house is situated on a bold running' brook that never gets muddy; 
but even the purest spring water contains some sediment, requiring con¬ 
stant care and labor to keep the eggs clean and healthy. Two or three 
times each weeds: the trays containing the eggs are taken out of the 
boxes ; all the dead eggs picked out by use of small tweezers; then with a 
feather the eggs are gently rolled about in the water to rid them of the 
sediment, and placed back in the hatching boxes. 

When one sees the great care and attention necessarily bestowed upon 
artificially-batched egffs, it seem.s a wonder that even one egg out of a 
thousand should hatch when cast in the lakes and rivers ; yet 95 per cent, 
can be hatched in the boxes. To propagate fish artificially is just as feasi¬ 
ble as planting and growing potatoes or onions. 

Attached to the grounds of the New York hatchery are twenty-five or 
thirty fish ponds or pools, about ton by thirty feet, and four feet deep, 
with running water through them, containing some ten thousand brook 
trout from one to four years old. They are regularly fed, and kept to 
supply spawn for the hatching-boxes. I also saw, in these ponds, some 
salmon-trout and California salmon, three years old, eighteen inches long, 
fine and healthy. 

Nearly all of the hatching-houses are irader the control of State agents, 
and, of course, furnish no fish to go outside of their respective States. 
As we cannot buy the young fry, it is very evident that, to stock our 
streams speedily, we must have a hatching-house. I am now clearly of 
the opinion that we ought to provide one during the coming summer. 
The General Government may donate some young shad to Kentucky in | 
June, and give us several thousand salmon eggs in the fall. If so, we ^ 
must have a house in which to hatch the eggs. i 
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Fisbes spawn at different seasons, some in the fall in water of low tem.- 
perature, and hatch out in three to five months, while others spawn in the 
spring or summer, in water of high temperature, and hatch in eight to 
twent 3 ' days. Hence, one of the most important things for the considera¬ 
tion of the Commission is the introduction and propagation of fishes best 
suited to our latitude and waters; and to do this most effectually, we will 
be compelled to employ some one skilled and experienced in fish culture 
to como and examine our principal streams, and take charge of the prac¬ 
tical workings of a hatching-house. 

As to the cost and construction of fisii-ways and ladders over dams, I 
am not able to report. Their cost depends upon the style and situation, 
costing from a few hundred to several thousand dollars; hence I cannot 
make any specific report until after further investigation. It is to be 
regretted that our State appropriation is so limited—in fact, scarcely suffi¬ 
cient to defray the expenses of a hatching-house until the meeting of the 
next Legislature. I feel satisfied, however, that a more general knowledge 
of the subject will induce appropriations sufficient to develop the enter¬ 
prise and make it a credit to our State legislation, and of incalculable 
value to the people. Very respectfully, 

PACK THOMAS. 

After consideration of President Thomas’ report, steps were at once 
taken towards building a hatching-house. 

The first and most imjjortant move was to secure a suitable spring of 
pure water. There was quite a number offered to us, nearly' all of which, 
after a careful investigation, we found, either on account of the character 
volume, temperature of the water, or location of the spring, to be unsuited 
to our purpose. We finally succeeded, however, in securing a spring, sit¬ 
uated on the farm of Col. Allen Polk, in Jefferson county, about 3^ miles 
from Louisville, on what is known as the Work-house road. 

The location for the hatching-house being determined upon, correspond¬ 
ence was opened with the principal fish culturists Bast and West, with a 
view to obtaining a competent person to superintend the building of the 
hatching-house, and attend to the hatching and distribution of the fish. 
Mr. John O. Palmer, a practical fish culturist of Boscobel, Wisconsin, was 
engaged, and at once entered upon the work, arriving in Louisville Sep¬ 
tember 23d, 1876. 

The contract for building the hatching-house was given to Mr. John W. 
Story, a competent builder of Louisville, and we feel authorized in saying 
that all the work done has been done well and economical. 

The hatching-house is a wooden structure 22 by 20 feet, built on a plan to 
admit of enlargement, if found necessary to do so. It is fitted up with a 
reservoir-trough 24 feet long by 11 inches wide and 16 inches deep, which 
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,is used to supply ten hatching-troughs, 15 feet long, 18 inches wide, 9 
inches deep. The hatching-troughs are all lined with zinc, and stand 24 
inches from the floor. The reservoir-trough is connected with the spring 
b}’ a wood pipe 345 feet long, 8 inches wide, 6 inches deep, and has a fall 
of 7 feet. The capacity of the troughs is siifflcient to hatch and nurse 
300,000 young fry. The total cost was W89 30, 

On account of the small appropriation, we were compelled to move 
cautiously and judiciously in the work; and as wo had a fish law to pro¬ 
tect the few fish remaining in our streams from being entirely destroyed 
by the use of seines, nets, &c,, we expected a large increase, from year to 
year, of the fish native to our streams, and concluded to trj' our first 
experiment in the hatching and distribution of a new variety of fish lor- 
eign to our waters, and ordered 200,000 eggs of the California salmon. 
The eggs arrived on the 2d of October, 1876, and were furnished by the 
United Stales Fish Commissioner, from the United States fisheries, situ¬ 
ated on the McCloud river, in California. They were sent in a refrigerator 
car to Chicago, thence by express to Louisville, at a cost for transportation 
only, which cost was pro rated among the various State Commissioners 
that had ordered eggs, find amounts to about 150 per 100,000 eggs. This 
price we regard as nominal, when we consider the probabilit 3 ^ of the suc¬ 
cess of the experiment in stocking our waters with this valuable and 
magnificent fish. 

The eggs were unpacked and placed in the hatcliing-troughs, and found 
to be in very good condition, having sustained a loss in transportation of 
only about ten per cent., which is small, considering the time occupied in 
making so long and hazardous a trip. 

Under the careful manipulation of our eSicient superinterident, on the 
22d of October the last egg was hatched, and the young fiy were thriving 
splendidly, with apparently’ eveiy prospect of tlieir being transplanted 
to the various streams of our State; but in this we were disappointed. On 
Saturdaj’, the 29th day of October, the weather became quite warm and 
sultiy, and at five o’clock, F. M., the rain poured in torrents, and heavy 
shower succeeded heavy shower all Saturday night, Sunday and Sunday 
night, until midnight, when the rain ceased. The water in the troughs 
commenced getting muddy’ Sunday morning, and on Monday morning the 
water was comparatively clear, but in the troughs lay’ over 100,000 dead 
salmon fry. 

Your Commissioners regretted this accident very much, more especially' 
as it was our first effort. Prof. Baird was at once communicated with, to 
ascertain the cause of the disaster, and he submitted our letter to Living¬ 
ston Stone, Esq., who has charge of the United States Salmon Fisheries 
in California. We-give his reply: 
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“Charlestown, N. H., Nov. 9th, 1876. 

“ Wm. Griffith: 

“Dear Sir: At the request of Prof. Baird, I take the liberty to answer 
some portions of your letter to him of the 30th ult. 

“You are quite right in supposing that the muddiness of the water did 
not kill your salmon. Indeed, they will stand a surprising amount of 
nuid in the water without suffering from it. Neither do I think their 
death was caused by the thunder, for although it is true that fish are par¬ 
ticularly sensitive to concussions, it is also true that we have terrific 
thunder storms in New England, which do not affect the young salmonidiB 
in the least. 

“I am very strongly of the opinion, however, that the soil in the neigh¬ 
borhood of your spring contains some injurious substance, which was 
wa.shed into the water by the rains. The loss of the shad on the second 
California aquarium car is a case in point. They were killed by the use 
of water from Laramie river, although that water is usually perfectly 
wholesome, but, at that particular time, had been rendered injurious by 
surf'ace alkali that had just been washed in by a shower. 

“Very truly yours, 

“Livingston Stone.” 

After a careful investigation and consideration of the matter, we are 
satisfied, that, inasmuch as we had roily water in the troughs, both prior 
and subsequent to the disaster, and failed to notice any unusual mortality 
among the young fry, that the trouble was caused by excessive rains, 
which fell at a particular season, when the vegetable matter lying on the 
surface of the ground was in a peculiar state of decomposition, and con¬ 
tained some poisonous substance, which was waslied into the spring. We 
arc of opinion that this will not occur again; but should we have a repe¬ 
tition. it will necessitate the moving of the hatching house to another 
locality. 

While the business of fish culture can easily be carried on, there must 
be adaptation in respect to location, water, temperature, &c.; and with 
proper skill and these surroundings, accidents of tliis character are not 
likely to occur. 

There was 46,225 California salmon distributed in the waters of the 
State; and although not as great a number as we desired, yet we consider 
the number as suflBcient for experimental purposes. The distribution 
Was wide, extending to over fifty different streams, located in over twenty- 
five different counties. Of those distributed, the tributaries of Green 
river received about 16,000; Kentucky river about 10,000; Licking river 
about 4,500; Salt river about 8,000; Cumberland river about 6,000; and 
Little Kentucky 500. 
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Since the planting of the young California salmon in the waters of our 
State, your Commissioners have watched with great interest the success 
of the experiment. We have information from a number of sources, 
sufficient to confirm our opinion, that all the young fish planted are 
thriving and doing well, and will ultimately become native to our streams. 

The California salmon being a migratory fish, it is thought by some 
persons that they will go to the sea, and never return; but many con¬ 
vincing proofs of the certainty of the return of migratory or sea going 
fishes, to the rivers in which the}’ were first planted, sustain the theory 
on which the efforts to stock our waters is predicated. We have the 
result of a successful experiment with the white shad. In the year 1872, 
the United States Commission of Fish and Fisheries deposited in the 
head waters of the Allegheny river, at Salamanca, New York, about 
400,000 young shad. The shad, being a salt water fish, will make its first 
trip to the ocean at the age of about one year. At the age of three years, 
in the spring season, it will ascend the river, returning to the identical 
place in which it was first deposited, for the purpose of spawning. To 
fish culturists, this fact has been known for years; but they have been 
skeptical as to the ability of the fish to make the long run of the Missis¬ 
sippi river, which is always muddy. This doubt is now happily removed, 
as the following statement will show : 

As stated, the United States Commission deposited the 400,000 young 
shad in the head waters of the Allegheny, at Salamanca, in 1872. 

In May, 1875, full grown shad first appeared in the Ohio river, a few 
being taken at the falls of the Ohio. 

In May, 1876, there was another run in greater numbers, and in May, 
1877, another run in still greater numbers, a groat many being taken at 
the falls of the Ohio. 

These shad, for a period of about three weeks, were sold daily, by fish¬ 
ermen and fish dealers, in the fish markets of Louisville. Some of the 
shad weighed dver four pounds, and were eagerly sought after and pre¬ 
ferred, on account of their freshness, to the shad brought from other 
sections. 

There can be no possibility of a doubt, that they are the genuine white 
shad, and the result of the efforts of the United States Commission at 
Salamanca, in 1872; and it is not unreasonable to suppose that the time 
is not far distant, when this valuable food fish will be found plentiful in 
all the waters of the Ohio and Mississippi Valleys. 

The successful result of this experiment with the shad has given us 
additional assurances as to the success of our efforts with the California 
salmon; and we look forward with interest to the time when full grown 
salmon will make their appearance in our streams, after their first trip to 
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the ocean. Should our hope.s be realized, as we expect they will, and the 
passaire of the fish, on their waj’ to the head waters of our rivers, be im¬ 
peded by mill dam obstructions, we have no doubt but ample legislation 
will be afforded for building fish-ways or ladders, to enable the fish to pass. 
But should such facilities, for the passage of the fish, not be provided in 
time, it is the purpose of the Commission to establish fisheries at the prin¬ 
cipal obstruction, take the fish with seines, strip thetn, and prepare the 
eggs for the hatching house, and distribute the young fry to all the suit¬ 
able streams in the State. 

We extract from United States Commissioner Baird’s report for 1874-'5, 
to show his reasons for expectation of success, in introducing California 
salmon in eastern waters: 

“Taking into consideration the temperature, the turbidit}^ the volume, 
the velocity, and the characters of the sources, as well as the other jdiys- 
ical conditions of the rivers inhabited by the California salmon, it seems 
probable that a very large number of the rivers of the eastern United 
Stales are equall}' adapted for the production and growth of this species.” 

On the Atlantic slope there are few, if any, rivers as turbid as the Sac¬ 
ramento; few which have not spring sources in the Appalachian range, 
and among their tributaries many rapids, pools, and eddies, in rock}- 
and gravelly places, suitable for spawning-grounds. Of the rivers of the 
Gulf States, the Chattahoochee and the Alabama have their sources in 
the southern slopes of the Blue Ridge, among cool, spring-fed bi’ooks. 
They rise among hills and rocks, in a countrj' full of large springs. The 
Brazos and Colorado rivers of Texas have their sources among the springs 
of the southern hills and spurs of the Rock}’’ Mountains, and the Guada¬ 
lupe and San Antonio rivers are fed by large springs. Most of the Texas 
streams are turbid, but not more so than the Sacramento or San Joaquin. 

The suggestion that the salmon are not likely to find suitably cold 
waters after descending to the sea, the following facts show to be ground¬ 
less: 

The temperatures of the bottom of the Gulf of Mexico have been 
recorded through a series of lines extending from the longitude of the 
mouth of the Mississippi to the Tortugas and Key West, Florida, and 
temperatures found equally as cold as those off the coast of Massachusetts 
and New England. As low as 34° Fahrenheit has been observed at a 
depth of 896 fathoms ; at depths of 421, 610, and 790 fathoms, 35° and 36° 
were observed, while 40°, 41°, and 42° were common at from 400 to over 
1800 fathoms, and 50° to 60° between less than iOO to 400 fathoms and 
more. 

The oni}' peculiarity especially notable in the streams to which the 
California salmon belong is, that they are snow-fed during most of the 
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year. As, however, tlie Maine salmon, a species much more sensitive to 
heat than that of California, inhabits rivers not snow fed, and, moreover, is 
kept in the Bucksport breeding-pond throughout the entire summer at a 
temperature of 70°, we have a sufficient guarantee that tlie California fish 
will not be affected in its transfer; indeed, the whole question is one 
relating to the rapidity of development of the eggs, rather than to the 
conditions surrounding the fish; the warmer the water, the more rapid 
and premature the birth of the embryo. 

Thus far we have left entirely out of consideration the groat system of 
waters contributing to the Mississippi river. The main stream extends 
from latitude 47° 60' to 29°,and the northernmost tributary of the Missouri 
as far north as 60°. Its greatest length is 2,616 miles from its highest 
source to the Gulf. From the source of the Madison Fork, the formerly 
supposed head of the Missouri (witliin the National Yellow’Stone Park), 
to the Gulf, it has a length of 4,194 miles. 

The Mississippi river, with its tributaries and sub-tributaries, as laid 
down on the larger maps of the United States, exhibits over 120,000 miles 
of combined lengths, which we know falls much within the extent of 
waters available for food fishes ; tind, were the system of the Chinese 
adopted, all waters would bo considered, down to the brooks, ponds, and 
oven ditches. From this an idea may be formed of the vast wmrk to be 
done in making the waters of the United States afford their proper quota 
of the food resources of the future. 

The physiciil conditions of the Mississippi river, in contrast with the 
rivers of the Atlantic coast, which contain, or have contained, the Atlantic 
salmon (salmo sular), are very marked. Such streams as the Saint John, 
of New Brunswick, the Penobscot, the Kennebec, and the Androscoggin, 
of Maine, the Merrimac, of New Hampshire, and the Connecticut, of: 
Western New England, are, for their greatest lengths, clear and with 
rocky bottoms, with considerable fall, arid with sources, in the longest, not 
more than 600 miles from the sea. 

The lower Mississippi is a turbid, alluvial stream, with a fall of less 
than five inches to the mile for eighteen hundred miles from the Gulf. 
The nearest source, having an elevation of 3,000 feet, is near the head of 
the Red river, about 1,600 miles from the delta. Fort Atkinson, Kansas, 
on the Arkansas river, has an elevation of 2,331 feet, 1,760 miles from the 
mouth of the Mississippi river. 

The remoteness of the elevated cold sources of the Mississippi seems to 
be its most unfavorable feature, when viewed as to the adaptation of 
salmon to its waters. The California salmon traverse the Sacramento 
Valley to the head waters of the Little Sacramento and the McCloud 
rivers, about 400 miles, to the head waters of the San Joaquin, about 250 
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miles. To Fort Boise, on the Snake river, where the salmo quinnat are 
said to have been taken from the mouth of the Columbia river, is about 
700 miles. There is no hindrance to their ascent to the vicinity of the 
Shoshone Falls, 160 miles above Port Boise, which would increase the dis¬ 
tance from the Pacific Ocean to about 850 miles. The great Shoshone 
falls of the Snake river, over 200 feet high, are of course an effectual bar¬ 
rier to their progress up the stream. 

In the report of the Commissioners of Iowa, a correspondent writing 
from Elko, Nevada, says: ‘'This stream is one of the many that forms 
the head waters of the Columbia river, and to this point, 1,800 miles from 
its mouth, the salt water salmon come in myriads to spawn.” 

The large King salmon, or chowichee, and the Red salmon, hoikoh, are, 
according’to Mr. Dali, taken as far up the Yukon river as Fort Yukon, 
1,400 miles from the sea. 

\ 

The shad of China, samlai C^losa reevesii, Rich.), according to Mr. 
Salter, extend their migrations up the Yang-tse kiang for over a thousand 
miles; and, according to Dr. MacGowan, to a distance of three thousand 
miles from its mouth. 

A specimen of a shad {Alosa sapidissima) was received at the National 
Museum from Mr. R. O. Sweeney, which was taken in the Mississippi 
river at Saint J’aul, Minnesota. 

Prom these'facts we may infer that the instinct of location is probably 
sufficient to attract a colony of fishes as far inland as the head waters of 
the longest river, whenever their home has been once established there. 

The vigorous strength and the energy exhibited by the California sal¬ 
mon, during its migrations up the Sacramento and Columbia rivers, afford 
the evidence that its capacity for a long migration from the sea to its 
spawning-grounds, is unsurpassed by any species of fish known. 

Wherever the California salmon, in the process of artificial propagation, 
has come under the hands of the fish culturist, it is acknowledged, as 
previously mentioned, to exceed all other species which are propagated 
in hardiness, in tenacity of life, and in freedom from tendency to disease. 
Although it will not compare with the catfishes (Siluridce) or the eels, 
{Anguillidw) or even the suckers, (Gautastomid<B) in retaining life out of 
water, yet, unlike these, it does not owe its tenacity of life to a low slug¬ 
gish action of the vital forces, that retain life when the respiration has 
become almost entirely impeded, but rather to the possession of an excess 
of vitality, and which exhibits itself in all stages, from the egg to the 
mature fish. Mr. Charles Nordhoff, in an article on the Columbia River 
and Puget Sound, in Harper’s New Monthly Magazine, in describing the 
processes at the canneries, says : “A salmon bleeds like a bull.” Professor 
H. E.-12 































































































































Agassiz thought he found evidence in the structure of the salmon family 
that indicated “the highest rank in the class of fishes,” and refers with 
enthusiasm “ to their admirable structure ” and great vigor. In addition, 
we have the testimony of Seth G-reen and other fish culturists, that the 
eggs and young fishes are hardy and enduring, the latter great feeders 
and very rapid growers. In the ponds of different fish culturists in the 
country, it is common to see a school of several thousand Califoimia sal¬ 
mon a year old or more, which are said to have suffered no loss whatever 
in numbers since they were placed in the pond. In the report of the 
Commissioners of fisheries of the State of New York for the year 1874- 
'75, it is said of the California salmon : “These fish will endure a much 
higher temperature of water, spawn at a different season, are less exact¬ 
ing in the circumstances necessary to their well being.” In view of these 
facts as to their habits, endurance, and general vigor and energy, have we 
not a right to hope for ultimate success in stocking the Mississippi and 
other Eastern rivers with this valuable species? 

The stocking of a large number of rivers of the United States with 
this food-fish, to as great an extent as the Sacramento river, or even the 
San Joaquin, is an enterprise well worthy great effort and much pecuniary 
outlay; and its successful achievement will prove a blessing to the poorer 
classes of the country, as well as another evidence of the value of science 
in its application to the economic industries. If, however, our anticipa¬ 
tions are only partially realized in a moderate proportion to what we now 
have in the California and Oregon rivers, the labor and cost of the exper¬ 
iment will not have been in vain, and coming generations will have cause 
to thank the liberality and statesmanship of our present law-givers. 

We submit a portion of a letter received from Judge Graves, a practical 
fish culturist of Woodford countj-, giving his views relative to domesti¬ 
cating the California salmon; 

“Versailles, Ky., November 17th, 1877. 

“ JZbn. John A. Steele: 

“Dear Sir: Last winter, say about January, the Fish Commissioner at 
Louisville sent to this county a case of the California salmon fry, for the 
purpose of stocking our Kentucky streams through one of them, Blkhorn. 
I procured fifty of the little strangers, and planted them in one of our 
trout pools, solitary and alone, leaving them to look out for a living upon 
their'own resources in their pew home, and for a month or more they kept 
close quarters, very seldom showing themselves, or manifesting any dispo¬ 
sition to cultivate the acquaintance of the Kentucky people. Finally, 
knowing they were not entirely abstemious from everything but pure, 
fresh water, I tried an experiment of coarse salt; and when I first handed 
it to them, they would eye it, but otherwise neglect it until it would dis- 
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solve. At last, however, the little fellows, not more than one inch in 
length, would capture so small a piece as a grain of salt. I then com¬ 
menced cultivating their acquaintance and taste until the whole family 
seems perfectly happy and contented in their new home, and I believe the 
number of the family is still fifty. Their growth has been remarkable; 
only about ten months old, one would make a meal fora hungry fisher¬ 
man, and, from their appearance, would furnish splendid sport to the 
angler. 

“You will observe that I speak of the salmon, and my observations of 
them as a domesticated fish; and from that, I have no hesitation in say¬ 
ing, it is the fish that should be introduced in our streams, and it is to be 
hoped that our legislators will not be lacking in the efforts to perfect an 
undertaking so well begun.. fi. C. Graves.” 

We attach below a record of the distribution of California salmon, and 
would state that there are a few streams supplied, of which we have no 
record, owing to the persons having charge of the fish failing to send in 
their repoi't. 

We attach also a record of the distribution of white shad, and in this 
connection we desire to say, that we fully expected a supply for Kentucky 
river, but, from some cause as yet unexplained, we failed to secure the 
supply for Kentucky river. We are, therefore, compelled to postpone the 
Stocking of that river with wliite shad until next season.

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We have still left, in tlie waters of our State, sotne fine fish of the perch 
species. The^, togefclier with the new varieties of the pike species, intro¬ 


duced and to be introduced, we regard as a good start toward the stocking 
of our streams with fine food fislies; but, to accomplisli this desirable end, 
wo must have a proper law to protect them. 

We therefore recommend that our fish law be amended, so as to make 
seining and netting, at any time, in llie streams of this Commonwealth, 
an indictable offense, requiring circuit judges to give it in charge to grand 
juries specially; and also to prohibit the catching of fish with hook and 
lino, or in any other way, in tlio siroams of this Commonwealth, at any 
time between the first day of May and the first day of July; the law to 
fee in force for a period of three, years. 

We would also recommend the appointment of three Fish Commission¬ 
ers instead of ten, and that tlte President receive a salary. We have 
learned from experience, Uiat tliree Commissioners can perform the duty 
witli less expense and labor than ten can. 

State Fish Commissions are now established in a majority of the States 
of this Union ; and in almost every instance, where they have been started 
witli small appropriations, tho benefits derived have been so ap])arent 
that tile appropriations have been increased from year to year. The 
State of Wisconsin, in 1872, made tindr first appropriation of 8500; in 
1874, 831)0; in 1875, $2,000; and in 1876, $10,000. 

Your Commissioners recommend an appropriation of $5,000. 

In concluding this report, we desire to give an expression of thanks to 
the numerous persons and corporations that have assisted us in the work. 
First, to Pack Thomas, Esq., the first President of the Commission, for 
his untiring and successtul effort in establislung the Fisli Commission of 
Kentucky, and for the valuable service rendered by him, we tender our 
warmest acknowledgment; and wo deeply regret tliat the duties of the 
office so materially interfered with otlier duties incumbent upon him as 
to compel him to resign his commission; also to the citizens'of this Com¬ 
monwealth, in various parts of the State, who have rendered invaluable 
aid to the Commission, in receiving and depositing the young fish in the 
streams for which they w-ere intended. In very few instances were we 
compelled to leave the railroads, scarcely ever failing to find persons will¬ 
ing and eager to come twenty and even thirty miles, often over bad roads, 
to receive the fish for streams in tlieii; neighborhoods. 

We are also indebted to the Louisville, Nasliville, and Great Soutliern, 
and the Louisville, Cincinnati, and Lexington Railroads, for passing the 
men in charge of fish over their lines at liulf fare rates ; and also for allow¬ 
ing the men to remain in the baggage-cars of fast trains, wliile in transit 
witti the fish, thereby enabling tlie men to keep a constant watch for the 
safety qf the fish under their charge; also to the Adams Express Com- 
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pany, for nomfnar rates eharged in returning the- empty fish-cans; but | 
most espeeiaily do we desire to-return our tlvanks to Col. Allen Polk, the 
kind-hearted, courteous, and gentlemanly proprietor of the-farm on which 
our hatch house is located. Kver alive to the best infeei'ests of this State, 
be has given us the use of bis spring and grounds free of charge. Having 
no special business to attend to in the winter months, and having a thor¬ 
ough knowledge of the scienee of fish culture theoretically, it has been a 
source of pleasure to him to assist in the manipulation ol fish-eggs and 
young frj' at the hatching-house, and to wateh the practical working of 
the art. Bis assistance has been of incalculable benefit to us ; and he 
should have, as we have no doubt he will have,, the hearty thanks of 
every citizen ot this Commonwealth interested in the re-stockvng of our I 
now almost exhausted streams. h

In response, I have the honor to submit, so far as the resolution 
applies to me, the following statement: 

My term of office as Public Printer, under the act approved March 
20 th, 1876 , commenced on the first Monday in August of that year, and 
extends only to the first of August, 1878 . My books show that I have 
received from the State the sum of $ 60,494 24 , for all the “ Public Print¬ 
ing, including stereotyping, lithographing, and engraving, and all the 
Public Binding” for the Commonwealth proper, as well as for all the 
Departments of the State Government, authorized by law to get such 
work from the Public Printer, under the act aforesaid, until the first of 
January of the present year (a period of seventeen months), as also ap¬ 
pears in the detailed statement of the Auditor, made to the Legislature 
on the Sth inst., and ordered to be printed. That statement corresponds 
with the accounts kept by me, and there is nothing at present on my 
books to be added, except as follows;

Of course there is some other work now in progress of execution 
under the orders of the present Legislature, and required by law, for 
which I cannot, in accordance with the law, render an account until the 
same is finished and measured. But when I state the balance due me 
on my books as less than $ 3 , 000 , and, in the same connectioQ, state that 
the expenses of my office during a session of the Legislature range from . 
$700 to $ 1,000 per week, it will be readily understood that the business 
exigencies of an establishment of the magnitude required to do the 
Public Printing and Binding of the State of Kentucky compel me to : 
draw pretty close up to the per centage fdr unfinished work which the 
law allows, as well as for all sums that may be due me for work executed. 

As the Auditor has already furnished a detailed statement of Public ■ 
Printing and Binding under the act of March 20 th, 1876 , to the ist Jan¬ 
uary, 1878 , which has been printed by order of the Senate, it only re- ^ 
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mains for me to furnish a classified statement of same, as appears on my 
books, and which is as follows:

Having given the specific information called for by the resolution of 
your honorable body, I beg leave to say, that, in any comparison of the 
cost of printing and binding under the present law with that under the 
contract system, it must be borne in mind that the amount received by 
me embraces the cost of everything pertaining to the Public Printing, 
including stereotyping, lithographing, and engraving, and the Public 
Binding, whilst, for the two preceding years, the contract of James A. 
Hodges only included the printing and binding specified in his contract 
or ordered by the Legislature. For all the work of the Departments, 
^nd other printing and binding, blank books, lithographing, stereotyp¬ 
ing, engraving, &c., including blanks of all kinds, there were various 
contracts with other parties, whose names, or the amounts received by 
them, I have no means of ascertaining; but I have reason to believe 
the aggregate cost was large, and should be included in any comparative 
statement of the two systems. 

In conclusion, I desire to add, that upon all matters pertaining to my 
duty as Public Printer I invite the fullest inquiry and investigation. To 
this end I extend to the Legislative Committees having charge of the 
subject, and to every member of the General Assembly, a cordial invi¬ 
tation, not only to visit my office and inspect the same, but also to ex¬ 
amine my books, which are at all times open to any one of them desiring 
information connected with my official business.

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Mr. Meador read and laid on the table the following joint resolu¬ 
tion, viz: 

Whereas, The time of the Genera! Assembly of this Common¬ 
wealth is often consumed in the consideration of local measures in 
regard to the sale of intoxicating liquors; and whereas, the local 
option law was enacted for the purpose of relieving the General 
Assembly from the consideration of such measures, by referring the 
question to the qualified voters in such town or district for which 
such legislation is asked, thereby saving time and money; there¬ 
fore, 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Cornmonwealth' of Kentiecky, 
That we will not entertain or consider any bill of a local character 
relating to the sale of spirituous liquors in any town, district, or 
county in this Commonwealth.

That they had passed a joint resolution, entitled 
Resolution requesting our Senators and Representatives in Con¬ 
gress to use their influence to secure the passage of a general quar¬ 
antine law in the United States. 

Said resolution reads as follow^s, viz : 

Whereas, The tropical scourge, yellow fever, makes almost annual 
visits to some portions of the United States, carrying with it desola¬ 
tion and death; and whereas, by reason of constantly increasing rail--, 
road facilities, tbe disease is liable to be conveyed to any part of the ■ 
country where heat rises to 80 degrees: the fact being well estab-■ 
lished that yellow fever has visited Passage, Maine, once; Hartfctni, 
Connecticut, once; Quebec, once; New York, fourteen times; Phila¬ 
delphia, thirteen times; Norfolk, Virginia, once; and Galipolis, Ohio,; 
once; and the fact also being well known that yellow fever, in 1853,’ 
appeared at New Orleans as early as May, thus showing that the 
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only sure mode of keeping off the dreadful scourge is a rigid quar¬ 
antine of vessels arriving from the ports of West India Islands and 
other infected places; and whereas, the neglect on the part of the 
proper authorities to afford our citizens the necessary protection has 
resulted in great loss of life and property, in seriously impairing the 
commercial prosperity of numerous well located towns and cities; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved by Ike General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
That our Senators in Congress be directed, and our Representatives 
be requested, to devise and urge such measures as in their judgment 
may seem best to bring about such action on the part of Congress as 
shall result in a national quarantine law that will effectually pre¬ 
vent the spread of yellow fever within the limits of the United States, 
and that a committee of three be appointed, of one Senator and two 
members of the House of Representatives, who shall be requested and 
directed to memorialize Congress in conformity to this resolution, 
and that they be authorized to investigate and report to this body 
any measure which they may deem necessary to protect the lives of 
the citizens of this Commonwealth against this disease. 

Mr. C. T. Allen moved to suspend the rules and take up said reso¬ 
lution. 

And the question being taken on the adoption of said motion, it 
was decided in the affirmative.

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kenluckjj, 
That the Attorney' General be, and is hereby, instructed, at as early day 
as his public duties will permit, to still further inquire into and investi¬ 
gate the condition and management of said rivers by the lessees thereof; 
and if, in his opinion, the facts warrant the same, to institute legal i)ro- 
ceedings to annul said lease, and to restore the improvements on said 
rivers, and the control thereof, to the State, as was done in regard to the 
lease to the Kentucky River Navigation Company. 

Mr. Wilson offered the following resolution, viz; 

Whereas, The education of the youth of this Commonwealth is of the 
first importance to the prosperity of our State; and as our present com¬ 
mon school law needs revising and amending; and as the Standing Com¬ 
mittee on Education will probably have numberless bills and amendments 
in relation to the common school law of this State; and as it is the duty 
of this body to do all in their ])ower to enact all needful laws within the 
60 days provided in the Constitution; and for the purpose of dispatching 
business, be it 

Resolved, That the Speaker appoint a special committee of five mem¬ 
bers, whose duty shall bo to take into consideration all needful changes 
and amendments to the present common school laws of this State, and 
report the same to this House as soon as practicable. 

On motion of Mr. Shelburne, said resolution was laid on the table. 

Mr. Hazelip offered the following resolution, viz; 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this House that all corporations deriv¬ 
ing their charters from this Commonwealth are subject to legislative con- 
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trol, and that siicli legislative action siiould be in express abrogation of 
the theory of the inalienable nature of chartered rights; and that it 
should be at all times so used as to .prevent moneyed corporations, rail¬ 
road coinpanie.s, as well as all other corporations, by whatsoever name 
known oi' called, Irom becoming the engines of oppression of the peo¬ 
ple; and that they are created to be the servants of the people, and 
not their masters; and that we favor such appropriate legislation as will 
correct abuses in their management and restrict their power within the 
legitimate sphere of their service, and to require their wealth to share 
equally the burdens of taxation in this Commonwealth with all other 
property subject to taxation, whether for Slate, county', or municipal pur¬ 
poses. 

2. Resolved, That the property of all eorjiorations in this Common¬ 
wealth should bo assessed by the same officers, and taxed at the same 
rule, as the property of individuals for State, county, and municipal pur¬ 
poses, inasmuch as coi'iiorale wealth receives the same protection from 
the laws of this Commonwealth as the property of individuals. 

3. Resolved, That it is com])etent for the Legislature of Kentucky' to 
fix, by law', the maximum rates lor frcighl.s to be charged by’ the railroads 
of this Slate, leaving them free to compete foi- business below these rates, 
so that there shall be equality' and uniformity in the rates charged, in ac¬ 
cordance with the distance cbaigcd,for the transportation of such freight. 

4. Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be, and they are 
hereby, instructed to report a bill to this House in accordance witli the 
foregoing principles. 

On motion of Mr. Shelburne, said resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Revenue and Taxation 

Mr. Hazelip read and laid on the table the following joint resolu¬ 
tion, viz: 


That Whereas, There is a general prostration of business throughout 
the United Slates, resulting mainly' from the scarcity of money, together 
with an unequal and unfair distidbution thereof under the acts of Con¬ 
gress having reference to the circulating medium of the country, as it 
regards the National Bank currency; and whereas, the high rates of in¬ 
terest demand from the business and varied industries of the country, 
including commerce, manufactures, and agriculture, by which all of these 
great industries are languishing, to the great injury of thousands of 
laboring men, women, and children of the United States, to the great 
detriment of the general advancement and pirosperity of the country; 
wherefore, for remedy thereof, bo it 

1. Resolved by Ike General Assembly of the Coinmonwenlth of Kentucky, 
lhat our Senators in Congress be.instructed, and our Representatives be 
requested, to advocate and support such financial measures as have for 
their object a material iucreaso of the volume of the currency. By the 
new issue of legal-tender notes this course would meet the crying de¬ 
mands of trade and business; would give the farmer good prices for his 
products, and the meclianic full wages lor his work; it would revive every 
branch of industry, and give employment to more than a million of men, 
women, and children, who are now deprived of the opportunity of earn- 
'ug a livelihood hocause of the policy inaugurated by the moneyed power 
m the country, who control all of the legislation of the country, w'hether 
federal or State; it would lighten the heavy' burden of taxation which 
now preys like a hungry' vulture upon the labor of the country. 
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2. That there should be but one paper circulating medium of the coun¬ 
try, and that should be in legal tender notes; and that the present system 
of National Bank note paper should be substituted by legal tender notes, 
and the National Banking sj’stem bo made to conform to this idea. 

3. That the National Banking law should be so changed as to make 
it unlawful for any National Banking Association to allow interest on 
deposits. 

4. That the National Banking law should be made to conform to the 
free principle of banking, so as to do away with all monopolydn the bank¬ 
ing system. 

5. That the Governor of this Commonwealth be requested to transmit 
a copy of these resolutions to each of our Senators and Eepresentaiives 
in Congress. 

Mr Bush, from the committee of conference on the resolution with 
regard to paying the officers and attaches of this General Assembly, \ 
offered the following report and resolution, viz ; f 

Resolved by il/e General Assembly n! ike Commonwealth of Kentuckij, 
That the Auditor of Public A'ceounts be, and he is hereby, authorized 
and directed to draw his warrant on the Treasurer in favor of the 
Clerks, Assistant Clerks, Sei-geants-at-Arms, Door-keepers, Enrolling 
Cleiks, and for the benefit ol the officers and attaches of the present 
General Assembly, for their per diem respectively, as the same may 
become due: Provided, Such per diem shall not exceed two thirds of 
the per diem allowed the officers and attaches of the last session of 
the General Assembly, and shall only be drawn on the certificate 
of the Chief Clerks of the respective bodies. This resolution shall 
take effect from its passage. 

Your committee desires it to be understood that this report is not ^ 
intended to indicate any final action or opinion as to the pay of said f 
officers or attaches at the close of the session.

§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That section 10 of chapter 29, article 35, title “Crimes and Punish¬ 
ments,” of the General Statutes, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 

g 2. That it shall not be lawful lor any person having a license to sell 
spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors by the drink, to sell, give, or loan any 
of such liquors, or the mixture of either, knowingly', to any person who 
is an inebriate, or in the habit of becoming intoxicated or drunk by the 
use of any such liquors, or to suffer, or permit any such person to drink 
any of such liquoi’S, or the mixture of either, in his bar-room, saloon, or 
in or upon any tenement or premises in his possession or under his con¬ 
trol.' Any one so offending shall be subject to a fine of S60 for each 
oflense, to be recovered by indictment of a grand jury in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, or by warrant before the county judge or a justice 
of the peace of the county in which the offense was committed; and the 
person so found guilty shall also be deemed as having forfeited his license, 
and the court before which the trial is had shall so adjudge. 

§ 3. That, in addition to the fine aforesaid, the person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of the second section of this act, shall, together with 
his sureties on his bond, be liable to a civil action for damages by the wife, 
or the father, or the mother, or the child of such inebriate, or person so in 
the habit of becoming intoxicated or drunk, in which punitive damages 
may be assessed. 

§ 4. That this act shall take effect and be in force from the date of its 
passage.

Consequently it is impossible for 
me to furnish the House of Representatives, from any record in my 
office, the information asked for in the resolution adopted by that body 
on the igth instant in regard to the amount of the expenditures on said 
rivers. I have, however, obtained from the reports of the President of 
the Board of Internal Improvement, and the Acts of the Legislature, the 
items contained in the inclosed .statements, marked i and 2 , which con¬ 
tain as full and as accurate information as I can furnish the House in 
response to its resolution. I hope it will be satisfactory.

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Whereas, All kinds of industrial pursuits are lanptuishing, and tlie 
whole country is laboring under a paralysis, which threatens to be fatal 
unless appropriately relieved; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
That, believing that the evils which afflict us have sprung, in a great 
measure, from unwise and vicious Federal legislation, it is the deliberate 
sense of this body, and of the great majority’ of the people of this Com¬ 
monwealth, that relief lies only in the repeal of such laws as have brought 
these disastrous times upon us, and in the enactment of such others as 
will secure us against the evils that now afflict the whole country. To 
this end, we unite our voice to that of the great West, in urgently recom¬ 
mending the following : 

1. The repeal of the act of January 14th, 1875, providing for the 
resumption of specie payments on the Ist of January, 1879, since its 
effect, if carried out, will be to bankrupt the debtor class, and benefit only 
those whose moneyed capital has been exempted from taxation by specious 
laws, and who look to an exclusive gold standard as an additional source 
of profit to themselves, and degradation to their unfortunate debtors. 

2. The restoration of the silver dollar as it stood from the foundation 
of our financial sy^stem until surreptitiously demonetized by the act of 
1873. We also advocate its free coinage as with gold, believing that, as 
history shows, there are reciprocal fluctuations in the relative value of 
these metals, and that the restoration of the double basis upon terms of 
equality will be the safest guarantee against the convulsions which now 
threaten us, operating upon the principle of the compensation pendulum 
by the use of two metals, whose relative contraction and expansion tend 
to preserve a uniform condition. 


3. That the national banking system beirepealed, and, instead of their 
bank notes, baaed upon the evidences of the government’s indebtedness, 
on which the people pay interest, tiiat the government issue legal tender 
notes, receivable for all dues, public and private (including custom duties), 
the amount in volume of which shall boar a reasonable proportion to the 
business demands of our increased population. 

4. That the great excess of Federal taxation paid by the West and 
outh over the Eastern States demands that the income tax shall he

To the House of Representatives: 

I concur in resolutions Nos. 1, 2, 4, and 5 of the majority report, but 
dissent, in part, from resolution No. 3. As long as the government has 
outstanding bonds, it is to her interest to have tliem held by her own cit¬ 
izens rather than by foreigners, and it cannot affect her interest, or the 
interest of her citizens, whether her bonds are held by her citizens as 
individuals, or as stockholders of national banks. The interest on them 
must alike be paid. When held by national banks, they furnish a secure 
and firm basis for the circulation of their notes, which have a uniform 
value throughout the United States. The curses of the people should be 
visited not so much upon the national banks as upon Jhe members of 
Congress who voted to make the bonds, originally payable in greonbiickB, 
payable in gold and silver, and who are now seeking to make them pay¬ 
able in gold alone. I think the national banks should remain in existence 
as long as the nation’s bonded indebtedness exists, with some modifica¬ 
tions and restrictions of their privileges. I think the greenbacks should 
be made receivable for all dues, public and private, includingYustom 
duties; and that the bonds should be paid according to the law in force 
when they were issued.

Mr. Owens from the Committee on the Judiciary, submitte » 

minority report on the subject of Public Printing, which reads a 

follows, viz : . - 1 III 

As a member of the House Committee on the Judiciarj', to 

was referred the resolution of inquiry as to the power of this Genera 
Assembly to revoke or repeal the act of March 20 th, 1876 , in 
to the Public Printer and printing during the term of the present 
bent, I beg leave to submit a minority report; and, being so largey 
the minority, it seems becoming that a reason be assiped thaefor- 
Under the act of March 20 th, 1876 , the Public Printer is eec 
the Legislature, to hold his office for two years from and after t le 
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Monday in August next succeeding his election. He is required to per¬ 
form certain conditions before he can enter upon the duties of his office 

_conditions precedent to his fulfillment or execution of the work of 

printing, and before his right to the compensation provided in said act 
becomes vested. He must execute bond, with two sureties, to be ap¬ 
proved by the Governor; he must take the oaths prescribed by the Con¬ 
stitution ; he must comply with all the requirements imposed upon 
officers generally, and, in addition thereto, must comply with certain con¬ 
ditions, which might be termed property conditions, viz: he must make 
preparations to execute the printing at the Seat of Government, and to 
publish a newspaper of not less than weekly issue. When these prece¬ 
dent conditions are performed by the Public Printer, and a readiness shown 
to enter upon the execution of his work, then his right to do and per¬ 
form it, and his right to the compensation therefor for the full period 
of two years, as provided by the yth section of the act aforesaid, be¬ 
comes full and complete. It is in every sense a vested right, and cannot 
be taken from him legally. By the execution of his bond, he has taken 
upon himself, for the period of two years, a contract, from the perform¬ 
ance of which he cannot, of his own volition, escape. The contract is 
as binding upon the State as it is upon the officer, and the Legislature 
cannot impair its obligations, or deprive the Public Printer of his vested 
interest therein, by any repeal or modification of the law during his term 
of office. Every law which weakens the obligation of a contract previ¬ 
ously made, or renders it less operative, is a violation of the Constitu¬ 
tion. (Lapsley vs. Bras hears, 4 Lift., 47 ). 

In the case of Baldwin vs. The Commonwealth, 11 Bush, 433 , it was 
decided that, at a sale of turnpike stock which the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund were authorized to make under an act of the Legis¬ 
lature, the acceptance by the plaintiff of a modification of his bid made 
by the Commissioners, was the completion of a contract which the Com¬ 
missioners were bound to execute and make sale of the stock, although 
the Legislature had afterward repealed the act under which the sale 
was authorized. The court held that the Legislature could not impair 
the obligation of the contract, or deprive the purchaser of his right to 
the stock by repealing the act. The constitutional prohibition against 
the enactment of laws impairing the obligation of contracts applies as 
well to executory as to executed contracts. {Pearce's heirs vs. Patton, 

7 B. Mon., 168 .) In the act of March 20 th, 1876 , there is no reserva¬ 
tion of a right by the Legislature to change or abrogate the contract 
with the Public Printer provided for therein during his term of office. 
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The contract is made in view of the existing law, and its obligations are 
to be construed and governed by that law alone. 

The Public Printer is required by law to do all of the public printing, 
stereotyping, lithographing, engraving, and binding required by either 
House of the Legislature, by the heads of departments and bureaux of 
the State Government, and for which he is to be paid out of the Treas¬ 
ury, at the prices fixed by the seventh section of the act aforesaid. The 
mutual undertakings of the Printer to do the work, and the State to pay, 
are not limited to a less period than the full term for which the Printer 
is elected, but apply to and embrace the whole period of two years. 
How can it be said that this contract is not binding upon the State, and 
may be repealed at any time, and thus cut off the compensation to the 
Printer? Would it not be a legal outrage? 

The Public Printer has complied with every condition imposed by 
the law which was necessary to enable him to enter upon the perform¬ 
ance of his duties, and to receive the compensation fixed by the law 
for his services. He has executed his covenant with sureties, taken the 
oaths required, filed the certificates thereof, provided an establishment 
at the Seat of Government for the efficient execution of the work, and 
so far performed that work with promptness and fidelity. 

The Public Printer, if he be an officer, does not, as I understand it, 
occupy the same relation to the State Government as do many other 
officers of the Commonwealth. A circuit judge, for illustration, finding 
his office unprofitable or unpleasant, may free himself by resignation 
from such encumbrance or inconvenience. Not so with the Public 
Printer. He has executed to the State a covenant, with surety, to 
perform the requirements of the law, and from the performance of the 
obligations nominated in that covenant he cannot recede. He has no 
longer a discretion in the matter—it is binding and imperative. Lit 
possible that the State is not reciprocally bound—that she is not to be 
held to the same good faith in the performance of her part of the 
contract? Her obligations to furnish the work and pay the prices 
until the two years expire are the considerations for the Public Printers 
outlay and performance, and in law and good conscience ought to be 
held as binding upon her as the Public .Printer’s covenants are upon 
him. A similar contract, between citizen and citizen, could not be 
violated in the manner proposed, without a remedy in damages com¬ 
mensurate with the wrong done; and, believing that public faith is 
sacred as individual honor, and that he who consents to a violation of 
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the one occupies a position better, neither in law or morals, than he 
who willfully foregoes the other, this report is respectfully submitted.

§ 6. In case the person or persons to whom the contract io-r executing 
any' of the printing, or printing and binding, specified in this act may Im 
awarded, shall refuse or neglect to accept the same, the ComraissioneM 
shall allot the same to the next lowest bidder or bidders; audit noor 
they refuse or neglect to accept the same, then it shall be allotted to tm 
next lowest bidder, and so on until said contract is given to the lo'vw 
bidder, according to the true intent and meaning of this act; but no alio • 
meiit of such contract shall be made to any person or persons whose pro^ 
posal is not accompanied with a bond, as required by' the provisions u 
the fifth section of this act. 
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S7 The proposals authorized to be received by this act shall be sealed 
ui) addressed and delivered to the Auditor of Public Accounts, and be 
indorsed “Proposals for the Public Printing and Binding,” and the Aud¬ 
itor shall carefully keep them until they are opened according to the pro¬ 
visions of section four of this act. 

S 8. The printing and binding under this act, except the lithographing, 
engraving, and miscellaneous printing specified in section second of this 
acr mast bo executed within the Stale, and all appertaining to the First 
Class must be executed in the city of Frankfort. If any work appertain¬ 
ing to the Second, Third, Fourtli, or Fifth Classes shall be executed else¬ 
where than in Frankfort, all transportation of paper, co])y, proof, or 
printed sheets, and delivery of work when finished, shall be at the ex¬ 
pense of the contractor for such work. 

8 9. The bills and other matters specified in the First Class of printing, 
except tlie Journals of the two Houses, shall be printed in folio foolscap 
iorm, with small pica type, each page to contain not less than thirty lines 
of solid matter of the usual length, with a pica reglet only in each space 
between the lines; and in counting the composition upon the bills and 
like matters nontained in the First Class, the same shall be measured as 
solid small pica matter; every necessary fraction of a page shall be 
counted as a full page, but no entire blank page shall be counted or 
charged fur. 

S; 10. The Journals of the two Houses of the General Assembly, the 
volumes of Public Documents, and the Laws, shall be printed in su)ier- 
royal octavo form, on neat long primer typo, with as near as can be two 
thousand ems in a page, without any' unnecessary loads, blank or broken 
lines or pages. The volumes of Public Documents shall contain nothing 
that is to be inserted in the Laws or Journals of the same year ; and the 
various documents inserted therein shall follow each other in as close com¬ 
pact order as is consistent with good workmanship), without the interven¬ 
tion of unnecessary blanks or sepai'ato title or half-title pages; and the 
luiging thereof shall be separate, and at the conclusion shall be an index, 
showing the order in wnich the docurnoits appear. In cases when any 
document is printed in pamphlet form, by the contractor for the printing 
of the volumes of Public Documents, which shall also be inserted in said 
volume.s, and when any document shall bo printed in pampjhlot foimi by 
the contractor for the printing of the Journals, vvhich shall also be printed 
in the Journals, but one charge shall be made or allowed for the composi¬ 
tion thereof. 

§11. The printing for the Executive Departments, embraced in the 
I'ourih and Miscellaneous Classes, shall be executed in a sty'le consistent 
with good taste and workmanship, and with due regard to economy.^ In 
estimating the composition, all work in script type, or of xvhich script is 
the chief kind used, shall be estimated as pica, and measured by the sur- 
lace actually covered, not by the size of the sheet used. All open work, 
such as blank commissions and the like, shall be estimated in the same 
manner; but no job shall bo counted less than one thousand ems. All 
other work, in other than script typo, shall bo estimated according to the 
'.vpe used, and when dilferent kinds are used in the same job, it shall be 
estiuiated proportionately to the different kinds used. In estimating 
piess work in this class, a quire shall be considered twenty-four impres¬ 
sions ol a side or a page, as the case may' be, of twenty-four full sheets of 
such paper as the Public Printer may select, with such matter as he shall 

irect to be put upon it; but no job of press-work shall be estimated at 

less than one quire. 
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§ 12. If any report, bill, or other document is ordered printed, and no 
number is specified, but two hundred copies shall be printed. 

§ 13. There shall be printed by the contractor or contractors for the 
public printing and binding five hundred copies each of the Journals of 
the House of°.Representatives and Senate, one thousand copies of the 
pamphlet edition of the Tublic Laws, three thousand copies of the bound 
edition of the Public and Private Laws of each session of the General 
Assembly, one thousand copies of the State Treasurer s Report, two thou¬ 
sand five hundred copies of the Auditor’s Report, six thousand copies of 
the Report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, three hundred 
copies each of the Adjutant and Quarter-Master’s Reports, five hundred 
copies each of the Reports of the Superintendents of the several charita- 
able institutions of the State, the Reeper of the Penitentiary, the Presi¬ 
dent of the Agricultural College, the Slate Librarian, the Public Printer, 
the Commissioner of Agriculture- The Private and Public Acts of the 
General Assembly shall be printed separately ; but if practicable, em¬ 
braced in one volume- The Reports of the Auditor, the Public and Pri¬ 
vate Acts, the Journals of each House, the Report of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, and one hundred copies of the Governor’s ilessage, shall 
be bound ; all others shall be only stitched, unless otherwise specially 
ordered. 

§ 14. With the approval of the Commissioners of Printing and Binding, 
the Public Printer may contract for any printing or binding not otherwise 
provided for in this act. 

Public Printer. 

§ 15. That during the present session of the General Assembly, and 
biennially thereafter, there shall be elected, by joint ballot or vote of, the 
two Houses,.a Public Printer, who shall continue in office for the term of 
two years from the first Monday in August next after his election. Pio- 
vided. That no person shall bo eligible to the office of Public Printer 
unless ho be a jiractical printer of at least five years’ experience, an affi¬ 
davit to which fact he shall make and file with the Clerk of each Rouse 
before he shall be voted for for said office. 

§ IG. It shall bo the duty of the Public Printer to examine the proot- 
shoets of all work executed under the provisions of this act, and see that 
thej^ are correctly printed, and that all such work is done in appropriate 
and skillful manner; to receive and take charge of all reports made to 
the Governor and to the General Assembly, and have the same printed 
and delivered to the proper Department or officer. He shall also arrange 
all matter ordered to be printed by the General Assembly, or eillier 
branch thereof, and supervise the printing of the same ; and whenever a 
contractor or contractors fail to comply with his or their contract, either 
in the quality of the work or in such manner as to cause inconvenience 
to the General Assembly', or either branch thereof, or detriment to i® 
public interest, the Public Printer may reject the work, and, with i® 
advice and consent of the Commissioners of Printing and Binding) ein 
ploy another to do such work, and charge any excess of cost to the eo 

tractor or contractors. ,„)„,.iql 

§ 17. He shall keep an accurate account of all paper and other nu 
furnished to the contractor or contractors, and see that it is used 
and without unnecessary waste. All work to be executed for 
ments shall be ordered through the Public Printer; and , Ji 

duty to see that the full number of copies of each job ordered is . 
and delivered to the proper Department. He shall audit all accoun 
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m’intintf and binding and furnishing blank books, under the provisions of 
liiisiieCand he shall keep a record of the printing and binding, the amount 
of paper used, and the entire cost of each document or item ; and a copy 
of Mcli document printed or bound shall be filed and preserved by him, 
with the cost indorsed upon it. 

S 18. Bach contractor for any class of the public printing and binding 
shall file and preserve one copy of each document by him printed, which 
ha'sliall deliver to the Public Printer with his account for the same; in 
which account shall be specifically stated the various jobs performed, the 
number of copies of each, the number of ems compo.sition in each, the 
namher of tokens or quires of press work' in each designated, the offices 
for whom it was ordered, with the.kind and quantity of paper used for 
each job. 

§1!). Accounts for binding under the provisions of this act shall be 
delivered to tim Public Printer, accompanied with a copy of each docu¬ 
ment, book, or other matter, which account shall state in detail, as the 
rublic Printer may require, the cost of each job. 

§20. All accounts filed under the preceding sections shall bo carefully 
examined by the Public Printer and eomi)ared with the vouchers tlierefor 
and ilie orders for tlie same. If errors bo found in such account, he sliall 
immediately correct the same, and return it to the contractor who ren¬ 
dered it; and when any account sliall finally be approved by liim, he shall 
corli/y the same to the Commissioners of Printing and Binding, and, on 
tlie indorsement thereof by said Commissioners, or any two of them, the 
Auditor shall draw a warrant in favor of tlie contractor upon tlie Treas¬ 
ury for the amount thereof. 

§21. The Public Printer shall contract for the publication, in some 
newspaper of this Commonwealth, of the proclamations of tlie Governor, 
advertisements for the sale of non-residents’ lands, tlie general election 
returns, and the advertisements which the several Departments are re¬ 
quired by law to publish in a newspaper or newspapers ; and the Com- 
niis.sioners of the Public Printing and Binding shall determine what 
newspapers are suitable in wiiicli to insert any of the above mentioned 
maltera; and it shall be the duty of the Public Printer to let said work to 
tlie proprietor of the paper among tliose designated who will do the work 
cheapest. 

§22. Before accounts created under the last section shall be paid, they 
shall be certified and aiiproved as provided in section seventeen of this 
act. 

§23. The Public Printer shall not be interested, directly or indirectly, 
in any contract for the public printing or binding, or furnishing blank 
books, paper, or oilier supplies provided for in this act. 

§24. He sliall receive a'salary of two thousand dollars per annum, to be 
paid monthly as other salaries are paid. 

§25. He shall reside at and have an office at the State Capital, which 
shall bo assigned him in one of tlie public buildings by tlie Governor. 

§20. He shall be provided with sucli furniture, blank books, stationery, 
and postage as may' be approved by the Commissioners of Printing and 
Binding. 

§27. He shall make to.the General Assembly, biennially, a report of 
tno expenses incurred by his department each year, showing in detail, 
and in as full a manner as possible, the cost of each book, document, or 
lob of printing and binding, and of all material used, the amount of 
money paid, and when and to whom. 
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§ 2S. Ho shall bo the Secretary of the Commissioners of Printinf; and 
Binding, attend their meetings, and keep a record of all their proceedinf/s. 

§ 29. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Public Pi'inter 
shall take the oath prescribed by the Constitution, and execute a bond to 
the Commonwealth, in the peTial sum of thousand dollars, with two 

sufficient sureties, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of said office. Said bond shall bo approved b_y the Coinmissioners of 
Printing and Binding, and be filed and preserved by the Auditor of Pub¬ 
lic Accounts. 

Supply op Paper and other Material. 

§ 30. The Public Printer, vrith the approval of the Commissioners of 
Printing and Binding, shall make.cohtract for all paper, envelopes, parcli- 
ment, and other supplies of like character, required by the contractor or 
contractors for executing the public printing. All paper shall be selected 
by the Public Printer, and shall be of a size, weight, and quality best 
suited for such woidc; and all envelopes, card-board, parchment, and other 
supjilies, shall be of the best quality. 

§ 31. The Public Printer shall procure samples of paper, envelopes, 
parchment, and other supplies required for executing the public printing, 
and furnish the same to all persons who may propose to bid for the con¬ 
tract for supplying the Commonwealth with the articles as provided in tlio 
preceding section of this act. 

§ 32. On the first Monday in July next, and on the first Monday in July 
every two y'cars thereafter, the Public Printer shall receive sealed pro¬ 
posals at his office for such paper, envelopes, and otlier supplies necessary to 
ue furnished the contractor or contractors for executing the public print¬ 
ing, at certain rates below maximum rates, to be fixed by him, in an 
advertisement of the time and place of receiving such proposals. Said 
advertisement shall be published for two weeks immediately preceding 
said first Monday in July, in two daily newspapers in the city of Louis¬ 
ville, and one newspaper (either daily^ or weekly) in each of the cities of 
Frankfort, LexiiiRton, Covington, and Paducah. Said proposals shall be 
opened by the Public Printer at his office at twelve o’clock, M., of tbe 
said first Monday in July, and the contract awarded to the lowest bidder 
or bidders. Said contract shall be for two j'cars from the first Monday in 
August following. 

§ 33. All proposals shall be indorsed “Proposals for furnishing paper 
and other supplies,” and shall be delivered to tbe Public Printer at or 
before the time fixed in this act for letting the contract; and parties 
bidding for said contract shall state in their piroposals a price or prices at 
which they will agree to furnish paper and other supplies, of the same 
quality as the samples furnished them by the Public Printer. 

§ 34. The person or persons bidding for the contract to furni.sh the State 
with paper and other supplies, as provided in this act, shall accompany 
his or their proposals with a bond to the Commonwealth, with at le.ast two 
sufficient sureties, residents of the State, in the sum of five thousand dol¬ 
lars, conditioned for the faithful performance of the contract, if awarded 
to him or them ; and that in case the contract be awarded to the bidderor 
bidders, and he or they' shall neglect or refuse to accept the same at bis or 
their bid, the said bidder or bidders, with his or their sureties afbresaid, 
shall be liable to the Commonwealth for the difference between thearaoun 
of such bid and the bid of the person or persons to whom said contrac 
shall bo awarded after such neglect or refusal; and also, that if the papoj 
and other supplies furnished are not delivered in proper time, oraieoo 
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equal in every respect to the samples, the Public Printer may purchase 
the s.ame in open market, and said bidder or bidders, and their sureties, 
shall bo liable to the Commonwealth for the amount of such purchase. 
But such purchase, before made, must be approved by the Commissioners 
of the Public Printing and Binding. The Public Printer shall certify the 
amount of such purchase to the Auditor of Public Accounts, who shall, 
when the same is approved by said Commissioners, or a majority of them, 
draw his warrant in favor of the person from whom the purchase was 
made for the amount thereof, and charge the contractor or contractors with 
the same. 

§35. No proposal shall bo considered unless accompanied with a bond, 
in conformity with the provisions of this act. 

§31). The person or persons to whom said contract shall be awarded, 
shall keep in stock the necessary paper and other supplies, and the Public 
Printer shall, from time to time, make an order on him or them for an 
amount necessary for each order for printing, which shall be delivered 
without cost to the State: Provided, That the Public Printer may deposit 
with each contractor a reasonable amount of paper and other supplies, so 
that the public service will at no time suffer by delay in the execution of 
work. 

§ 37. The State shall furnish paper for the covers of all pamphlets, and 
other work bound in paper covers; but the paper and all materials used 
in the manufacture of blank books, and in every other class of binding 
provided for in this act, shall bo at the cost of the contractor therefor.

The Speaker laid before the House the following response of the 
Auditor of Public Accounts to a resolution of inquiry, adopted by 
the House, requesting information in regard to the law under which 
a tax was collected from State and National Banks, viz :

Hon. Ed. W. Turner, Speaker of House of Representatives; 

Sir; In response to the following resolution, adopted by the House of 
Representatives on yesterday, I respectfully submit this my answer. Said

denominated National Banks;”

The collection of said tax coi 
menced in July, 1865, and has been collected each year since. Fof f 
years 1865 and 1866 each of said Banks (except the First National Bar 
of Louisville, which refused to pay any tax), paid, under ^irofesf, 50®®” 
on each share of its stock, under the provisions of the act of February 
1865, taxing the stock of National Banks. But since the passage o 
not. nf March 11. 1867, no rate of tax has been collected from that o ass 
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Banks greater than that “ levied upon other money capital in the hands 
of individual citizens of tliis .State.” In 1867, 1868, 1869, and 1870 thirty 
cents was collected; in 1871, 1872j 1873, 1874, and 1875, forty-five cents; 
and in 1876 and 1877, foi'ty cents. 

It lias recently been siiugested to me that, by the adoption of the Gen¬ 
eral Statutes, the act of March 11, 1867, was repealed, and that since that 
time it was my duty, to collect the same rate of tax from National Banks 
as is imposed on State Banks by section 1, article 2, chai)ler 92, page 711, 
of said Statutes. Prom this construction of the law I feci compelled to 
dissent. 

The act adopting the General Statutes expressly provides that only 
such general laws as were in force at the time said Statutes took effect, 
and which were repugi\ant to them, were repealed. All other general 
laws wore left in full force and effect, except such as are therein specified. 

The Court of Appeals has, I think, fully settled this point in the case 
of Broaddus us. Broaddwi, reported in 10 Bush, page 299. 

That there is anything in the act of March 11, 1867, repugnant to the 
provisions of the General Statutes on the subject of taxing banks, I do 
not believe or understand. That act was passed in pursuance of the pro¬ 
visions of the act of Congress approved June 3, 1864, entitled “ An act to 
provide a national currency, secured by a pledge of United States bonds, 
and to provide for the circulation and redemption thereof,” and was in¬ 
tended to be, and is, independent of and disconnected with an}' other law 
on our statute books on the subject of taxing banks. 

The provisions of the General Statutes on this subject are the same 
provisions found in the old Revised Statutes, and long antedate the crea¬ 
tion of National Banks, and could not, therefore, have any reference to 
any other class of banks than our State Banks. To make this proposi¬ 
tion more clear, I respectfully call attention to section 1, article 10, chap¬ 
ter 92, page 739, of the General Statutes, which is in these words; 

“The cashier of a bank, and the treasurer of any other institution! 
whose stock is taxed, shall, on the first day of July in each year, pay 
into the Treasury the amount of tax due. If such tax be not paid, the 
cashier and his sureties shall bo liable for the same, and twenty per cent, 
upon the amount; and the said bank or corporation shall thereby forfeit 
the privileges of its charter.” 

Now surely the Legislature of Kentucky, in adopting the General Stat¬ 
utes, could not have intended to legislate on the subject of taxing the 
slock in National Banks, or it would not have adopted the foregoing pro¬ 
vision. That body could not have been led so far astray as to assume, in 
certain contingencies, to forfeit the privileges of that class of banks. 

That National Banks ought to bo made to pay the same rate of taxation 

ut our State Banks pay' I readily agree, but I can find no law for it, and 
®U8t, as a consequence, repose on the law as it is. 
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All of oui- State Banks pa}' into the Treasury taxes at the rate of fifty 
cents on each share of stock of SlOO, except two. The Deposit Bank of 
Owensboro and the Exchange Bank of Kentucky, at Mt. Sterling, pay, 
under their charters, only twenty-tive cents on their stock. 

I herewith submit, for the information of the House of Representatives, 
a copy of the act of March 11, 1867.

APPENDIX—CHAPTER 2084. 

AN ACT to tax the shares of capital in Banks and Banking Associations, established 
under a law of Congress of the United States of America, usually denominated 
National Banks. 

§ 1. He it enacted hy the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬

banking association of which he is the president, cashier, or chief officer; 
and the Auditor shall annually, by the 10th day of March in each year, 
notify the president, cashier, or other chief officer of any of said banks or 
banking associations, the amount of tax to bo paid on the shares of the 
capital stock of such bank or banking association; and upon the payment 
of the amount to the State Treasurer, and the filing of his receipt there-

n a fee of $50 shall be taxed as part of the plaintiff’s costs, which the At- 

torney General shall be entitled to receive for his services in prosecuting 
said action to a recovery. And the Commonwealth shall have the i-ight 
to summon as a witness in said action any officer of any such bank or 
banking association, and cause the production in court on the trial the 
stock-book of said bank or banking association, and to cause to be takeii 
therefrom the list of names and number of shares of the capital stock 
held by each person, corporation, or co partner, on the first day of March 
in each year. 

j;4. That on the failure, refusal, or neglect of any such bank or bank¬ 
ing association to pay said tax on the shares of capital stock, as i)rovidod 
by this act, by the twenty-second day of March in each year, the Auditor 
shall, immediately after that day, notify the proper assessor of the State 
revenue of the non payment of the tax by the bank or banking associa¬ 
tion thus jailing or refusing or neglecting, and shall furnish said assessor 
' with such facts as may be within the Auditor’s possession as to the num¬ 

ber of sliares, par value, and owners’ names of said stock; and said 
assessor shall include in the tax list of each person, corporation, or co¬ 
partners, the said shares of stock held by' such person, corporation, or 
partners, on the first day of March in each year, and a tax of 50 cents 
upon each share of said stock shall be annually pafd by the holder of 
said stock.

Mr. Welch, from the special committee appointed to visit certain 
lunatic asylums in this State, offered the following report, viz: 

To the General Assembly of the Cormnonwealth of Kentucky: 

The undorsigtied Select Committee, who were appointed to visit the 
Asylums hereinafter mentioned, beg leave to submit the following report; 

After a careful and thorough inspection of all the wards, apartments, 
etc., of Central Jjunatic Asylum for whites, at Anchorage, we are highly 
gratified to be able to slate tliat we found the same in excellent order in 
every particular. 

The main building at this place, although designed originally as a 
House of Reform for Juveniles, has been so remodeled as to subserve the 
purposes of an insane asylum verv well, with the single exception of a 
fow wards tliat are so dark and badly ventilated as to be almost unfit for 


Our attention was next directed to the quarters for the colored insane, 
wliich consist of a one story plank house, set upon posts, whoso inside 
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walls are neither plastered nor ceiled. This temporai’y structure is at 
present very much overcrowded with patients, yet we did not find a single 
case of acute disease either among the colored or white inmates of this 
Institution. 

It is scarcely necessary to add that the present exemption from acute 
disease, as well as the low rate of mortality among the patients lor the 
past year, are duo to the hygienic measures and skillful management 
employed by Dr. 0. C. Forbes, Superintendent, and Dr. Irvine Kellar, the 
Assistant Physician. 

The Board of Commissioners at Anchorage ask that the State appro¬ 
priate the following sums of money for the purposes hereinafter specified : 

For a turnpike rond from A.aylum to depot_ $4,000 00 

For 700 pannels of picket fence___ 1,838 00 

For two barns, at $1,500 each_ 3,000 00 

For straw-house_ 500 00 

For removing 700 pnnncis plank fence_ 250 00 


In lieu of which, your Committee recommend that the Committee on 
Charitable Institutions be directed to prepare a bill appropriating for said 
purposes the following amounts: 

For picket fence_ $1,500 00 

For barn or barns___ 1,500 00 

For straw-house__i__ 250 00 


These improvements are deemed necessary by your Committee, and we 
hope that they will be granted by your honorable body. 

Your Committee take pleasure in bearing willing testimony to the 
admirable order in which tl»«y found everytliing connected with the 
Western Lunatic Asylum, at Hopkinsville, Kentucky. 

This Institution is well appointed, well furnished, well equipped, and 
tnost skillfully conducted. Not a single case of acute disease was found 
among all the inmates. Nor did we find any one of the large number of 
lunatics heroin confined hampered by manacles, fetters, or an)’thing else 
of thb kind. Thoj' seemed to enjoy the liberties and immunities of their 
situation like persons of comparatively fair minds. It is emphatically a 
good home for them, and many of them are contented therewith. 

Iho Board of Commissioners at Hopkinsville have saved from their per 
oapiia fourteen thousand dollars, which they ask may be applied to the 
erection of an additional brick building, with metal roof, to relieve the 
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overcrowded condition of their wards, not only for the present, but t 
the indefinite future. 

We cheerfully recommend that this privilege be granted them ; and we 
further recommend that the Committee on Charitable Institutions prepare 
a bill appropriating said Commissioners ton thousand dollars, for the pur- 
pose of erecting a brick building, with a metal roof, for the accommoda¬ 
tion of colored lunatics. 

We deem this really necessary to relieve Central Asylum, at Anchorage, 
of a large number of colored lunatics, as well as to prevent in future the 
heavy expense of transporting such lunatics from Hopkinsville district 
either to Anchorage or Lexington. In tliis connection, we further sug¬ 
gest, that hereafter the State do not pay for more than one guard accom¬ 
panying said lunatic; and if more than one be necessary, the traveling 
expense of the same shall be paid by the county sending said person to 
any of the insane asylums. We also suggest that the law fix definitely 
the sum to be paid by all pay patients, not leaving the same, as it now is, 
at the discretion of the Superintendent; Provided, however, That persons 
of limited means be received free of charge. 

Your Committee are glad to be able to state that the Kentucky Asylum 
for the Tuition of the Blind, at Louisville, Kentucky, is in perfect order, 
and most skillfully managed by Dr. B. B. Huntoon, its able and distin¬ 
guished Superintendent. The management of this noble philanthropy 
reflects much honor upon the grand old Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
and no small credit upon the eminent Professor in charge of said Insti¬ 
tution. And as the chief need of this Asylum for the Tuition of the 
Blind is more children to educate, we earnestly recommend that the State 
make suitable provisions to defray the traveling expenses of blind children 
on going, for the first time, from their homes to the Asylum.

Mr. Reed entered a motion to reconsider the vote by which the 
Flouse disagreed to the passage of a bill, which originated in the

An act fixing the pay of the officers and attaches of the present 
General Assembly, and to provide for the payment thereof. 

The hour of 10^ o’clock, A. M., having arrived, the House took up 
the special order of the day, viz : a bill, entitled 

A bill to provide for the government and discipline of the Ken¬ 
tucky Penitentiary. 

Said bill was read the first time as follows, viz : 

j 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, There shall be appointed by the Governor, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, three Directors of the Penitentiary, one of whom 
shall hold his office for two years, and two of whom shall hold their officej 
for four years, from and after their appointment as aforesaid, and till their 
respective seccessors shall be appointed and qualified. After the first ap¬ 
pointment of Directors as aforesaid, as the terra of office of any Director 
shall expire, his successor shall be appointed in like manner for the term 
of four years, and until his successor shall be appointed and qualified. 
Whenever any vacancy shall occur in the office of Director by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, the Governor shall appoint a person to fill such 
vacancy^ to serve until the next meeting of the General Assembly, and 
until the same or some one else be confirmed by the Senate; but no per¬ 
son shall be eligible to the office of Director, Warden, or other officer, 
who is a contractor in the Penitentiary, or who is interested, either di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, in any branch of business carried on in the Peniten¬ 
tiary; and if any Director or officer shall become interested, in violation 
of the above provision, during his term of office, such interest shall vacate 
his office, and a successor shall bo immediately apjjointed. Before any 
Director shall enter upon the duties of his oflico, he shall take and sub¬ 
scribe an oath or affirmation to faithfully and diligently discharge tue 
duties of said office according to law. Said Directors shall receive,asa 
compensation for the services required of them, the sum of three hundre 
dollars per annum, payable in equal quarterly payments, and the Aaam 
of Public Accounts is hereby directed to draw his warrant on the ota 
Treasurer for the same. . . , ,,, 

§ 2. That a Warden of the Penitentiary shall be elected, by joint bs 
of "^both Houses of the present General Assembly, who shall hold the o 
for a term of four years, commencing on the first day of March, 1 ' 
subject to the provisions of this act. The General Assembly U,, 
ceding the expiration of the term of office of any Warden so 
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elect a successor. If a vacancy shall occur at any time when the General 
Assembly is not in session, it shall be tlie duty of the Governor, by and 
with the consent of the Directors, to fill the same by^ the appointment of 
a suitable person to discharge the duties of the office until the meeting of 
the next General Assembly, and until the General Assembly, by a regular 
election, as above provided, has elected a person to fill the vacancy for 
the remainder of the term. The Directors shall have power, for cause, 
to remove any Warden, and they shall communicate tire fact, with the 
grounds upon which the removal was made, to the next succeeding Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, within ten day's next after its organization. If, upon due 
consideration, the General Assembly refuse or tail to concur in ihe said 
removal, or in the justice of the grounds thei^eof. within twenty days 
after the fact of removal is communicated to it, then it shall be the duty 
of the Governor to reinstate the said Warden. Before entering upon the 
discharge of the duties of the office, the Warden shall execute a covenant 
to the Commonwealth of Kentucky in the sum of thirty' thousand dollars, 
with two or more good sureties, to be approved by' the Governor (whose 
duty it shall be to take said bond, and to file the same with the Auditor 
for safe-keeping), to the effect that he, as Warden, shall faithfully, well 
and truly discharge and perform all the duties required of him, and all the 
obligations imposed upon him by the provisions of this act; and that he 
shall faithfully' account for and pay into the Treasury, on the last day of

I 3. It shall be the duty of the Warden to take charge of all the con¬ 
victs in the Penitehtiary, and all such as may, from time to time, be deliv¬ 
ered to him according to law during his term of service, and them safely 
keep in the manner prescribed by law.

Por'* conducted in the Prison, or by the labor of the convicts, 

in bhis provision ho shall, for each offense, upon conviction 

y court of competent jurisdiction, bo fined in any sum not exceeding 
fl.

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five hundred, and not less than one hundred dollars, at the discretion of a 
jury, and shall be removed from office by the Directors. If any Warden 
'shall take, sell, or give any article of property in said Prison, belonging 
to the State, with the felonious intent of converting the same to his own, 
or to the use of another, ho shall be deemed guilty of the crime of era. 
bczzlement, and, upon conviction before any court of compolont jurisdic¬ 
tion, shall be confined in tlie Penitentiary not less than one nor more than 
ten years. All articles purchased for the use of the institution, and all 
articles of manufacture, and other things made or fabricated in the inati- 
tution by the labor of the prisoners, when the same are sold, from time to 
time, and all work done for others, shall be ro])orted to the Clerk of the 
Penitentiary, whose duty it shall be to enter the same in the regular 
account books of the institution. The Warden shall contract for and pur¬ 
chase all the necessary raw material, and all supplies necessary to main¬ 
tain conduct, and cai'rv on the business of the institution in a proper 
manner.

as to read “Warden” instead of “Keeper.” 

§ 8. That the Directors, together with the Warden, are authorized and 
directed to prepare and publish, for the use of the convicts and those cm- 
plo 3 ’ed in the management and control of the Penitentiary, suitable by¬ 
laws, rules and regulations, for the management, the general police and 
government of the prisoners, and of the affairs of the Penitentiary, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act. They shall provide for suit¬ 
able religious instruction of the prisoners, for suitable rewards for good 
conduct, and for the health and reasonable comfort of the convicts, keep¬ 
ing in view the policy always of reforming, as far as practicable, the evil 
habits and propensities which have resulted in their present inisfortuneB. 

§ 9. That ever}’ convict who shall be discharged from custody shall be 
furnished with a suit of new clothes, including a pair of new shoes and a 
new hat, and ten dollars in money. 

§ 10. The Warden may, vvith the approval of the Directors, lease out to 
others one or more shops, and such portions of the buildings in the Prison 
as are suitable for manufacturing purposes, and may hire to such lessees 
any number of convicts as may be agreed on, and may allow additional 
niiichinery to be erected in the Prison: Provided, That all prisoners thus 
hired to others shall remain under prison police and government as the 
other prisoners not so hired: And j)T0vidsd further, That persons who are 
not convicts shall not associate with the prisoners so hired, or any of the 
pisoners, except the one who has hired tliom, or his agent, and such fore¬ 
man and skilled mechanics deemed necessary to conduct the business 
successfully ; and all of whom shall bo required to observe the rules of the 
Prison, and may bo expelled for a failure to do so. 

§ 11. That it shall be lawful for the Warden, or any sub-Warden, com¬ 
missioner, or agent, appointed pursuant to law, to employ the labor of the 
Prison, or so much thereof as may bo authorized by the General Assem¬ 
bly, upon any navigjible river, public road, or other work of a public 
character in this Gommonwealth, for the purpose of improving the condi¬ 
tion of the same, under such rules and regulations as the General Assem¬ 
bly may prescrii)o; and the conviction and sentence of any person to 
confinement in the Penitentiary shall bo held as authorizing the use or 
employment of his labor upon any such work, at the pleasure of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

§ 12. The Directors shall, in turn, at least every two weeks, and in com¬ 
pany once every month, attend at the State Prison, inspect the Wardens 
accounts, the different departments of the Prison, and the condition of the 
prisoners. They shall annually, in the month of December, submit to the 
Governor a report of the progress and condition of the Prison, together 
with suggestions as to the improvements which, to them, may seem neces¬ 
sary. it shall be their duty to hear and examine into any complaintso 

any of the ])risoners, and to give the Warden such counsel and instruction 
as tiiey may deem proper. It shall also be their duty to repair to the 
Prison, in an}' emergency, when called upon by the Warden, and to ren¬ 
der to him such aid and support as they may think needful. 

§ 13. The Directors shall also appoint a competent and skillful PI'P*'" 
cian, who shall hold office during their pleasure. His duty shall bo 
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attend promptly and re.ijnlarly to all convicts needinsg medical treatinoot, 
to make proper prescriptions, and to give proper directions in the treat¬ 
ment of eacb’case, The hospital shall be managed under his directions, 
and he shall prescribe the proper food, nursing, and treatment of the 
sick, and have a general care over the health of the convicts. It shall be 
the duty of the Warden to furnish all the medicines, nurses, and food 
which the physician may order or require, and shall observe and perform 
the directions of the physician in respect to the treatment of the convicts. 
If the physician shall neglect or fail to perform his duties, the Warden 
shall report the fact to the Directors. The physician shall receive a salary 
of one thousand dollars per annum, payable out of the Treasury, as other 
salaried officers are paid. In case of emergency, the Directors may em¬ 
ploy an additional physician, and agree with him as to his compensa¬ 
tion. 

§ 14. That the Warden elected at the present, session of the General 
Assembly shall have the same right of uniting with the present Keeper 
and the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund in selecting and agreeing 
upon the appraisers, and of being present at the valuation of the raw 
materials, machineiy, fi.'ctures, tools, clothing, beds, bedding, and other 
property of the Penitentiary, which is given by the existing: law to the 
incoming Keeper. 

§15. That in order to furnish the Warden with a capital to commence 
business, the Commissioners of tlie Sinking Fund shall turn over to him 
all the raw materials, manufactured articles, tools, &c., which they may 
receive from the present Keeper, at the expiration of his term of office; 
and shall also furnish him with such an amount of money, from time to 
time, as may be needed to place the institution on proper footing for .suc¬ 
cessful operation, not exceeding §25,000 during his term of office. The 
business of the institution shall be conducted, as nearly as practicable, 
upon the cash system. No account for work done or articles sold shall be 
permitted to run longer than four months. 

116. That actions or suits for the recovery of money upon any debt, 
demand, or claim for work done by the labor of the convicts, or for man¬ 
ufactures or articles sold, or upon any contract made with the Warden, 
shall be brought and prosecuted in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Iventucky; and the affidavit of the clerk of the Penitentiary, certifying 
that such debt, claim, or demand is just and correct, shall be prima facie 
evidence thau the same is justly due and owing, and the onus shall de¬ 
volve upon the defendant or contesting-party to prove to the contrary. 

§17. Tliat all other laws or parts ot laws inconsistent with the pi 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 

§ 18. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. ^

Kentucky, our report for the year ending June 8, 1876, 

A careful inspection of the public arms and other property of the State ■ 
now in possession of the Institute finds alt well preserved, in excellent j 
condition, and shows tliat the Institute autiiorities have not been earelcsi 
of the property intrusted to them. The cadets have taken especial priSe 
in their eqiiiprments, jis is attested by the splendid condition of the im¬ 
proved needle guns, swords, and accoutrements. 

The annual examination began on May 25th and ended June ilh. , 
Tile written examination of graduates began April 24th, and continuedsis 
weeks. The examinations are searching an'd rigorous, and the thoroiigii , 
knowledge of the subjects exhibited by a large majority of the caiieti 
sliows clearly that this corps is composed of young gentlemen of high 
intellectual worth, that the professors have been faithful in their work, 
and that the methods of instruction are strikingly superior. The follow- ; 
ing cadets deserve honorable mention, having won gold medals for excel , 
■ lence in the subjects named: Oadets S. Kennedy and A. Meriwether in 
Plane and Spherical Trigonometry, Surveying, Mensuration, and Aua 
lytical Geometry ; Cadet Chas. Fowler in Algebra and Geometry; Cadets 
W. R. Bridgforth, S. Kennedy, A. Meriwether, R. B. Meriwether, and ff. ■ 
P. Wildhei'ger in Physical Geogi-aphy, Anatomy, Physiology, Zoology, 
and Botany; Sei'geant H. E. McLoan, and Lt. R. B. Smith in Fi'cnch and 
German; Cadets J. W. Lindsley, Paul Monfort, and W. E- Scott in Eng 
lish Gi'ammai', Rhetoric, and Ancient Histoi’y. Those young gontlerae 
were examined befoi’e the regular annual examination, and the 
lion of each one occupied about fifteen hours. Their familiarity witr 
subjects is truly astonishing and worthy of the highest praise. ^ 

Irr pr-oof of the fact that the Institute is keeping pace with mo 
thought and with modern improved methods of instruction, we nee 
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ask von to examine the course of study and to note the addition to the 
Faculty of two of Kentucky’s most distinguished educators, and of the 
two gentlemen equally illustrious in their rc,spectiv'e departments of law 
and medicine. The course of study is superior to that of any college in 
the West,and the methods of teaching it are nowhere else excelled. The 
mental and moral faculties are here liighly cultivated, and the bodily' 
powers are equally developed. The interchanging of the drill, gymna- 
Biiim exorcises, and studies in the field gives a variety of exercises of 
which the cadet cannot weary, and from which he therefore derives the 
highest benefit. The cadet officers are thoroughly conversant in the tac¬ 
tics, and in maneuvering the battalion show great skill, while the cadets 
move with tlio uniformity and precision of trained soldiers. 

We subjoin the report of the Superintendent, fully indorsing his sug¬ 
gestions and approving them. 

In conclusion, the Board takes pleasure in informing your Excellency of 
the general good condition UTid prospects of the Institute. It fills a place 
that cannot bo supplied by' any other college in the Sonthwest. The 
thorough mental, moral, and physical training entitles the Kentucky Mil- 
itiiiy Institute to a position second to that of no college in the land, and 
as such the Board recommends it to the special favor of those interested 
in securing to our youth tlio highest advantages of education. 

On commencement day the Board, upon recommendation of the Faculty, 
conierred the following Honorary Degrees: Upon H. A. AI. Henderson, 
D. D., the degree of LL. D.; upon R. T. P. Allen, Al. A., the degree of 
IL, B.; and upon John B. Lacroix, the degree of D. D. These gentle¬ 
men are too well known among'men of letters to require more than a 
ineiilion of their names here.

That the Auditorof Public Accounts, with the assent of the Governor 
and Attorney General, be, and he is hereby, authorized and empowered, 
in all cases in which the Commonwealth has demands against slieriffe and 
collectors of the revenue, whose term of office has expired, and tlieirsure- 
ties, on account of the non-payment of the revenue, and by reason of tk 
insolvency of such sheriffs and collectors, and their sureties, or any oi 
them, or of any irregularity in the execution of the revenue bonds of 
such sheriffs and collectors, or in the rendition of judgments against them 
and their sureties, or in any proceedings under executions issued on said 
judgments, and in any and all cases when such demands cannot, with a 
reasonable degree of "certainty, be collected by the remedies now provided 
by law, to make such compromise or other arrangement with the parties 
against whom such demands are held, as, in his judgment, is to the best 
interest of the State. He shall have the right to give such parties reason¬ 
able time to pay the amounts agreed upon in any such compromise, take 
their notes or bonds, payable to the Commonwealth, bearing legal interest 
from date, and due at such time or times as may bo agreed upon, not ex¬ 
ceeding three years from the date thereof; and such notes or bonds may 
be secured by mortgages or deeds of trust upon unencumbered real ealaie 
or personal property, oi' by personal seourity; or, if no such mortgage or 
deed of trust, or personal security, can be obtained; or, when thesameis 
insufficient to secure the amount agreed upon as aforesaid, he may accept 
the assessment or transfer of any note, bond, bill, or other chose in aetioa, 
and the amount realized thereon slrall be applied to the payment of the 
demand the same was intended to secure. But the Commonwealth shall 
not bo held or required to exercise more than reasonable diligence in the 
collection of any of the aforesaid evidences of debt; and only the net 
amount realized thereon, after deducting such attorney’s fees and legal 
costs as the Auditor may be compelled to pay in enforcing collection of 
the same, not exceeding seven and one half per cent, of the amountcol 
lected, shall bo credited upon such demand. 

§ 2. All mortgages and deeds of trust, taken by the Auditor in pursi- 
ance of this act, shall be recorded in the same manner, and at the same 
place, as though executed to private individuals; and all costs attending 
the execution and recording thereof shall be paid by the parties execumg 
the same. , l

shall, after his election each year, execute bond as hereinbefore required. 

§ ±. The police judge shall have jurisdiction also of all eases for viola¬ 
tion of any' ordinances or by-laws of said town, and the marshal shall exe¬ 
cute and make due return of all process issued by said police judge; and 
for any' failure in the discharge ot any duty required ot him by this act, 
or under the authority hereby conferred, he and his sureties shall be lia¬ 
ble in the same manner as constables. 

§ 5. The trustees of said town shall have the power to assess, annually, 
levy' and collect, a tax, not e.xceoding one dollar on the hundred dollars' 
worth of real estate and personal property' in said town, and for that pur¬ 
pose in ay, from time to time, appoint an assessor, who shall, on or before 
the first day of April of each year, make out a listof all the taxable prop¬ 
erty of citizens ot said town, situated in said town, and of the real estate 
therein; and upon the approval of said list, it shall be the duty of d'® 
clerk of said trustees to make out and place in the hands of the marsbala 
copy of said list, showing the names of each owner of said properly, and 
the amount ot tax due by' such owners; and it shall be the duty ot said 
marshal to collect the same, and for that purpose shall have all the power 
and shall proceed in the same way as sheriffs in the collection of the btate 
revenue. 

§ 6. The said trustees shall have the power to pass all by-lavvs and ordi¬ 
nances necessary for preserving the peace and good order of said town, 
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and affix penalties for any violation of the same, not in conflict wiffii the 
Constitution or general laws of this State. They may require bond, with 
good sureties, to be approved by them, of all officers appointed by them, 
which may be enforced in any court having jurisdiction of the same.' 
The marshal shall have all the power and .authority to enforce the collec¬ 
tion of any fine and costs assessed, for a violation of any by-law or ordi¬ 
nance of said town, that sheriffs or constables have under the general laws 
of this State. 

§7. That the present board of trustees shall have power to define and 
establish the northwestern boundary' of said town.

Whereas, The power of the General Government to promote the con¬ 
struction of great national lines of communication between the two oceans 
has long ceased to be a question of political division; and whereas, expe¬ 
rience has demonstrated the necessity' of another trans-continental rail¬ 
road, both for the commercial and social convenience of the people, and as 
a check to the monopoly incident to a single road ; and whereas, fnrlher, 
the official reports show that, of the §104,705,163 43 expended by the 
General Government between 1789 and 1873 for railroads, wagon-roads, 
and canals, the sixteen Southern and border States received only §6,981,- 
982 90, while the Northern and Western States and Territories have re¬ 
ceived $97,025,761 70, exclusive of land grants: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
That our Senators in Congress bo instructed, and our Representatives re¬ 
quested, to use all proper means to secure the passage of such bill or bills 
by Congress as will promote and secure the construction of the Texas and 
Pacific Railway' as a competing line to the Union and Central Pacific,and 
as a corresponding artery for Southern trade and travel.

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Your committee, appointed and acting under the following resolution. 

Whereas, The Governor, in his annual message, called the attentmn of 
the Legislature to the condition and relation of the Agricultural and Ms- 
chanical College of Kentucky University; and whereas, it is importan 
that the Legislature should be put in possession of accurate and detai e 
information respecting the Agricultural and Mechanical College; there¬ 
fore. 


tion, viz: 
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Resolved by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
That a joint committee, consisting of five members of the Senate and 
seven of the House of Representatives, be appointed to visit the Agri¬ 
cultural College, with full power to examine, under oath, officers of the 
Board of Curators, Executive Committee, Faculty of the College, and 
such other persons as have been concerned or interested in the manage¬ 
ment of said College; and that said committee be instructed to report 
to the Legislature as early- as practicable, by bill or otherwise, 
beg leave to report that they proceeded to Lexington on the morning of 
January 28th, and remained in session at that place until the 31st of that 
month, and examined such persons, papers, and records as they deemed 
necessary to a discharge of the duties imposed upon them by said resolu¬ 
tion. 

In order that the report of the committee may be intelligible, and the 
inherent difiSculties attending a wise and a just solution of the future of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College may be in a measure understood, 
the committee deem it proper to state, to a limited extent, the nature of 
the tripartite alliance existing between the three co-ordinate branches 
which constitute Kentucky University. 

Ist. Kentucky University- proper was chartered January 15, 1858, and 
is the legal successor of “Bacon College,” which was chartered February 
23,1837. 

2d. Transylvania University had its origin in 1780, in a donation by 
the State of Virginia of 8,000 acres of escheated land in the then county 
of Kentucky, for the purpose of a “ public school or seminary of learning.” 
This donation was followed by others from the State of Virginia and by 
individuals, and by the State of Kentucky, by the city and the citizens of 
Lexington, the aggregate of which amounted, in 1865, to an endowment 
fund of S65,500, and real estate, buildings, apparatus, &c., estimated to be 
worth about ?100,000. The information of the committee is, that whilst 
Transylvania has, at various times, been under the control of various 
ecclesiastical denominations, it has never lost its distinctive character im¬ 
pressed upon it by its first creation and endowment. 

3d. The Agricultural and Mechanical College has no endowment or 
fund, except the proceeds of the land scrip, given by the United States 
by act of Congress of 1862, amounting to $165,000, yielding an annual 
income of $9,900. 

Trior to the time the act which consolidated the Agricultural and Me¬ 
chanical College with Kentucky- University went into effect, Transylvania 
and Kentucky University were consolidated, by a contract made by and 
between the authorities of these respective institutions, which contract 
was recognized by the act of February 22, 1865. Whilst it may be true 
that the State is powerless, if she should so desire, to annul the contract 
etween these institutions, it is the opjinion of the committee that the said 
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amalgamation of Transylvania with Kentucky University did not operate 
to vest Kentucky University with the absolute right to the property of 
Transylvania, nor to destroy its corporate existence; but that its property 
and fund is held in trust, subject to a reversion to the original trustees of 
Transylvania, upon the conditions set forth in the act of consolidation be¬ 
tween them. 

The act establishing the Agricultural and Mechanical College as one of 
the Colleges of Kentucky University' was based upon the union of Tran¬ 
sylvania and Kentucky University; and since said act of consolidation, 
the funds of these two institutions, and the funds of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, have been applied to the maintenance of the Uni¬ 
versity as a whole, under the arrangements and terms hereafter stated. 

In order to ‘‘aid in putting the Agricultural and Mechanical College 
into immediate operation,” the Legislature, on the 10th day of February, 
1866, appropriated 820,000, reserving the right ‘‘to reimburse itself for 
the amount so appropriated out of the interest arising from the sale of 
the land scrip donated by Congress.” This sum was duly paid over to 
the authorities of Kentucky' University, and the State has never reim¬ 
bursed itself of any' portion thereof. 

The testimony taken by the committee shows that about 810,000of this 
sum was used in the erection and furnishing of buildings for the use of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical students, upon the lands owned by Ken¬ 
tucky University'; the residue of the appropriation was used in putting 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College into active operation. 

The question whether the expenditure for the erection of buildings was 
a proper one under the provisions of this act, wo submit to the General 
Assembly. 

We find that the interest on the fund arising from the sale of the land 

scrip has been semi annually paid since the — day of-,1867, by 

the State to Kentucky University, in compliance with tlie compact be¬ 
tween them. 

We have not been able to discovorthat this fund has been divertedfi'om 
the use for which it was intended, but has been used for the payment of 
salaries of Professors, and expenses of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College; however, we would state that there are eight (8) Professors of 
the Kentucky' University, si-x of whom draw their salaries from said fund, 
and about one fourth of the salarv of President Patterson is drawn from 
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lYe find there is a note, exocuted by J. B. Bowman, as Regent and 
Treasurer, in the name of the Agricultural and Mechanical College, for 
the sum of $11,480 72, which roads as follows:

One year after date I promise to pay to the order of the Executive 
Committee of Kentucky University eleven thousand four hundred and

The consideration of this note was for the expense incurred for the 
erection of buildings, purchase of machinery, &c., for use of the Agricul¬ 
tural and Mechanical College. This is only a nominal indebtedness, and is 
so regarded by all parties, it being the duty of the Kentucky University, 
under its contract with the State, to furnish building's, machinery, and 
land lor the Agricultural and Mechanical College, and was only executed 
to keep proper accounts between the different funds of Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity. 

We find that the chairs of the Agricultural and Mechanical College are 
filled by a corps of professors, all of whom are eminently and perfectly 
competent to the full discharge of the duties encumbent upon them. 
Whatever else may have contributed to the apparent decline in the pros¬ 
perity of the institution, certainly no part of it can be traced to ineflfi- 
ciency in the teachers employed by the University. 

In order to secure the location of the Agricultural and Mechanical Col¬ 
lege at Lexington, the citizens of Fayette county donated, in private sub¬ 
scriptions, about $100,000, which, with donations made by citizens of 
other counties, was used in the purchase of Ashland and Woodland, two 
magnificent bodies of land of unsurpassed beauty' and fertility, whereon 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College is situated, containing 433 acres. 
Upon the improvement of those lands, and in the erection of buildings 
thereon, a large sum has been expended, coming partly from donations 
and partly from the original endowment fund of Kentucky University. 

The title to this property is vested in Kentucky' University, who hold 
it subject to the claim of the donors of the fund above mentioned in case 
a severance of the Agricultural and Mechanical College from Kentucky 
University should be had, and subject to the right of user by the State so 
long as the present alliance and location of the two institutions continues. 

As to whether or not the State can claim any interest in said land, by' 
reason of the fact that a part of the donors of the fund subscribed to the 
University upon the faith of its alliance with the Agricultural and Me¬ 
chanical College, your committee express no opinion. 
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The committee found that the Kentucky University had at all timej 
had more than-enough land for the use of the Agricultural and Alechan 
ical students; but they are of opinion that the Agricultural Departmeat 

has not proven a success, due in part, as they think, to a want of more 
imposing and attractive buildings, in part for a lack of more comfortable 
dormitories for the students, in part to the aversion of the students to 
manual toil; but wliatever the cause may be, the fact is, that the practical 
advantages to the student in agriculture have been meager in the ex. 
treme. 


The Mechanical Department is not now in operation at all, having been 
discontinued. 

It is proper to state tliat a donation of §25,000 was made by Mr. Yost 
to the Agricultural and Mechanical College, which sura was given to this 
department, with the proviso that the profits, if any, should go to the 
University, and that §8,211 66 was realized out of the gift, which was 
used in the erection of one of the buildings on the “Ashland ” estate, known 
as the Mechanical Hall, and this amount the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College still owns. 

Since the establishment of the Agricultural and Mechanical College,the 
attendance lias been as follows :

Matriculates, session 1873—’4, 170, of whom 43 were State students. 

Matriculates, session 1874—’5, 98, of whom 35 were State students. 

Matriculates, session 1875-’6, 94, of whom 38 were State students. 

Matriculates, session 1876-’7, 110, of whom 52 were State students. 

Matriculates, session 1877-8. 

During the eleven years of the existence of the Agricultural and Me¬ 
chanical College there have been ten full graduates, twoof whom were State 
students. Dut whilst the number of full graduates has been small, ith 
proper to state that the advantages derived by those who did not actually 
graduate is not justly measured by that fact. 

For a more full description of the character of the buildings, lands, 
course of study, &c., we refer to the Report of the Board of Visitors just 
made. 

The committee is of opinion that the numerical decline in the Collegs 
is due in part to the financial depression of the country at large; in pud 
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to the springing up of other institutions of iearning in different portions 
of the country and of this State; in part (so far as State students are 
concerned) to the faiiure of the county authorities to select students from 
their districts; in part because a school of manual labor has not become 
palatable to the young men of the State; and in part to the unhappy 
differences of opinion that have existed for several years between those 
who have the deepest interest in, and the control over, Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity. The committee has not conceived that its duty required it to in- 
vekigiite into the merits of the controversy, which has become so widely 
known, nor into the effect it has had, except in so far as tlie Agricultural 
and llechanical College has been prejudiced thereby; and without ex¬ 
pressing any opinion on the merits of that controversy, they do expiress 
the opinion that the Agricultural and Mechanical College has suffered 
therefrom more, perhaps, than from any other cause. Tlie University, as 
a whole, has been crippled ; its management is not approved by the mass 
of the very large, influential, and wealthy sect under whose auspices it 
was in part founded; very many of them are in avowed hostility to its 
management by the Board of Curators, and are not disposed to lend the 
institution that aid and support that they otherwise would. Whether 
this dissatisfaction is just or unjust, the effect is the same, and the Agri¬ 
cultural and Mechanical College, as one of the limbs of the University, 
has suffered ip common with it. 

The committee is of opinion that the experience of the past eleven 
years sufficiently demonstrates the fact, it is unwise for the State to form 
any alliance with any religious denomination whatever; that she should 
control her own fund absolutely, free from entanglements with any sect 
or sects. 

We are of opinion that the State of Kentucky, standing as she does 
midway between the North and the South, possessing a climate of unsur¬ 
passed healthfulness, free from debt, and almost free from State taxation, 
owes it to her present, and to the generations of her sons yet to come, to 
erect and endow a great university, which shall rank with that which has 
made Virginia scarce less famous than the achievements of her greatest 
men. The fund the State now owns should be regarded as a nucleus for 
the building up, from time to time, as fast as public opinion and legisla¬ 
tive liberality will permit, of such an institution. 

As to the future management and disposition of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, the committee offer the following suggestions as their 
conclusions from the facts elicited in the investigation; 

Ist. The State, as above set forth, contributes yearly @9,900. This sum 
goes toward defraying the expenses of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College. All students of the University have the privilege of receiving 
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involved in the investigation, we are satisfied that the facts justify ns 
in the following recommendations; 

1 The repeal of so mnoh of the act of February 23,1865, as e8tabli.shes 
the Agrioultiiral and Mechanical College as one of the Colleges of Ken¬ 
tucky University, and assumption by the State of the absolute control 
over the fund heretofore contributed to the Kentucky University; said 
repeal to take effect at the termination of the present scholastic year. 

2. The appointment of trustees or commissioners, vested with authority 
to settle any outstanding differences that may exist between the Agricul¬ 
tural and Mechanical College and Kentucky University. 

3, The appointment of a commission, for tlie purpose of locating the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College at some convenient and suitable 
place, under such restrictions as may seem best; but with the condition 
that it never be placed under the control of any religious sect or denom¬ 
ination whatever. The committee will also tender an act embodying the 
foregoing recommendations, together with provisions for carrying the 
same into effect, the passage of wliich they recommend.

The Speaker laid before the House the response of T. D. Marcum, 
Register of the Land Office, in accordance with resolution heretofore 
adopted by this House. 

Said response reads as follows, viz : 

State op Kentucky, Land Office,- 1 

Frankfort, February 19th, 1878. J 

Hon. Ed, W. Turner, Speaker of Rouse of Eepresentatives : 

Sir; I have just received an official copy of the following resolution, 
that was adopted by the House of Eepresentatives on the 13th instant. 
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"Resolved, That the Register of the Land Office communicate to this 
House, as early as practicable, the nature and kind of all duties that are 
performed by the second clerk in said office, and how many days per an¬ 
num and hours per day said second clerk is necessarily engaged in the per¬ 
formance of said duties.” 

In response to the above resolution, permit me to say that my attention 
has not been called to any statute prescribing the class of work to be per¬ 
formed by the second clerk in the Land Office, or that requires the Register 
to keep a record of the days per annum and the hours per day that either 
of the clerks in said office are engaged in the discharge of their duties. If 
it has been established by^ usage, I was not informed of it by my prede¬ 
cessor, nor are such facts within the knowledge of the first clerk, who,I 
am informed, has been employed in the office for more than thirty years, 
Not being advised of the necessity for keeping such schedule, I have not 
done it. If, in failing to do so, I have omitted a part of my official duty, 
it is for the want of information, and not the result of negligence. 

These matters have always been regulated by the Register, he assigning 
to the clerks the work they wei-e to do. 

Since I have been Register, the major part of the work done by the sec¬ 
ond clerk has been making out patents from the surveys, and recording 
patents. During the time, I have had three persons to serve as second 
clerk, but I am unable to give the amount of work done by either, or the 
number of days, and hours per day, that they were employed in the dis¬ 
charge of their duties. Presuming, however, that the object of the reso¬ 
lution was to ascertain if the time of said clerk was properly engaged in 
the discharge of the work of the office, reference is respectfully made to 
pages 4, 6, and 7 of my Report to his Excellency, the Governor, made De¬ 
cember let, 1877 (a copy of which is herewith inclosed). 

On page 4 will be found a statement of the work done in the office dur¬ 
ing the twenty-seven months of my term, and on pages 6 and 7 will be 
found a statement of the work done in the office during four terms, of font 
years each, preceding September 6, 1875. A comparison of the facts pre¬ 
sented on these pages, I think, will be sufficient to show that the time of 
the clerks allowed to this office has been properly employed in the dis¬ 
charge of their respective duties. The portions of said Report referred 
to are made a part of this response, and I resjnectfully request that they 
may be read in connection herewith. 

Trusting that this will meet the object of the resolution, assuring yon 
that any information desired, concerning the management or condition of 
the office, will be cheerfully given when desired or asked for, and that the 
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management and records of the ofBcc are tendered for the fullest examina 
tion or investigation,

[Extracts from Report referred to.] 

WORK DONE SINCE SEPTEMBER 6th, 1875 . 

Since I have been in office, I have had the 2,886 surveys, heretofore 
referred to, registered; have issued patents thereon, and have had the 
patents recorded. 1 have also had recorded, in the proper books, over 
4,500 patents that had been issued and sent out of the office by my prede¬ 
cessors, before the)' were recorded. This recording had to be done from 
the surveys upon which the patents were issued. 1 have made indices to 
the grants issued from 1869 to December 1st, 1877, beginning with Grant 
Book No. 75, and ending with Ginint Book JNo. 97—in all, twenty-two 
books of over 500 pages each; and I have made an index to the Register 
of Surveys from B'ebruary, 1873, to Docemlrer Ist, 1877. I have also made 
a new index to the grants for lands south of Walker’s line, and have com¬ 
menced new indices to the grants west of the Tennessee river. Since Sep¬ 
tember 6th, 1875, I liave received and registered 782 plats and surveys, 
and have issued 668 patents from these surveys, leaving 114 on which 
patents are to be issued. But few of these have been registered long 
enough to allow the patents to issue. I have had these patents all re¬ 
corded, except about two luindred, which hflve not been signed; and if 
they are ever signed and recorded, it will not be until the case, now pend- 
ingin the Franklin circuit court, of Johnson vs. The Register, is decided. 

This statement shows, that since September 6th, 1875, I have issued 
3,554 patents, and that during this time there were over 7,800 patents re¬ 
corded in the Grant Books of the office. I have had the office supplied 
with suitable book-cases and presses for the safe-keeping of the books and 
papers, and have had all the surveys put in tin file-boxes, to keep them 
from being destroyed by dust and mice. 

It may be a matter of interest to you, and to the Legislature, to know 
the amount of work done by more than one Register during his term of 
office, that you may be the better prepared to judge whether the clerical 
force allowed to the office is adequate to perform the work that is to be 
done. Therefore, I submit the following statement of work done for four 
terms, or for sixteen yearb, preceding the Ist of September, 1875; 

During the four years irreceding September 1st, 1863, there were 4,640 
patents issued and recorded, and the necessary indices were made to the 
brant Books and to the Register of Surveys, and a cross-index to the 
Dead Right Surveys”—making an average of a fraction loss than 97 
patents issued and recorded per month.

engaged in labor shall be confined in the jail of the county. 

S 2, II a part or all of the penalty fora misdemeanor, prescribed in said 
chapter of the General Statutes, be a fine, it shall bo in the discretion ot 
the jury- fi.xing the amount of the fine, to say in its verdict whether, if

1- The police judge of the city of Louisville receives from said city an 
minual salary of $3,000. Ho receives from the State the same compensa¬ 
tion for holding examining courts that is received by magistrates for the 
same character of service, to-wit: $2 for the trial of each felony case. 
Re receives from the State $1 in each felony case for taking the testi- 
roeny on the examining trial. 

Of course the amount he annually receives fr.om these two sources is 
dependent upon the number of felony cases brought before him for trial; 
but as an illustration of the amount, tiie committee gives the compensa¬ 
tion received by him from December Ist, 1876, to November 30,1877 :

2. The clerk of the Louisville police court reeeiv'es no salary and» 
fees from the Commonwealth. His compensation is derived from persons 
convicted of a breach of the city ordinances and for misdemeanors.

cillier a ooniiiioii or private seal; and do all other acts, matters, and things

§ 6. That the said board of trustees, and their successors in office shall 
have full power and authority to maintain and to carry into judgmeiitMj 
execute anj- action or iictions of trespass, for any injury done to^anvproi 
erty, real, personal, or mixed, belonging to said town; and mayinlii, 
manner, maintain and cari-y into judgment and execution any olhg 
appropriate action or actions for the recovery of the same, or damans 
for the detention, taking, injury, or destruction of the same. ° 

§ 7. That the board of trustees shall have power and authority totieit 
the streets, alleys, sidewalks, and paasways in said town of all obstrr 
tions ; to erect and sink cisterns, wells, and pumps, keep open all sprin^i 
in said town, and declare them lr.ee by verdict of a jury to bo empaiineW 
belore the police judge for that purpose, except springs belonging topri 
vate persons or upon private property; they shall ahso have the poie: 
and authority^ to preserve and protect, free from encumbrance, all th»

§ 1 Be it enacted by the Genei'al. Axsemhly of the Commonwealth nf Ka- 
titcly. That a Public Printer and Binder shall be elected by a joint biillot 
or vote of the two Houses of the General Assembly' at its jireeent .session, 
and biennitdly thereatter, who shall continue in office two years Iroraanl 
alter the first Monday in August next succeeding his election; and il, 
Irom any cause, a vacancy shall occur in the office in the rece .98 of lit 
General Assembly, it shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint some 
projier person to discharge its duties lor the remainder of the term. 

§ 2. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Public Printer and 
Binder shall execute a covenant, with two or more sureties, residents ol 
this Commonwealth, who shall own real estate in this Comiiionwealth 
worth at least §50,000 over and above all their liabilities and exemptions, 
to be apparoved by the Governor, conditioned for the faithful exeentionof 
the public printing and binding: the preservation and return of .my ms- 
lerial furnished him by the Commonwealth; for the faithful performance 
of all his official duties, and the pay ment of all judgments rendered against 
him and them under the requii-emenls of this act. He shall, moreover, 
take the oaths prescribed by the Constitution of this State.

The Journals oi 
the two Houses, the Acts of the General Assembly', and volumes of the 
Public Documents, shall be measured as small pica matter, and everynec- 
essary Iraction of a page shall bo counted as a full page; but in no cast 
shall an entire Idank page be counted or charged for. 

II. I he Join ntils of the two llou.ses of the General Assembly', the vol* 
umes of Public Documents, and the Laws, shall be printed in royal octavo 
form, on neat small pica typo, without any unnecessary leads, blanks,or 
broken lines or pages. The volumes of Public Documents shall contain 
nothing that is to be inserted in tbo Laws or Journals of the same year; 
and the various documents inserted therein shall follow each other in as 
close compact order as is consistent with good workmansliip, without the 
intervention of unnecessary blanks or separate title or half-title pages;

It, at their own expense. 

f ^ Public Printer and Binder shall receipt to the State Librarian 

for all paper, or other material received by him, specifying the amount, 
size, weight, quality, and cost of the same, as stated to him by the Libra¬ 
rian; and It shall be the duty of the Librarian to carefully preserve said 
receipts, and charge the same to the Public Printer and Binder in a book 
to be kept for that purpose; and in case he returns any paper or other 
material to the State Librarian, it shall be placed to his credit in said ac¬ 
count book, and the entry shall show the amount, size, quality, and cost of 
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the piper, or other material so returned, wliicli account book and receipts 
slijill be examined by the committee or committees of tlie two. Tloiises of 
the General Assembl.y, or either of them, at tlie same time they’ exaiuiue 
the other accounts of tlie Fublic Printer and Binder.

P'ive hundred 
copies of said report shall bo printed, and delivered to the Soeretary of 
State, who shall transipit by mail one copy to each member of the General 
A.wembly, fifty copies shall bo placed in tlio State Library, and tl )0 
remaining copies siiall be distributed by" the Secretary of Slate under the 
direction of the Governor.

COMMISSIONERSHIP. 

While there are admirable features in the Senate Bill No. 32 and the 
House Bill No. 332 , each proposing District Superintendence theypr, 
pose such radical and revolutionary changes as to render so extremui 
experiment exceedily hazardous at the present stage erf development of 
the school system. With a single exception, all the States havino 
succe-ssfiil school systems have county supervision, or its equivalent 
Without some intermediate officer between the Superintendent and the 
districts and one, too, especially elected for the purpose, and held 
responsible to its head,.as an official of the school system, I see nothin® 
ahead but disorder and disintegration. How can the County Judge 
hear appeals, conduct examinations, and hold Teachers’ Institutes! 
He can disburse money and take receipts, etc.; but, as remarked by 
a predecessor; “this sinnply keeps together the bones and flesh of the 
structure. We need to infuse increased ♦rt 1 l■nT-\a m'Aii'fli 
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tivoor three counties may unite and secure a Commissioner, who shall 
devote his whole time to the duties of the office, and be paid for his 
services the salary apportioned to the several counties thus agreeing, 
[t gives the Commissioner the right to condemn a school-house unfit 
for use, and to order a new and comfortable one built. This bill dis- 
rjnts nothing. It simply requires the work paid for to be done by a 
competent officer. This county supervision will save more to the 
ffitem than it costs. An enterprising Commissioner, qualified as this 
bill requires, in each of the counties of the State, will produce ten times 
tbecost to the teachers and the system. Retrench this $ 40,000 paid 
to Commissioners, and you do not add over five dollars to the appor¬ 
tionment of each School District, I doubt whether there is an intelli¬ 
gent teacher in the State who would, in order to receive this money, 
be willing to part with the officer who repre.sents his interests, w'hen 
imperiled by caprice, cupidity, and ignorance. Efficient County Com- 
missionership is what is needed; and I pray that the Legislature will 
not amputate what the distinguished Superintendent of Illinois has 
properly called "the right arm of the system.” 

DISTRICT TAXATION. 

1 reaffirm here my sincere conviction that there can be no large and 
rapid development of our school system without local taxation. I make 
two suggestions; 

“ 1 . The law concerning district taxation should be changed so that 
tie vote could be taken at any time, after fifteen days’ public notice 
had been given. It is sometimes the case that the people, not know¬ 
ing who is to be employed as a teacher, are unwilling to vote a tax 
for his better payment, when, if informed at some later period, they 
would cheerfully vote for the levy. Then, again, .sometimes the matter 
of crops, how they are to yield in quantity, quality, and values, deter¬ 
mine largely the disposition of the electors. Then again, through 
ignorance, indifference, or neglect, the Trustee may omit the legal no¬ 
tices at a prescribed time, and thus forestall or defeat the wishes of the 
patrons of a district, when, if permitted to submit the question at other 
times, the desirable point could be carried. It is quite often the case 
™ the question is agitated in towns at a season when, under the 
easting statute, it cannot be tested at the polls; but if this arbitrary 
tatation to a specific date were removed, the point could be carried, 
andagood graded school could be established.”

2 Resolved, That it is the imperative duty of a State, not loss than it 
is "lb,it of an individual, to preserve its valuable property, of whatever 
description, from injurious waste or absolute destruction a duly which ihe 
representatives of the people can neither abdicate nor neglect, without • 
guss injustice to its citizens, serious discredit to themselves, and great 

detriment and dishonor to the Stale itself. 

I Resolved, That Kentucky is at this time in a better financial comli- 
liiintliiin it lias ever been heretofore, and in abetter financial condition, 
nitb nei'bapB greater need for sucli iinprovcmenls, than any olhci Slate 
in Hie Union, to engage in a general but prudent and economically ad- 
minislered system of internal river improvements. The results, emi¬ 
nently beneficial to tlie people in all parts ot Hie Slate, to bo attained by 
the successful inauguration and completion ot sucli a system, will iiKialcu- 
bbly exceed the utmost limit of expenditure required by, and would, iii 
fact, jii.stify a far more extended system than, that now propo.sed or eon- 
teiii|)liit.ed. . 

i. Resolved, Tliat the establishment of such a system by this (.om- 
moiuveiiltli, instead of being opposed to, is in strict accord with, llie 
aiitient luid well recognized tlieory of the Democratic party, tlial tlic con¬ 
struction »f works of internal improvement tails exclusively vvithiii the 
dhtic.s iind powers of tho Slate Governments, as contnulistiti^uisked liom 
tile jui'isiliction and powers of the Federal Government, i ho denial ot 
such power to the Slates, or a relusal of its exercise, when carried to its 
necessary logical consequences, would result in the destruction ot the v ei y 
pciiviirot general taxation itself by either Slates, counties, or municip.ili- 
lits, and would impose the whold burden of all (lublic improvements 
exclusively upon those through or along whose property they immedi¬ 
ately passed, and who alone would be supposed to be directly bciiefiled 
llicreby. Such a doctrine is at war with the best interests ot society and 
tlic State, and is utterly hostile to tho lime-honored principles and prae- 
ticcsof the Kentucky Democracy.

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Mr. Buford, from the Committee on Internal Improvement to 
whom the same had been recommitted, reported a bill, entitled 

A bill to reconstruct the dams and repair the locks on the Ken¬ 
tucky river, and regulate the navigation thereof. 

Said bill reads as follows, viz : 

g 1. /?e U enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonweulih ofKa- 
tucky, 'fhat lor the ijnr|) 0 .se of rebuilding the five clams and ropuirin);liit 
loeU.s and lock walls on the Kentucky river, the Commissioners of tlie 
Sinking Fund of Keiuiicky shall appoint a competent engineer to make 
estimate.s of the cost, and plans and specifications for the rehuildinff witk 
stone, in llie most durable manner, of the five dams, and the repiiiringof 
the locks and lock walls on the Kentucky river; said estimates of C'O.'t’.o 
be on the basis of using, in part, convict labor in said works, as well aj 
the cost of said works if done by ordinary labor. Upon the approvalnf 
said estimate of cost, upcon the basis of convict labor in part, by saij 
Commissioners, they shall have the power to contract with the Keeptrof 
the Penitentiary for the use of so much of the convict labor of said peni¬ 
tentiary as they may tlnnk advisable, and upon such terms as may lie 
mutually agreed upon, not to exceed cents per da}' lor each oonviti,

^ 2. If, however, said Commissioners shall fail to make such coiilratl 
for the use of eonvict labor, and shall approve the report of said engin¬ 
eer as to tbe cost, plans and specifications for llie doing of said work by 
ordinary labor, it shall be their duty to advertise for twenty days, in one 
or more newspapers in tbe cities of Frankfort, Louisville, and Cincinuiii

purchased, and of every service rendered us herein authorized, and to

§5. It shall be the duty of said commissioners, upon the receipt ot any 
such statement of a superintendent, to certify to the Auditor of Fublic 
Accounts the amounts due, and to whom due by said statement, and on 
*ktwork due; and it shall be the duty of said Auditor to issue his wal¬ 
nuts on the Treasury for the same, payable out of the fund appropriated 
to the river upon which the work or service mentioned in said certificate 
ws performed.

ftorernor making the appointment shall have been elected, and until a 
successor has been appointed, unless sooner removed by the Governor, 
with consent of the Senate. He shall not bo, during his continuance in 
ollice, intere.sted in any insurance company, except as a policy-holder. 

lisiThe Insurance Commissioner shall I'eceive an annual salaiy of 
«30{)0. There shall also be paid the sums necessary to secure the clerical 
md i'Ctuiu'iiil assistance necessary to the discharge of all the duties devolv- 
inirbylaw on the Department or the Commissioner. 

^4. The State shall not bo responsible for the expense of the establish- 
nient and future management of the Department of Insurance, but the 
same shall be provided for and paid by the lees and allowances named in 
Ibis act. 

§5, The Commissioner may appoint a clerk to assist him in the duties 
of the Department, who shall receive a salary of §2,000 per annum. The 
salary ot the Commissioner and his clerk shall be paid monthly nut of 
die Treasury of the Commonwealth, out of the insurance fund, in the 
same manner as other salaries are paid. The Governor shall assign other 
.clerks to aid the Commissioner when it may become necessary. 

|6. The Commissioner shall a])point one of his clerks to be bis deputy, 
irboshall possess the powers and perform all the duties attached bj’ law 
to (he office of principal, during a vacancy in such office, and during the 
absence or inability of bis principal. The Commissioner and his deputy, 
snd any person authorized by them to peri'oi’m u special duty, shall be 
enipowoi'od to administer oaths in tlie discharge of their several duties.

When a company is to be organized, the persons proposing to 
join the same shall bo directed, by the order of the Governor, to asscni- 
ble at a given time and place within the county. And the AdjutanlGeD- 
eral, or such other mustering officer as the orders of the Governor may 
specially appoint, shall, at the designated time, repair to the place of as¬ 
sembly, and there proceed to enlist the applicants in the manner and 
form herein prescribed. The mustering officer may adjourn the meeting 
from time to time to give the applicants opportunity to come forward and 
enlist. Should any person other than a signer of the original application 
present himself, on the occasion of this original organization, for enlist¬ 
ment, he may bo accepted if a majority' of the applicants consent thereto, 
and the mustering officer votes with them in the affirmative, and the per¬ 
son so offering himself signs the application. 

Election of Officers.

Battalion and Regimental Staff. I 

§ 24. Each battalion shall have a battalion adjutant and a battalion j 
quarter-master, both to be appointed by the Major, subject to the approval 
of the Colonel and the Governor. They shall be selected from the com- i 
pany' officers below tbe rank of Captain ; and the acceptance of such 
appointment shall vacate their positions as company officers. Each regi¬ 
ment shall also have a regimental adjutant and a regimental quarter¬ 
master, to be appointed by' the Colonel, subject to the approval of the 
Governor, from among the company bfificers below the rank of Captain, 
and to vacate their positions as company' officers by acceptance of staff 
appointment. Each battalion and each regiment shall have one sergeant- 
major and one quarter-master sergeant, to be appointed from among the 
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non-ooraraissioned officers, by the battalion or regimental commander. 
Bach battalion shall have an a.ssi.stant surgeon, and each regiment a sur- 
on to be appointed by the Governor. Unattached companies of artil- 
lary or cavalry may each, at the discretion of the Governor, have an 
assistant surgeon, appointed in the same manner as battalion assistant 
surgeons. 

ArtiUery and Cavalry. 

8 25. In addition to the State Guard infantry companies herein author¬ 
ed the Governor may direct the organization of not exceeding four 
companies of light artillery and four companies of cavalry. They shall 
beorganized as similar companies in the army of the United States, and 
elmll be cq^uipped as the Governor may direct. If, in the judgment of 
the Governor, it should become expedient to consolidate the four compa¬ 
nies of cavalry into one organization, he may so direct; and therenjion, 
the battalion shall be entitled to one field officer, of the rank of Major, to 
an adjutant, a quarter-master, a sergeant-major, and a quarter-master ser¬ 
geant. 

General Courts-martial. 

§26. A general court-martial shall be composed of not less than three 
and not more than seven commissioned officers of the line, field, or staff. 
In other respects, except as may be hereinafter specially provided, the 
laws and regulations governing general courts martial in the army of the 
United States shall apply to the State Guard. No general court-martial 
CM be convened except by order of the Governor. 

; Company Courts martial. 

■ §27. A company court-martial, composed of not less than one commis¬ 
sioned officer, maj" be appointed by the company commander to try non¬ 
commissioned officers and privates for such offenses as may be made 
cognizable by such courts by the provisions of this law. The officer 
ordering the court shall not be eligible to sit therein, and the proceedings

Tiie foregoing provision (section 8) of this law, relating to the subordina¬ 
tion of the reserve militia to the civil power when called into active 
gervioe, shall apply with equal force to the State Guard when employed 
iiiacliv'e service.

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Inspector General. 

^ 41. The Adjutant General shall be Inspector General of the forces of 
this State, and shall make such inspection of troops, arms, arsenals, armo¬ 
ries, and public property, as the Governor may direct. 

Armories. 

§ 42. It shall be the duty of the county judge, or of such judge and the 
mayor of a city, where they act conjointly in matters affecting the county 
and city, to provide a suitable armory for safe-keeping of arms, and place 
for drill for the company or companies in each county. 

Equipping Companies. 

§ 43. The Governor, by his regulations and rules for the government of 
the State Guard, as herein authorized, shall pre.scribe the conditions under 
which new companies shall be uniformed and armed, designating the kind 
of uniform each may wear, and the arms they shall use. Ho may, by his 
special order, designate which companies shall bo so, in whole or part, 
equipped; or he may direct that such equipment, in whole or part,shall 
be made the object of competitive drill, discipline, administration, and 
organization. 

Mustering Out. 

§44. The Governor shall have power to direct that any company or 
organization of the State Guard shall be mustered out of service when, 
in his judgment, the interests of the State Guard service require such 
action. No such mustering out of service shall relievo any officer of .iny 
bond he may have executed, for the safe-keeping and return of any public 
property supplied to such company; nor shall any officer, whose resigna¬ 
tion is accepted, bo thereby relieved from any liability under any such 
bond. 

Of Distribution. 

§ 45. The State Guard companies shall be organized in such portions of 
the State as the Governor shall deem best' for the public good, for the pro¬ 
tection of property, and suppression of violence and lawlessness: Proviled, 
That not exceeding five companies, including all arms of the service, shall 
be established in any one county of the Commonwealth. 

Bepealing Clause.

appointment of local boards of health, and a Superintendent of Vital 
Statistics. 


Said bill reads as follows, viz : 

^ V ■ rm ^ enacted by the General Assembly of ike Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, Unit a board is hereby established, which shall bo known under 
the inuno and style of the “State Board of Health.” It shall consist of 
seven members, as follows ; Six members, who shall bo appointed by the 
Governor, with the consent of the Senate, and a secretary, as provided in 
Koftion lour of this act. The six members first appoir'itod shall be so 
designated by the Governor that the term of office of two shall expire 
every two years, on April Ist; thereafter the Governor, with consent of 
the Senate, shall biennially appoint two members, to hold their offices for 
SIX years, ending April 1st. Any vacancy in said board may be filled 
until the next regular session of the Legislature, by the Governor. 

§ 2. I ho Stale Board of Health shall have the general supervision of 
the interests of the health and life of the citizens of this State; shall 
study the vital statistics of this Slate, and endeavor to make intelligent 
and profitable use of the collected records of deaths and sickness among 
the jieople ; they shall make sanitary investigations and inquiries respect¬ 
ing the causes of disease, and especially of epidemics ; the causes of mor¬ 
tality, and the effects of localities, employment, conditions, food, water 
habits, and circumstances on the health bf the people. They 
shall, when required, or when they deem it best, advise officers of the 
government, or with other State Boards, in regard to the location, drain- 
^*^*^*'- 'b'sposal of excreta, heating and ventilation of any 

public in.stitution or building. They shall, from time to time, recommend 
standard works on the subject of hygiene for the use of the schools of the 
State. 

§ 3. The board shall meet semi-annually at Frankfort, and at such other 
places and times as they may deem expedient. A majority shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. They shall choose one of their 
number to be their president, and may adopt rules and hy'-laws, subject to 
the provisions of this act. They' shall have authority to send their sec¬ 
retary' or a committee of the board to any part of the State, when deemed 
necessary, to investigate the causes of any special or unusual disease or 
mortality. 

j) 4. At their first meeting the board shall elect a secretary', who shall, 
by virtue of such election, become a member of the board and its execu¬ 
tive officer. The board may elect one of their own number secretary, in 
which ease the Governor shall appoint another member to complete the 
full number of the board. 
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«5. The secretary shall hold his office so long as he shall faithfully clia- 
cliurge the duties thereof; but may be removed, for just cause, at a regular 
nieetii'S ef the board, a majority of the members voting therefor. He 
gliiill keep bis oflSce at Frankfort, and shall pjerform the duties prescribed 
kihis act, or required b 3 ' the board. He shall keep a record of the trans¬ 
actions of the board, shall have the custody of all books, papers, doou- 
nients,and other property belonging to the board, which may be deposited 
! in his oflice; shall, so far as practicable, communicate with other State 
Boards of Health, and with the local boards within his State; shall keep 
on file all reports received from such boards, and all correspondence of the 
office appertaining to tlie business of the board. He shall, so far as possi¬ 
ble, aid ill obtaining contributions to the library of the board. He shall 
prepare blank forms of returns, and such instructions as may be necessary', 
and forward them to tho local boards throughout the State. Ho shall col¬ 
lect information concerning vital statistics, knowledge respecting diseases, 
and all useful information on the subject of hy'giene, and, through an 
aanual report, and otherwise, as the board may direct, shall disseminate 
sach information among tho people. Also, he shall supply, on demand, to 
[belocal boards of hoallh, reliable vaccine virus for tho gratuitous vaccin¬ 
ation of tbe poor. 

§ 6. The secretary shall receive an annual salary, which shall be fixed by 
the State Board of Health. The board shall quarterly certify the amount 
due him, and, on presentation of said certificate, the Auditor shall draw 
his warrant upon the Treasurer for the amount. The members of the 
board shall receive no per diem compensation for their services, but their 
traveling and other necessary expenses while employed on the business of 
the hoard shall be allowed and paid. 

§7. Tho sum of twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, or so much 
thereof as may be deemed necessary by the State Board of Health, is 
hereby appropriated to pay tho salary of tho secretary, meet the contin¬ 
gent expenses of the ofiBco of the secretary, and tho exfionses of the board, 
which shall not exceed the sum hereby appropriated. Said expenses sliall 
be certified and paid in the same manner as tho salary of tho secretary. 

S8. It shall be the duty of each county court to appoint, for their re¬ 
spective counties, a local board of health, which board shall consist of 
three members, one of whom must be a practicing physician in good 
standing. 

§9. Tho local boards shall make such regulations respecting nuisances, 
sources of filth, the disposal of infected clothing, &c., and the removal of 
the causes of diseases generally, as they shall judge necessary for the 
public health and safety. They shall make a special report to ihe State 
Boiird of Health whenever they deem it expedient, or when required by' 
the State Board so to do. 

§10. The secretary of the State Board of Health shall be the superin¬ 
tendent of vital statistics. Under the general direction of tho Auditor, he 
shall collect these statistics, and prepare'and publish the report required 
hy law relating to births, marriages, and deaths. 

, §11. The Stale Librarian shall provide a suitable room for the meet- 
lugs of the board at Frankfort, and office room for its secretary. 

Ordered, That said bill be read a third time. 

Said bill was read the third.

Tho comtnittee examined some of these fee-bills, both in the hands of 
tbe clerk and of the Auditor, and found that the Commonwealdi pa 3 's for 
Iheserrices rendered bj' the clerk for both the plaintiff and the defend¬ 
ant in criminal cases, which includes both felonies and misdemeanors. 
Whilst the broad and vague language of the act maj^ justify this construc¬ 
tion properly, wo are of opinion that such could hardh- have been the 
intention of the Assembly passing the act, and if such was the intention, 
itougiit not to bo so construed by this Assembly. As to the correctness 
of the charges made under the law, the committee differ somewhat from 
the construction given to that law, in some items. For instance, wi)en a 
recognizance is taken by the cierk in open court, he makes a charge of 
fifty cents for the recognizance and seventy five cents for the bond The 
statute on the subject is vague and susceptible of such a construction, but 
the committee is of opinion that the charge for recognizance of filty cents 
ig all that should be charged, and nothing should be allowed for a bond 
Diiless the bond bo executed by signatures. 

While the coraraitteo are not experts in the matter of fee bills, it is of 
opinion that a system of splitting orders and thus multiplying cliarges 
has crept into practice, which puts a burden on litigants heavier than 
they should bear, and the law should bo amended so that this cannot be 
done. 

The item of ?394 20 is 5 per cent, commission allowed the trustee of 
Ihejury fund on the 87,884 85. This amount of course varies with the 
other item, according to the amount of work done, but it is a commission 
allowed on money paid by the State to the trustee of the jury fund, which 
belongs to the trustee as clerk, and whenever the clerk is likewise trustee, 
it is, in the opinion of the committee, wrong to allow a man commissions 
on his own money. 

The item of 81,085 00 is 5 per cent, commission allowed as to all other 
trustees for similar services ; and as the clerk in this case is also trustee, he 
is entitled to receive it. 

The item of 89.39 20i8 the amount the clerk receives under tho jury 
law, and is, according to the law, applicable to all clerks of the Common¬ 
wealth. 

Beside this compensation, the clerk of tho Jefferson court receives, as 
cleric of the court of common pleas, the same fees allowed all the clerks 
in the Commonwealth for similar services', except that, by special act, he is 
r allowed to charge five cents for each step more than the clerk of the chan¬ 
cery court can charge ; this charge, however, is compensated for by addi¬ 
tional services rendered. 

The cominittoo cannot state accurately what the clerk derives from this 
Source, and can only approximate. It is estimated that there are at least 
1,450 yearly appearances. Of these, at least 250 are defaults. The average 
cost of a default judgment, with one defendant, is 85 65. Adding tho 
amount received from continued cases, it is estimated that the average 
cost of the remaining 1,200 cases would be 810 00 apiece at tbe very 
least; so that the amount, it is estimated, the clerk receives, is 813,412 50. 
Of this amount much is doubtless worthless, and allowing 30 per cent, of 
I it to be uncollectable, leaves a net balance of 89,388 75. 

Of course this is a mere estimate, it being impossible for the committee 
to collate the fees for any one year, 

This amount is largely owing to tire immense amount of business done 
oy the court of common pleas, and to the fact that the law is construed to 
allow charges that the committee think should bo corrected bj’ legisla¬ 
tion. For instance, he charges a fee in every ease for trial, even though 
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the judgment bo bj' default. It seems to the committee that more orders 
are made out of one entry than should be allowed bylaw. 

Owing to the fact that the clerk is compelled to do the business of two 
courts, his expenses are heav}'. 

He has one clerk at §2,500 ; one at |1,200 ; one at §800; one at §600' 
one at §800 ; one at §400; one at §300 ; and two paper clerks at 8300 each' 
besides, lie pajm §100 per annum to the Louisville Court-House Commis¬ 
sioners, and estimates iiis expenses for stationery, &c., &c., at 81,000.

This amount, us above stated, varies with the amount of business done. 

The gross amount paid b.y the State for services in criminal cases, for 
the past eight 3 ’ears, is §69.282 25, making an annual average of 88,660 25. 

It is also believed by the committee, that the average of fees in civil 
cases, for the same time, will'exceed that estimated for the past year. 

But the committee deem this sufficient to point out and justify the rem¬ 
edy', to whicli end we suggest: 

Ist. A repeal of the act of Fehruarj', 1865, and if any fees are allowed 
in criminal cases, let a fixed salarj' be given, not to exceed 82,000. 

2d. A repeal of the law by which the clerk, when lie is trustee of the 
jury fund, gets a commission on his own fees or salarj*. 

3d. Tlie passage of an act bettor defining the items which clerks can 
cluirge, and restricting their power to split tlieir orders, and thus multi- 
plj' their charges and increase llie cost to litigants. 

The committee is of the opinion that the compensation received by the 
clerk is out of proportion to his services, even though those services are 
onerous; and justice to the State and to the citizens demand a remedy such 
as is heroin indicated. 

Second. As to inspector of weights and measures. 

The General Statutes fix tlVe fees of the inspector of weights and meas¬ 
ures in all the counties of the State except Jefferson, and has remitted to 
the county' court of that county the power to fix the fees. In pursuance 
of tliat power, the county' court lias adopted a schedule of fees which will 
be found in the accompanying paper. But the court, at its last February 
session, reduced the fees 20 per cent, from the old rates. 

From an inspection of tlie fee-book of the inspector, we found that 
his fees amounted last fiscal year to §5,789 00, and for the year before, 
§5,972 40. He employs two assistants, one at a salary of § 1 , 100 , and the 
other §300. His fees are not always cash, and a portion are never col¬ 
lected ; but the amount of the annual worthless fees the committee were not 
able to accurately' ascertain, but estimate 10 per cent, as bad. Upon this 
basis bis net revenue is as follows, for last fiscal year ; 
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The comraitteo did not have the time to ascertain the practical advan- 
tawand nooessil}’ for this officer; but ho is absolutely in the possession 
oAhe county officials, who liavo the power to regulate his fees at their 
oiruwili, and if they refuse, the legislative remedy is a repeal of the sec¬ 
tion of the statutes vesting the county court with power to fix the fees, 
and remit the officer to the fees fixed by statute. But as there is now 
pending an act to regulate his fees, the committee will not present any for 
that purpose. 

Third. Commissioner of chancery court. 

The commissioner is allowed by law SI 50 for each deposition of not 
exceeding six pages, and 25 cents for each additional page of 150 words. 
Eeisallowed §5 00 for each conveyance executed by him, and for making 
reports in chancery is allowed such fees as the court may allow; however, 
the fees for making reports are, in practice, generally a matter of agree¬ 
ment. 

Asan illustrative and fair annual estimate of his receipts, we give his 
fees from September 1st, 1876, to September Ist, 1877; 

SaoBntreceived for making settlements by himself and deputies_ $8,560 00 

This does nbt include his fees for making conveyances nor for taking 
depositions. We find that his time is about consumed in making reports, 
and that his deputies take the depositions and get the fees therefor. 

Whilst he has no salaried" deputies, a portion of his fees for making 
reports go to deputies who make certain of his reports. The amount 
collected for the time above mentioned was §7,760 00, but the great mass 
of his fees are always good. 

The committee is not familiar with the practice in the court of which 
he is commissioner, but suggest that it would be wise and just to litigants 
that bis compensation be fixed at a certain sum for each day he is employed 
on a report, which sum shall not be exceeded except by consent of parties 
in interest. 

Fourth. As to clerk of chancery court.

is of opinion, will reach_ $23,000 00

This amount, of courso, varies with the business done; but, from our 
Elimination, we think it has not fallen under §8,000 net profit a year. 

Prom an examination of the fee-bills, it seems to the committee that 
the law of fees should be so amended as to better define the charges for 
such services, especially in the matter of orders, as above stated, with 
inference to the clerk of the circuit court. Under the law, as it exists, 
to sufficient check is put upon splitting entries into orders. 
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The clerk of this court is entitled to no greater compensation tlianoih? 
clerks for similar services, except that he gets 5 cents for a step morethf 
other clerks. But, as above stated, this is given for extra services reonir!'! 
to be performed by him. ^ ™ 

Fifth. By an act approved March 3d, 1860, the Louisville Court house 
Commissioners were created as a body corporate. * 

By this act it is provided that for fuel, lights, and cleaning the Jefferson 
county court house, the State shall pay 33 per cent., the city of Louisville 
33 per cent., the county of Jefferson 11 per cent., and the residue by the 
ofiBcials occupying same, including the circuit court clerk and the 4an. 
eery court clerk—the State’s proportion of the cost to be annually certified 
to the Auditor for payment. 

Since the passage of this act the State has annually paid her assess- 
•ment, which varies each year—in 1876 she paid *1,665 35; in 1877 she 
paid *902 38. 

This State does not pay *2 a day to the jailer for furnishing fuel, &c., 
during each day of the session of the circuit, chancery, or common pleas 
court, but for his services as jailer she does pay the same that she pays to 
the jailer in any other county for his services in attending court, in bring¬ 
ing out prisoners for trial, &c., for which she paid from January, 1877, to 
January, 1878, the sum of *418. 

It is difficult to see upon what principle the State should be compelled 
to contribute to furnish fuel and lights and a janitor for the court-house 
in Louisville, more than for any other county in the Commonwealth, and 
the committee recommend a repeal of so much of said act as requires the 
State to pay anything more to Jefferson than she pays to any other county 
for court house purposes. 

The committee is of opinion, that if the suggestions contained herein 
are crystalized into laws, it will be to the advantage to the State and to 
the citizens of Louisville and Jefferson county’, and if made to take effect 
at the proper t.ime after their passatce, will not be unjust to the officials 
themselves who may fill these positiorrs. 

The committee will present such acts as, in their judgment, will carry 
out the views herein expressed.

(rictof Kentucky ; and wliereas, it was provided by the ninth and tenth 
lections of an act of the Commonwealth of Virginia, entitled “An act 
concerning the erection of the district of Kentucky into an independent 
State,” approved December 18th, 1789, that no grant of land issued by 
Ihe State of Kentucky should interfere with anj' warrant issued by the 
Commonwealth of Virginia, and that all lands appropriated bj’ the Com¬ 
monwealth of Virginia to individuals or descriptions of individuals should 
beexemptfrom disposition by the State of Kentucky, but should remain 
snbject to the disposition of the Commonwealth of Virginia ; and where¬ 
as after many thousand acres of land had been appropriated by the said 
Commonwealth of Virginia west of the Tennessee river, the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky, by an act of the General Assembly approved Feb- 
rnary 14, 1820, directed all tbe lands west of the Tennessee river to bo 
laid off into townships and sections; and by an act of said General As¬ 
sembly approved January 3, 1825, directed all the said lands to be sold; 
bntthel4tli section of the act last cited provided that if any lands sold 
under said act should be taken from the purchaser or his assignee by a 
prior claim adverse to the title acquired by the sale and purchase under 
this State, the said purchaser or person claiming under him should re¬ 
ceive the amount of the original purchase money paid to the State with¬ 
out interest; and whereas, by an act of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky approved February' 25, 1836, the 14th sec¬ 
tion of the act of 1825 was repealed; and whereas, it is represented to 
this General Assembly that various persons have entered or purchased, 
and they .or their assignees hold the State title to, land w'ithin large mil- 
ilarj-, treasury warrants, and other surveys, which have, by legal and 
judicial trial, some in the Supreme Court of the United States and some 
in the Appellate Court of this State, been established and adjudged to be 
snperior to the State title; wherefore. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That all persons, their heirs or assigns, who purchased or entered 
lands lying west of the Tennessee river before the 1st day of January, 
1837, and hold the patent of this Commonwealth for the same, and who 
lost such lands by the superiority of titles derived under treasury war¬ 
rants, military warrants, or survey's, shall have refunded to them the 
amount, without interest, paid for such lands so purchased or entered; 
and the Auditor of Public Accounts shall, upon proper proof, issue his 
warrant for the same. 

§2. Before any money shall be paid by the Auditor under this act, the 
parties claiming the same shall produce to him satisfactory evidence that 
the land entered or purchased by them lies within the boundaries of a 
treasury warrant or other survey which has been judicially established 
to be superior to the State title by the Supreme Court of the United 
Stales or by the Appellate Court of this Commonwealth, and the pub¬ 
lished opinion of either of the said courts shall be received as conclusive 
evidence of the superiority of the treasury warrant or other title over 
the State title. That the aflddavit of any county or ex-county surveyor of 
the county where the land may be situated, or other evidence competent 
hy the rules of the common or statute laws, shall be received by the said 
Auditor as evidence that the land claimed to be lost lies within the bound- 
sry of a military, treasury warrant, or other survey established as re¬ 
quired above; and he may require such other evidence as he shall deem 
uecessary to establish the facts in each case.

§3. The capital stock of the Kentucky River Slack-water Navigation 
Company shall be three millions of dollars (S3,000,000), in shares of one 
liondred dollars (SlOO) each, which may be subscribed by any individual, 
city, town, magisterial precinct, or county or corporation, created by the 
laws of this State ; but no county, town, city, or precinct shall be permit¬

Amend the fourteenth section by inserting after the word “right,” in 
the fourth line, the following words, viz; “ Under tho control and super¬ 
vision of the Legislature of Kentucky,” 

Amend tho eighteenth section by adding thereto the following words, 
viz; “And the said Commonwealth may, at any time within said sixty 
years, take possession of said locks, dams, fixtures, property, etc., by pay¬ 
ing, or offering to pay, unto said company the prime cost thereof and six 
percent, interest thereon from the date of such expenditures. 

And the question being taken on the adoption of said amendments, 
it was decided in the negative. 

The substitute heretofore offered by Mr. C. T. Allen is as follows, 


§ 1, Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the Gommomoealth of Ken- 
tiickii, That , and 

their .successors, be, and they aro hereby, incorporated and created a body- 
corporate and politic, for the period of fifty years, in and under the name 
and style of the Kentucky River Improvement Company; and in that 
name may purchase, own, use, and convey' such real and personal estate 
as may be necessary for the purposes hereinafter specified in this act; may 
sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, contract and be contracted with, 
have and use a common seal, and alter and break the same at pleasure. 
Said corporators shall, on Wednesday, the 22d day of May, 1878, meet in the 
city of Frankfort, for the purpose of organizing said company. For the 
purpose of said organization, a majority of the incorporators above named 
shall constitute a quorum. At said meeting, the incorporators shall elect 
one of their number president, another vice president, another secretary, 
and another treasurer, each of which officers shall discharge the duties 
usually incumbent upon such officers in incorporated companies. 

§ 2. The president of said company, acting in pursuance of an order 
entered upon the record-book of said company, may, at any time, call 
upon, in writing, the mayor of any city, the board of trustees of any town. 
Ortho county judge of any county, in this Commonwealth, and request of 
him that he submit, at an early day, to the qualified voters of his city, 
town, or county, the question: “Shull the county of (or city of , 

or town of , as the case may' be) subscribe $ stock in the Ken¬ 

tucky River Improvement Company?” When said request, in writing, is 
made to the mayor of any city, the board of trustees of anyr town, or 
county judge of any county, in tiiis Commonwealth, by tlie president of 
8aid company, it shall be the duty of said mayor, board of trustees, or 
county judge to submit said question to the quitlified voters of said city, 
town, or county, within sixty days after the date of said written request; 
and said election shall be held and conducted in the same manner, by 
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similar officers, in and bj’ wliicli elections for State and county officers arc 
held and conducted. It sliall be the duty of the said mayor, l)oar(l of 
trustees, or count}- judge to furnish, at the expense of said city, town or 
count}-, to the officers of the election in said city, tovvn, or county, poll- 
books. in which there shall be a column for the names of voters 'a col¬ 
umn headed “Yes” and column headed “No;” and to each voter this 
question shall be ])ut by one of the officers of election, viz; “Are you in 
tavor of this county (city or tovvn, as the case may be) subscribing ? 
stock in the Kentucky Kiver Improvement Company ?” The voter’s name 
.shall bo written in the proper column, and if he answers the above ques¬ 
tion in the affirmative, the figure 1 shall be written in the column headed 
“Yes,” opposite his name; if he answer in the negative, the figure 1 shall 
bo written in the column headed “No,” opposite his name. The polls at 
said election shall bo opened at 6 o’clock, A. M., and shall stay onen, if 
voters are present desiring to vote, until 6 o clock, P M. After the polls 
have closed, the officers of said election shall forthwith proceed to count 
the vote for and against the subscription of stock, certify the said vote, 
over their signatures, or over the signature of any two of said officers, to 
the presiding judge of the said county, chairman of the board of trustees 
of said town, or mayor of said city, as the case may be, within forty-eight 
hours after said polls have closed. 

§ 3. When the said county judge, mayor of said city, or ebairraan of 
the board of trustees of said tovvn, has received the returns from the 
various precincts in said county, city, or tovvn, he shall, vvithin forty-eight 
hours thereaftei-, proceed to count the vote for and against said subscrip¬ 
tion in said county, city, or tovvn, and shall immediately certify the same 
to the president of said company. 

§ 4. When the ])residont ot said company shall have received informa¬ 
tion from each of the counties, cities, and towns in which an election was 
ordered, he shall forthwith call a meeting of the incorporators named 
herein at the city of Frankfort, and shall submit to them all information 
ho has concerning the elections held in the various counties, cities, and 
tovvns. Il, u])on a count, it is ascertained that the sum of S400.000 in the 
aggregate baa been voted by the said citie.s, counties, and tovvns, then it 
shall be the duty of said incorporators, by an order entered upon their 
record-book, to direct the president to inform the county judges of the 
counties, the mayors of the cities, and boards of trustees of the towns 
voting said slock, the amounts voted by each, and the aggregate amount 
voted by all. 

g 5. When the county judges of the counties, mayors of the city or 
cities, boards of trustees of the towns voting said stock, shall have re¬ 
ceived the information from the president of said company referred to in 
the preceding section, each of them shall forthwith take the necessary 
steps lor issuing the bonds of said counties, cities, or towns, respectively, 
lor the amount voted by said county, city, or town; and said bonds shiill 
run twenty years, bear interest at the rate of seven per cent., and be issued 
in denominations of one hundred, five hundred, and one thousand clolliuj, 
with coupons attached for the payment of interest annually. Said bonds 
and coupons shall be signed by the county judge and county court clerk 
of ihe<,county, by the mayor of the city and clerk of tbe city coiincd, or 
by chairman and secretary of the board of trustees of the tovvn. ben 
said bonds are issued and signed as above required, the county judif®’ 
mayoi- of the city, or chairman of the board of trustees, shall delivei 
them to the president of Said company; but before the said bonds are so 
delivered, the county judges of the counties voting stock, acting in con- 
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junction witli the magistrates of said county, and the city council of anj- 
eity voting stock, and the board of trustees of any town voting stock, 
elmll appoint throe prudent, discreet, and intelligent citizens of tlie said 
cities, towns, and counties, respectively, who shall be known as the direct¬ 
ors of the said county, city, or town in the said Kentucky Kiver Improve¬ 
ment Company. The county judge of the counties, the maj^or ot tiie city 
or cities, and the chairman of the board of trustees of tlie town, after said 
directors are appointed as required in this section, shali, respectively, 
notify tlie president of said company of the fact of said appointment of 
directors, stating the names and post ofl^ce address of each. Eacli director 
80 appointed shall hold his office for two y'ears, and until his successor 
shall bo appointed. All vacancies occurring by death, rcsigrialiou, or 
otherwise, among the directors, in any county, shall bo filled in the same 
m.anner in which the original director was appointed. 

§G. When the president of said company shall have received from the 
county judges, mayors of cities, and chairmen of boards of trustees, the 
notification required of them by the preceding section, it sliall be liis duty 
to call a meeting of said directors, within the next succeeding thirty days, 
ill the city of Frankfort. A majority' of said directors shall constitute a 
quorum tor the transaction of business; and at said meeting, presided over 
by the president of said company, the directors shall forthwith proceed to 
the reorganization of said company by electing a president, a vice presi¬ 
dent, a secretary, and a treasurer. No one shall be an officer in said 
company unless he be a director. The duties of the respective officers 
sliull be defined and regulated by the by-laws, which the directors are 
hereby empowered and authorized to adopt: Provided, They do not con¬ 
flict with the laws or Constitution of this State or of the United States. 
The directors shall bo known and styled as the “Board of Directors of 
the Kentucky' River Improvement Company.” 

^7. The treasurer of said company shall give bond, with two or more 
8uretic,s, to bo approved by the board of directoi's of said company, in the 
Slim of (@50,000) fifty thousand dollars, and his salary, as well as the sal- 
.H'ies of all other officers of said company shall bo regulated by' the by¬ 
laws of said company, and the same may be changed at any' time; and 
any of said officers may be removed from office by' a majority-of the said 
board. 

§8. When the company shall have been reorganized, as required by 
the preceding sections, the board of directors shall take charge of the 
bonds of the. counties, cities, and towns, placed in the hands of the presi¬ 
dent as required by section — of this act, and sell the same on the best 
terms possible; and to negotiate the sale of said bonds, the board ot direct¬ 
ors,are empowered to employ any person whom they may select as their 
agent, and compensate him in any manner agreed upon; but only fifty' 
thousand dollars of said bonds shall be sold at one time, or under one 
order of the board of directors, and that amount shall bo apportioned pro 
rata among the bonds of the several counties, cities, and towns. 

I 9. When the bonds of any county, city, or town are sold by the said 
board of directors, the secretary of said board shall issue to said county, 
city, or town, certificates of stock to the-amount of the bonds so sold. 

§ 10. It shall be lawful, at any time after the subscription ot stock to 
the amount of five hundred thousand dollars, and the sale of such an 
amounUof the bonds at one time as the board of directors may deem 
necessary, for the president, under an order of the said board of direct¬ 
ors, to call on the Governor of the Common tv ealth, Irom time to lime, for 
nnj' number of able-bodied male convicts, not exceeding in the aggregate 
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five hundred; and when so called on, the Governor shall forthwith issn 
his requisition upon the Keeper, Lessee, or Warden of Penitentiary foJ 
the said number of able-bodied male convicts. Upon such requisition it 
shall be the duty of the said Keeper, Lessee, or Warden to deliver to the 
agent or agents of said board of directors, in the city of Frankfort the 
said number of convicts, to be used by and under the direction of said 
boai-d of directors on any part of the improvements contemplated by this 
act. 

g 11. The said board of directors, after receiving said convicts shall 
provide all the means required to feed, guard, and clothe said convicts 
and to furnish the necessary medical attention to the same; and said con¬ 
victs shall, at all times, be treated with humanit}’, fed on an abundance of 
good and healthy food, and shall not be required to labor.move than ten 
hours out of each twenty-four. Should said board of directors,or their 
agents, violate any of the provisions of this act concerning the proper 
care of said convicts, it shall bo the duty of the Governor, upon proper 
investigation, and upon being satisfied that the said convicts have been 
or are being improperly treated or negligently cared for, to take such 
steps as may, in his opinion, be necessary to secure a compliance with the 
provisions of this act. 

§ 12. The board of directors of said company shall have the authority 
to employ such engineers, skilled workmen, superintendents, guards, and 
other agents as mayq in their opinion, bo necessary to carry on the work 
contemplated by this act. 

§ 13. To the said board of directors, and their successors, are herohy 
given and granted the five locks and dams, together with all lands, tene¬ 
ments, and appurtenances thereunto belonging, now in and upon the 
Kentudky river; and to them is also given and granted the power and 
authority to build as many additional locks and dams in said river and its 
tributaries as they may deem necessary; Provided, The said additional 
locks shall have the same capacity, and shall not have less draft of water 
than the said five locks now in said river. The present five locks and 
dams maj’ be rebuilt or repaired in a substantial manner, and the addi¬ 
tional locks and dams may be constructed of stone or limber, as the board 
of directors may determine; and the further authority is hereby given to 
said company' to remove from the bed and banks of said river all obstruc¬ 
tions to the free and safe navigation thereof, and to erect such additional 
wing walls, dams, or betterments as may be necessary to that end. 

§ 14. The board of directors, through their agent, shall have power to 
make any and all contracts necessary for the purpose of acquiring title 
to real estate on the banks of said river, needed for abutments of dams, 
the location of lock-houses, etc., and may contract in respect to damages 
in regard to lands which may be overflowed by the building of dams; and 
also to contract for the use of any quarries for stone, gravel, or for other 
material needed for said improvement; or, if deemed necessary', may 
proceed to have such quarries, lands, &c., condemned by writ of ad quod, 
damnvm, and i-egular proceedings thereon. The said board of directors 
shall also have power to build toll houses, establish mill-seats, and to lease 
the water-povver on said river for manufacturing purposes. 

§ 15. The said board of directors shall have power to appoint as many 
lock keepers and collectors of tolls as they may deem necessary, and pre¬ 
scribe their duties, take bonds from them for the faithful performance of 
their trusts, and remove them at their pleasure; they shall also have 
authority' to establish, from time to time, a rate of tolls ahd tonnage 
duties upon all crafts, freight, and passage. 
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UB. That neither the company hereby incorporated, nor any officer or 
director thereof, shall own, possess, rent, hire, or hold any interest in an_y 
tost or other craft engaged in the general trade on said river; but I'or 
the purpose of building or repairing of said locks and dams, or for the 
transportation of their own material, the said company may have the au¬ 
thority to use any craft whatever. 

S17, For the purpose of redeeming the bonds herein authorized to be 
issued by counties, cities, and towns, and paying the interest thereon, the 
court of claims of the respective counties, the city council of the city or 
cities, the board of trustees of the tovvn or towns issuing said bonds, are 
hereby authorized to levy an annual ad valorem tax upon all property in 
their re.spective counties, towns, or cities subject to taxation for State, 
county, and city purposes, at a rate not exceeding fifty cents on the one 
hundred dollars’ worth of property. Tlie sheriffs of the respective coun- 
tte,and collecting officers of the respective cities and towns, are charged 
mth the collection of said tax, and shall be responsible therefor on their 
offiuifil bonds. Bach county, city, or town where bonds are issued for the 
benefit of the company herein incorporated shall have a board of sinking 
iund commissioners, composed of three citizens of said county, city, or 
town, one of whom shall be known as the treasurer of the sinking fund 
commissionors of said county, city, or town, who shall give bond, wjtb 
good security, to be approved by the county court of said county, city 
council of said city, or board of trustees of said town, and whose duty it 
shall be to receive from tiie sheriff or collecting officer the tax herein 
authorized to be collected ; and said treasurer shall use said tax for the 
purpose of paying the annual interest on the bonds of said county, city, 
or town, and also for the purpose of accumulating a fund with which to 
redeem said bonds at their maturity. 

§18. The Legislature of Kentucky reserves to itself the right, at any 
time, to take charge, buy, own, and possess, for the benefit of the State, 
the locks and dams, toll-houses, lands, tenements, and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging, by paying in money to the counties, cities, and 
towns the amount which they respectively subscribed on stock to said 
Kentucky Eiver Improvement Company, with six per cent, interest from 
the date of said bonds up to the date of said payment: Provided, All the 
bonds representing said stock were sold; if not sold, then the State shall 
be required to pay only an amount equal to the amount of bonds sold. 

§ 19. The tolls collected on said river shall be paid over at the end of 
each month by the toll collectors, or oftener, if required by the hoard of 
directors, to the treasurer of the said company. The money arising from 
tolls, leases of water, and from all other sources, shall be safely kept by 
the treasurer under the direction of the said board, and shall be devoted, 
first, to the repair of the locks and dams on said river, and to all other 
purposes necessary to the full and safe navigation of said river ; secondly, 
to the payment of salaries of the officers ; and if, after poaying such ex¬ 
penses, any balance remains in the hands of the treasurer, it shall be appor¬ 
tioned pro rata among the counties, cities, or towns whose bonds have been 
sold for the benefit of said company, and paid over by the treasurer to the 
treasurer of the sinking fund commissioners in the respective counties, 
cities, and towns, to be used by him in the payment of interest and prin¬ 
cipal of the bonds of said county, city, or town issued for the benefit of 
said company. 

§20. INotbing in this act shall be construed as placing the State under 
»ny obligations whatever to aid the said company in the improvement of 
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said river, furtlier than the donation to said company of the labor of fi ' 
hundred convicts from the penitentiary. ' 

§ 21. Should the counties, cities, and towns, to whom an appeal is mnH 
by said company for a subscription of stock, refuse to subscribe in tl 
aggregate, the sum of §400,000, then, and in that event, this act slnll ! 
a nullity, and shall have no force or effect whatever. ‘ ' 

And the question being taken on the adoption of said substitute ii 
was decided in the negative. 

Mr. C. T. Allen moved to reconsider the vote by which said substi¬ 
tute was rejected. 

And the question being taken on the adoption of said motion, it 
was decided in the affirmative. 

Mr. C. T. Allen, with the consent of the House, withdrew said 
substitute. 

Ordered, That the original bill, as amended, be engrossed and read 
a third time.

by the county court of Leslie county. 

§ f. An election shall be held in said county on the first Monday of 
August next tor the election of circuit court clerk, county' court clerk, a 
presiding judge of said county court, sheriff, jailer, coroner, assessor of 
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tax and county attorney, and two justices of the peace and one constable 
in kch justices’ district in said county, as hereinbefore provided. The 
peiwins who act as sheriff of the election shall meet at the house of John 
[e'vison the third du}’ after the election, and careful 1}^ compare the polls, 
and shall sign the certificates of the election of the persons elected to 
each office, designating the person who received the highest number of

§7. The county court of Leslie county shall provide suitable buildings 
In which to hold the circuit and county courts and to keep the clerk’s 
offices until public buildings shall bo provided ; and while courts are held 
at the places so provided all advertisments, notices, &c., required to be put 
up at the court-house door, or sales or other acts to be done at the court¬ 
house door, shall be legal and binding if done at the place provided for 
holding courts as aforesaid. 

18. That Willis D. Sizemore, of Olay county’, be, and he is hereby, ap¬ 
pointed a commissioner, and he, with the necessary’ assistance that he may' 
oall to his aid, shall run and plainly mark the boundary line of Leslie 
county as provided in tiie first section of this act. He shall make out dupli- 
tftte certificates of his work, transmit one to the Secretary of State, to be 
filed by him in his office, and he shall deliver the other to the county 
court clerk of Leslie county, to be filed in his office, after being first re¬ 
corded in the order-book of the county’ court. 

§ 9. The county’ court of Leslie county shall allow each of the commis¬ 
sioners named in this act, and to their assistants, reasonable compensa- 
hon for their services, to be paid out of the county’ levy. 

§ 10. The assessors of tax of the several counties from which Le.slie 
county is formed shall, for the year 1878, proceed, as though this act had 
cot passed, to take in the list of taxable property, except that they shall 
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make out separate book.? of that portion of tlieir re.spective counties tliat 
has been taken off to Leslie and return tlie same to the county court of 
Leslie countJ^ 

§ 11. The county court of Leslie county shall have the use of the jaila 
of either of the counties from which it. is taken, and the jailers shall 
receive all persona committe.d from Leslie conntj' under the same rules as 
it committed from either of the counties from whicli it is taken. 

§ 12. The Secretary of State shall furnish the county of Leslie-, and its 
several officera, with all the books now allowed by law to the several 
counties and officers of other counties of this Commonwealth. 

§ 13. The county of Leslie is hereby attached to the first judicial dis¬ 
trict for the election of Judge of the Court of Appeals, and the fifteenth 
judicial district for the holding of circuit courts; and the times for hold¬ 
ing the circuit courts in said county shall be on the Mondays succeeding 
the Breathitt circuit courts, and continue six judicial days at each term 
if the business so require it. 

§ 14. The several counties from which Leslie is taken shall have juris¬ 
diction to their limits, the same as before this act was passed, until Leslie 
county shall have elected officers, and they have qualified, as required 
heroin.

^1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
luctij/, That George fl. Pendleton, John W. Stevenson, Wm. Ernst, George 
I P.Bowler, and Peter Zinn, and their associates and successors, be, and are 
' liercby, created a body-corporate and politic, under the name and style of 
the ilaysville and Lexington Railroad Company, Northern Division, for 
the purpose of operating the Maysville and Lexington Railroad, North¬ 
ern liirision, of which they are the owners, by title derived from tlie pur- 
chiisers thereof, under judgment and order of sale in the United States 
Circuit Court, District of Kentucky; and shall have, use, anil enjoy all 
the powers, privileges, rights, and franchises contained in the original 
charter of the Maysville and Lexington Railroad, and the acts amenda¬ 
tory thereof, bat subject to the limitations as to charges on freight pro¬ 
vided by the amendments to said original charter, and all other limitations 
and restrictions. 

§2. The said company shall have the power to purchase or construct 
railroads, which connect with the main track of the road, through and 
beyond the counties of Pendleton, Nicholas, Bracken, Fleming, JIason, or 
any railroad passing through said counties, or any other counties, and 
connecting with said road, or may lease the whole, or any part of any 
each railroad, either partly constructed or to be constructed, or to take 
slock in the same, or in any company owning or running any railroad by 
lease or otherwise; or said company may lease their own road, or any por¬ 
tion thereof, on such terms as may be deemed advisable; Provided, That 
the powers granted in this section shall not be exercised until approved 
by a majority in interest of the stockholders of said company, at a regu¬ 
lar meeting, or a meeting called for that purpose. 

13. That the said company shall have power to purchase and retire by 
cancellation such amounts of the stock of its company’ as the board of 
directors may’ consider proper: Provided, No purchase of said stock shall 
be made, except from the net earnings of the road, after paying the inter¬ 
est on their indebtedness. All such purchases shall be reported to the 
annual meeting of the stockholders, a majority of whom shall have power 
to suspend, for the time being, any further purchases of such stock. 

§4. The said railroad and its property shall be subject to taxation under 
tbegeneral law relating to the taxation of railroads. 

§5. This act shall be in force from and after its passage.

/«c/vy, ihat the clerk of any court of this Commonwealth having origi¬ 
nal criminal jurisdiction shall have, as compensation for services rendered 
by him for the Commonwealth in criminal eases, the sum of three dollare 
or each felony case of which disposition shall be made by final triiil in 
the court of v^iich ho is clerk. Such compensation shall be payable out 
of the public Treasury of this Commonwealth, but nothing shall bo paid 
for such services until after final trial of the case; Provided, That the pro¬ 
visions of tins act shall not apply to the clerk of the Jefferson circuit 
court until July 1st, 1879. 

§ 2. lhat at each term of any such court, the clerk thereof may make 
out an account in his favor against the Commonwealth, showing the num¬ 
ber of felony cases of which disposition has been made by final trial in 
said court at that term thereof, and showing the name of the defendant 
or defendants in each case, and the amount to which he is entitled. The 
\^*ii ®®'^ch account by his affidavit, and the judge of the court 
shall examine such account, and if he find it correct, he shall so certify 
thereon in writing. When any such account shall be presented to the 
Auditor of Public Accounts so verified and certified, he shall draw his 
warrant in favor of such clerk upon the public Treasurer for the amount 
thereof. > 

. § 3. ihat no compensation, other than that for which provision is here- 
in niade, shall be paid by the Commonwealth to the clerk of any court of 
this Oommonwealth for.services rendered by him in behalf of the Common¬ 
wealth in any misdemeanor or felony case. 

§4. That all general laws and all special laws in conflict herewith be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. 

§ 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from its passage.

Hon. Ed. W. Turner, Speaker of House of Representatives: 

Sir: I have the honor to communicate for the information of the House 
of fiepresentatives, as requested by resolution adopted on the 23d inst., 
that the authority under which licenses were issued to L. 0. Adams, and 
toother persons not citizens of this State, to do insurance business in this 
Commonwealth, is contained in the following section of the act approved 
March 12, 1870, for the incorporation and regulation of fire and other 
insurance companies: 

“§25. It shall not bo lawful for any agent of any insurance company 
not incorporated by the laws of this State to do business of insurance in 
this State without first obtaining license from the Auditor of Public Ac¬ 
counts. Before the Auditor shall issue such license to any such agent, 
every such company or association shall furnish to him the certificate of 
the Commissioner of Insurance that such company has fully complied with 
the laws of this State respecting it, and has the required capital, not im¬ 
paired beyond the designated limit, and is in a sound and solvent condition; 
whereupon the Auditor shall furnish to such agents ns the company du-ects 
a copy of the Commissioner’s certificate, to be prepared by the Bureau of 
Insurance, and licenses to transact the business of insurance as agents for 
said company.” 

It will be observed that there is nothing in the foregoing law which 
provides where an insurance agent shall reside, or in wliat State he shall 
hold his citizenship. But it does provide, and make it mandatory on the 
Auditor, that when an insurance company complies with the laws of this 
State, that he shall license such agents as the company may apply for.

^ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth nf Ken¬ 
tucky, That whenever any contractor with the Stale to do any public work 
lor the State, or any company incorporated under the laws of this State 
to improve the navigation of any river in this Commonwealth, shall ap¬ 
ply to the Governor of this State for any convict laborer confined within 
the Penitentiary under sentence to hard labor, and shall execute bond, 
with four or more good sureties, to the Commonwealth of Kentucky, con¬ 
ditioned that they will care for and provide for the convicts, and defray 
all expenses hereinafter enjoined, and return the convicts to the Keeper of 
the Penitentiary well clothed, when the work they have undertaken has 
been completed, or they have permanently ceased to carry on their work, 
there shall be furnished said contractor or company, bj’ the Keeper of the 
Penitentiary, upon the written order of the Governor, free from cost, a 
force of not exceeding at any o-ne time, to all contractors and companies 
who may apply therefor, five hundred able-bodied male convict laborers, 
and shall continue to furnish that number, without cost, so long as said 
contractors or companies shall keep them actually employed upon said 
works: Provided, That the force within the walls of the Penitentiary shall 
not be reduced below five hundred, without the consent in writing of the 
Keeper: And provided, That should any contractor or company fail to care 
and provide tor the convicts as hereinafter required, or shall return their 
force to the Penitentiary, they shall not thereafter have the right to de¬ 
mand any of said convict laborers: And provided further. That said con¬ 
tractors or companies shall feed and clothe said convicts, and defray all 
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hereinafter required at their own exclusive expense; and no 


expenses 

convict shall be worked by said contractors or companies except able- 
' hodied males, whose term of service shall expire within five years from 
the time they are put to labor on said works. 

§2. Any contractor or company applying for and receiving convict 
laborers under this act shall, at their own expense, furnish the necessary 
ffuards; feed and clothe the convicts comfortably, giving them coffee at 
Feast once every day; provide suitable and comfortable quarters, and suffi¬ 
cient beds and bedding to make them comfortable ; pay all necessary 
^ physician’s bills, and all the necessary expenses of maintaining them ; 
and shall furnish the clothing, and furnish transportation to the county 
from which the convict was sent to all convicts whose term of service 
expire or may be pardoned whilst in their employ. 

■ §3. The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund shall select and employ, 

’ at a rate to be fixed by them, not to exceed at the rate of one thousand 
dollars per annum, but to be paid by the company or contractor, one 
reputable and competent physician for such contractor or company tak¬ 
ing convict laborers, whose duty it shall be to examine, weekly, into 
the health and situation of each convict, as also the treatment they have 
received, the character and quality of the food furnished, the quality and 
sufficiency of clothing, beds and bedding given them, the suitableness and 
healtlifulness of their quarters, and whether any convict is kept at work 
when, from disease, he is unfit for labor, and report the same to the Gov¬ 
ernor; whereupon, if it appears that any convict is required to work when, 
by disease, he is unfit, or the convicts are not properly clothed, fed, pro¬ 
vided for, and humanely treated, it shall bo the duty of the Governor to 
direct the Attorney General to file an information or presentment in the 
name of the Commonwealth of Kentucky against said company or con¬ 
tractor therefor, in the Franklin circuit court; and, upon conviction there¬ 
of, said contractor or company shall be fined in a sum of not less than one 
hundred nor more than one thousand dollars; and, upon a second convic¬ 
tion, shall forfeit the use of the convict labor. 

^4. For any failure to do any and all things required in this act, or 
defray the expenses incurred under it, or to return the convicts when and 
at the time required and as required, the State, or any person aggrieved, 
shall also have the right to maintain a civil action for damages upon the 
bond provided in the first section of this act. 

§ 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage: 
Provided, That nothing in this act shall be construed as requiring the 
present Keeper, during his present term, to deliver the convict laborer 
against his will, nor shall the State be in an/way held responsible should 
. be refuse. 

§6. The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund shall employ not less 
than three persons, none of whom shall in any^ way be connected with 
tho business of the penitentiary, whose duty it shall be to examine weekly 
into the treatment and health of the convicts, and whether their diet is 
sufficient and healthy, and whether their employment is injurious to health, 
and report monthly to the Governor in writing. 

'§ 7. That no prisoner now confined in the penitentiary, and no person 
who may be hereafter sentenced to confinement in the penitentiary for 
crime heretofore committed, shall be required to work outside of the prison 
Walls in pursuance of the provisions of this act, unless he shall consent 
in writing so to do, which writing shall be subscribed by him and attested 
in his presence by two subscribing witnesses thereto. The judgment of 
courts in future convictiohs for offenses hereafter committed may provide 
for working the convicts as provided in this act.

The hour of 10:10 o’clock, A. M., having arrived, the House took 
up the special order of the day for that.hour, viz : a bill, entitled 
A bill to branch the Kentucky Penitentiary and other purposes. 
Said bill reads as follows, viz : 


§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, That for the purpose and with a view to the erection of a Branch 
Pen itentiarj' as hereinafter provided, the Governor shall, within sixty 
days alter the passage of this act, ajipoint a commission, consisting of 
three intelligent and discreet residents of the State of Kentucky, who 
shall be known and styled “The Penitentiary Commission.” Said Com¬ 
mission, when appointed and notified thereof, shall, if they accept said 
appointment, within one month after their appointment, take an oath to 
faithfully perlorm the duties herein assigned them, and shall each give 
bond and good security to tho Commonwealth in the penal sum of S5,000, 
conditioned for the faithlul and honest discharge of their duties, and for 
the laithful keeping and disbursing of any and all moneys that may corao 
into their hands, which bond shall be taken by the Governor and by him 
safely kept. 

^2. Said Commission shall, after the qualification, proceed to select a 
site and to jmrehase grounds suitable for the erection of a Branch Peni¬ 
tentiary. In tho selection of a location said Commission shall do so w'ith 
reference to the accessibility of the place, health, and building materials. 
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and shall give the preference to the southern portion of tlie Slate., Said 
CoramiBsion shall purchase not less than ten nor more tlian Slleen acres 
of land for said Brandi Penitential-}', and the cost tliereof sliall not exceed 
51,500. Before said purchase is finally eon.sunimatod, the same shall be 
reported by said Commission to the G-overnor, Auditor, and Attorney Gen¬ 
eral; and if the location chosen, and the site selected, and tlio price and 
title to said land is approved by them, said Commissioners may cause a 
deed to the land so purchased to be made to the Commonvvoaltli, and tlie 
Auditor of Public Accounts shall dravr hi.s warrant on the Treasurer for 
the purchase money for said land. 

^3. Said Commission shall cause a plan and specifications of tlie cells, 
Willi, and outbuildings to be made of the proposed Penitentiary; but the 
plan shall not be made so that the walls will inclose more than six acres, 
and the same shall not exceed twenty-four feet in height above ground 
and four feet in thickness at ground and two feet at top of wall, and shall 
be built of stone, and there shall not exceed 500 cells. Said piati shall be 
after the most approved modern style of prison, and shall bo made so as 
to combine safety, cleanliness, healthfulness, convenience, and comfort. 
After said plan and specification shall have been made, the sumo, shall be 
submitted by said Commission to the Crovernor, Auditor, and Keeper or 
IViirden of the present Penitentiary, and may be by them altered or 
changed so as to best accomplish the above purposes. Said Commission, 
inprocuring said plan and specification, may do so by private contract or 
public advertisement, and they shall certify tlie cost thereof to the Aud¬ 
itor, who shall draw his warrant on the Treasurer to pay for same; but 
the cost thereof shall not exceed $300 for three different plans. 

§4. After said plan and specifications are obtained and accepted and 
approved, as set forth in section three of this act, it shall bo Che duty of 
said Commission to advertise in two daily papers published in Loui,sville, 
Penlucky, one in Cincinnati, one in St. Louis, and one in Cliicago, for 
bids for the erection of the buildings and walls according to tlie plan and 
specification; and said advertisements sliall give, as fully as can be done, 
file plan of said buildings, &c., and tlie amount of convict labor tiiat can 
be Inrnished by the Slate, and shall reserve the riglitto reject any bids 
tliiit may bo made for said work. Said Commission shall award the con¬ 
tract to the lowest and best bidiier or bidders, if tlie same is otherwise 
acceptable. But, if said Commi-ssion deem best, they may advertise for, 
and receive bids for, the wliole of said work iii one contract, or they may 
divide it into two or more separate contracts. 

§5. Said Commission shall make it a condition precedent to the award¬ 
ing of a contract for the erection of said walls, buildings, etc., that the 
contractor or contractors shall take convicts from tlie Penitentiary in any 
number that may be agreed upon between the said Commission and said 
contractor or contractors, not exceeding five hundred; and lor tlie guarding, 
safe-keeping, sheltering, diet, furnishing medical attendance to, clotliiiig 
and compensation for, said convicts, the said Commission may contract 
for and in behalf of the Common wealth with said contractor or contract¬ 
ors, 

§6. Before said contract shall be final, the contractor or contractors to 
whom is awarded said work sliall execute sufficient bond, with approved 
security, payable to the Commonwealth, conditioned that lie or they will 
faithfully and fully perform the contract for erecting said walls and build- 
ings, according to the plan and specifications furnished liim or them, and 
Ibat he or they will faitiifully and fully comply with the contract made 
with said Commission concerning the guarding, safe-keeping, slieltoring, 
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diet, furnisliing medical attendunco and clothing to, and compensation fn 
said convicts; said bond shall be approved by the Governor and shall h' 
by liim safely kept. ’ ™ 

§ 7. After said contract is awarded, and said bond, as required in section 
six, has been executed and approved, and the contractor or contractors 
notify said Commission tliat he or tliey are ready for the convict labor it 
shall bo the duty of said CommiBsion to have transmitted to said contractor 
as many ot the convicts as may be agreed upon for said work. The cost 
of said transportation shall ho paid by the Auditor upon the written order 
of said Commi,Bsion; and said Commission shall likewise see that all con 
tracts between the contractor or contractors and said Commission are 
faithfully and fully observed: and a violation of any part of said contract 
or contracts shall be regarded as a breach of the bond of said contr-irtnr 
or contractors. 

§ 8. As the work progresses, said Commission may furnish the Auditor 
with e.stimates, deducting therefrom the price of the labor of the convicts- 
and upon the production of such estimates, the Auditor shall draw his 
Warrant in favor of the contractor or contractors: Provided That not 
exceeding eighty per cent, of the cost of the work shall be paid until the 
work is completed and a]iproved m hereinafter provided. 

§ 9. It shall bo the duty of said Commission to exercise over said work 
as it progresses, a careful supervision, so as a perfect conrplianee with the 
plan and specification and contract may be secured; and if, during the 
progress of the work, it becomes apparent to said Commission that they 
can make a change from the original plan and specification that would 
add to the usefulness, health, or durability of said work, they may, after 
first procuring the written consent and agreement of the contractor or 
contractors, have such change effected: Provided, Such a change does not 
materiallj' add to the cost of said walls, buildings, etc. 

§ 10. Said Commissioners shall receive annually for their services 8500 
each, and necessary traveling expenses, upon an itemized statement of 
same, accompanied b}' affidavit of each Commissioner. 

§ 11. Said Commis.sioners are authorized to purcha.se rock, gravel, and 
material neces.sary for the erection of said walls and buildings; and if 
thej sliall be unable to procure the right of way to any quarrv where 
they piocure rock, or to agree with the owner of any quarrv of rock as 
to price of same, the same may bo condemned as land is now condemned 
by law, and the Auditor shall draw his warrant for the amount the same 
is assessed at. 

S IJ. Said Commission shall, in their discretion and judgment, have the 
power to reject all bids for the erection of said walls, buildings, etc., and 
employ one competent architect and as many skilled mechanics and agents 
as they may deem necessary, on such terms as may be agreed upon, and 
proceed, under the provisions of this act, to erect said walls, buildings, 
etc , with the convicts from the Penitentiary, at the expense ofthe State. 
Should the said Commission iletermine so to do, they are hereby given 
and granted the power to contract for necessary guards, supplies, medical 
attendance, etc., for the convicts while so engaged at work on said build- 
ings.

Mr. C. U. McElroy, from the special committee in regard to the 
mileage of members, offered the following report, viz ; 

Hon. Ed. W. Turner, Speaker of House of Representatives; 

Your committee, charged with the execution of an unpleasant duty, as 
defined in a resolution and amended resolution hereto attached, beg leave 
to submit the following as the result of an investigation performed in the 
intervals between the day and night sessions of the House, and therefore 
necessarily hasty and possibly incorrect in its more minute details. VVe 
^ believe, however, that in all cases the tabulated statement given below is 
approximately correct, and absolutely so in many. The committee give— 
first, the distance from each county seat to Frankfort and return; second, 
the distance from the home of each member to Frankfort and return; third, 
the number of miles to which each member is entitled, and fourtii, the 
number of miles for which certificates were originally issued by the Clerk, 
so far as members have drawn up to the present. 

In computing these distances, we have endeavored to find, from such 
testimony as we could command, that route which is most usually trav¬ 
eled by persons going to the respective points upon their private affairs, 
and in cases where there was a conflict of evidence as to which of two 
routes is most usually traveled, we have given both routes, and hereafter 
explain our views upon tliem. 

‘ In arriving at these distances, we have relied upon information gotten 
from railroad schedules and tables of distances in historical charts for alt 
points situated on railways, and upon information gotten from members 
and witnesses other than members for distances over routes other than 
rail or river, and for distances members live from their county seats in 
cases where they are not residents of their county towns. 

U will be seen that, in a few cases, the distance given as correct varies 
only a few miles from that charged for—sometimes tvvo dr three miles 
more, and sometimes less. Itjs just to say, that in all such cases the com¬ 
mittee are not tenacious of their correctness. The committee desires al.so 
to state, that in the confusion necessarily attending the obtention of evi¬ 
dence of distances, and the conflict of estimates, this committee may have 
erred, and if such is the case, we hope the necessary correction may be 
made before the report is made.

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It will be seen from the foregoing table, that in several oases the distance 
is given via Cincinnati and via Maysville. It will also be seen that the 
Maj-sville route is the shortest; but the preponderance of the evidence 
before the committee is, that the Cincinnati route is the one most usually 
traveled by person.s corning to Frankfort from points beyond and east of 
Maysville, the reason assigned being that the connection made at Cincin¬ 
nati is more convenient than at Maysville. It will also be seen, that 
the route given from Cincinnati is by' the Kentucky Central. It is true 
that the Cincinnati Southern is about twenty miles shorter than the Ken¬ 
tucky Central, but the latter road is chosen by the members, as the testi- 
timon.y showed, because the depot is more convenient to the boat landing 
than the depot of the Cincinnati Southern. It will also be seen, thatin 
some cases the route is given via Mount Sterling and via Cincinnati. 
While the committee are inclined to think, from the evidence, that the 
Mount Sterling route is the most usual, yet it is just to say of the coun¬ 
ties of Wolfe and Breathitt, that the distance the members from those 
counties liavo to travel by private conveymnee to reach a public convey¬ 
ance is greater, in order to come by Mount Sterling, than by Cincinnati. 
Frotn the counties lying on and near the Knoxville branch of the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville Railroad, east of the crossing of the Cincinnati Soulh- 
ern and said road, the usual route of travel to Frankfort is by Loui.sville, 
members and persons bcirfg able to roach Frankfort by this route is one 
day less t.han by any' other route. Such members have collected mileage 
by the Louisville route for coming and returning, except in one case. 
They could return by a shorter route in the same time they could by the 
Ijouisville route; but the testimony before the committee induced them 
to believe that the connections enabling them thus to return over such 
shorter route wore unknown to such membei’s when their certificate.s were 
made out. 

The usual route of travel to and from Ilarrodsburg, since the building 
of the Southwestern Railway to intersect the Cincinnati Southern roud.h 
by' way of said road and Lexington. 

From Blatulville, the county scat of Ballard county, both the routes, via 
Paducah and via McKenzie, are traveled, and the evidence was not con¬ 
clusive as to wliich is most in use; but the testimony was, that, owing to 
the location of the residence of the member from Ballard, it is ciistomnrj 
and usual to go by McKenzie, as ho lives some distance from Blandville, 
and but three miles from the railroad leading to McKenzie. 

Tlio testimony likewise showed that from Hickman, county seat, both 
the routes, via McKenzie and via Nashville, ai-e traveled; but, as in the case 
of Ballard, the residence of the member was so located as to make the 
Nashville route the most usual. 

The above table shows the number of miles for which certiheates were 
issued by’ the Clerk; but since the attention of member’s wlio have charged 
irr excess of what they are entitled to has beetr called to the matter, some 
have refunded the excess, and one has refunded the entire mileage wliiclt 
he drew. Ami in this connection the committee deem it proper testate 
that their investigation shows the fact that members of the Legislature 
her'otofore irr some cases have drawn much in excess of what they were 
entitled to, and probably more have so drawn than in the present Legis¬ 
lature. It appears that many' members, in applyirrg to the Clerk for their 
certificate of mileage, have taken the amounts dr-awn by their pi’edeces- 
sors as correct, without investigation or computation, and have thus fallen 
innocently into an error, which they have corrected as soon as their atton- 
tion was called to it. In the case of the county' of Simpson, the rneinber

§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonweedth of Ken¬ 
tucky. That Jno. W. Urmston, Jas. McKee, H. A. Beainer, Jno. L. Seaton 
jSToah Patterson, N. B. Wilson, Jno. A. McKee, Thos. Current, J, Q. Wiirdi 
Philip Ainmerman, Wm. I). Urmston, and their associates, shall be, and 
aroherebv', created a body-politic and corporate, by the name and styleof 
the Harrison County Mutual insurance Company, for the purpose of in¬ 
suring dwelling houses, household furniture, farm buildings, and other 
farm propertj' in Harrison county, against loss or damage by fire or light¬ 
ning; and may, by that name, sue and be sued, appear, prosecute, and 
defend in any court of record or other court in this State. Said company 
may have and use a common seal, and alter or renew the same at pleas¬ 
ure; may make, establish, and put in execution such by-laws, ordinances, 
and resolutions, not being contrary to the laws of this State or of the 
United States, as may be necessary or convenient for their regulation 
and government and for the management of their affairs, and may do 
and execute all such acts and things as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this act. 

§ 2. All persons holding policies of insurance in this company' shall bo 
members thereof, and entitled to vote upon any matter to be determined 
by a vote of the company, and a plurality of the votes cast shall be suffi¬ 
cient to decide any matter voted on. 

§ 3. The affairs of this company shall be managed by a board of direct¬ 
ors, to consist of not less than three nor more than twenty-one, as shall 
be regulated by the by-laws of said company. Said directors shall be 
chosen by ballot from among the members of the company, and a major¬ 
ity of the whole board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. The principal office of said company, for the transaction of its 
business, shall bo kept in Cynthiana, Harrison county, Kentucky; and the 
company may acquire and hold such real and personal estate as may be 
necessary for the convenient dispatch of its business, not exceeding five 
thousand dollars in value. 

g 4. The incorporators named in this act shall have and exercise all the 
powers herein conferred on the president and board of directors, until tbe 
company is fully organized by the acceptance of risks to the amount of 
8300,000 (three hundred thousand dollars). When this is done, an elec¬ 
tion of officers shall bo ordered, and notice thereof given to each policy¬ 
holder by postal card. The officers then elected shall hold their office for 
one year from the second Monday in January next thereafter, and until 
their successors are duly elected. All subsequent elections of officers, 
except to fill vacancies, shall be annual. 

§ 5. The officers of this company, in addition to the board of directors, 
shall be a president, secretary, and treasurer, to be elected by the com¬ 
pany at the time of electing directors, and to hold their offices for one 
year, and until others are chosen. The duties, as well as the compensa¬ 
tion of the officers of this company, shall be determined by the by-laws of 
the company. The directors may appoint such agents and subordinate 
officers as the by-laws may determine. 
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§ 6. The rates of insiu-ance shall be fixed and regulated by the company, 
jml premium notes may be received from the insured, and shall bo ]>aid 
j(snci) times and in such sums as the directors shall, from time to time, 
require for losses and expenses; but the directors shall not at any time 
isako a larger assessment on premium notes than is necessart' to pay such 
losses and expenses; and the i)reraium notes shall constitute the capital 
stock of said company. 

§7. Koinbors of this company shall be bound and obliged to pay their 
jast proportion of all losses and expenses accruing during the tinio for 
irliiuli their policies were issued, to the amount of their premium note, 
and no more; and if any member shall neglect or refuse to ])uy his or her 
1 sssessment, as levied by the board of directors, for more than thirtj' days 
•alter notice of such assessment, then his or her policy shall become void 
until such payment is made; but such forfeiture shall not exonerate such 
jiereon from payipg his or her just proportion of all losses and expenses 
up to the time of such forfeiture. 

§8. The board of directors may establish rules hy which application 
for insurance may be maile, which shall state all material facts and circum¬ 
stances affecthig the risk, and such statement siiail be binding upon the in¬ 
sured, aiul he a warranty on his or her part. 

Sj 9. It shall be lawful for this company to reinsure an}' risk or part of 
risk on which it has made insurance. 

§ 10. For the purpose of preventing delay in the arrangement of losses 
and preventing vexatious litigation, this company may establish rules for 
securing fair and impartial arbitration in such cases of loss or damage as 
tlio iuBured and directors cannot agree upon, aud make the award of such 
arbitration final and binding. 

§11. In suits at law between this company and any of its members, 
the coi'tifieato of the secretary or treasurer as to the amount of any pre- 
luium note, or assessment on the same, or other matter pertaining lo the 
otHco of such secretary or treasurer necessary to elucidate the facts iu any 
case pending, shall be deemed prima facie evidence of sueb fact.

to, or comment upon, such neglect: And provided further, That a defend¬ 
ant in case shall be permitted to testify after he has introduced other 
evidence in his own behalf. 

§ 2. This act shall take effect from its passage.

A bill to branch the Kentucky Penitentiary, and for other pur¬ 
poses. 

The question was then taken on the adoption of the motion of Mr. 
Spurr, made on a previous day, to postpone the consideration of said 
bill until April 10, at 12 o’clock, M., and it was decided in the nega¬ 
tive. 

Mr. Sanders withdrew his motion, made on a previous day, to post¬ 
pone the consideration of said bill until Monday next. 

Mr. Spalding moved to reconsider the vote by which said bill was 
ordered to its third reading. 

And the question being taken on the adoption of said motion, it 
was decided in the affirmative. 
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Mr. Spalding, from the Committee on the Penitentiary, offered the 
following bill, which originated in the Senate, as a substitute for the 
bill under consideration, viz: 

§ 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, That for the purpose and with a view to the erection of a branch 
Penitentiary as hereinafter provided, the Governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, shall, within sixty daj’s after the pas¬ 
sage of this act, appoint a commission, consisting of three intelligent and 
discreet residents of the State of Kentucky, who shall be known and 
styled “The Penitentiary Coiniaission.” Said Commission, wlion ap¬ 
pointed and notified thereof, shall, if they accept said appointment, within 
one month after their appointment, take an oath to faithfully perform the 
duties herein assigned them, and shall each give bond and good security 
to the Commonwealth in the penal sum of $5,000, conditioned for the 
faithful and honest discharge of their duties, and for the faithful keeping 
and disbursing of any and all moneys that may come into their hands, 
which bond shall be taken by the Governor and by him safely kept. 

§ 2. Said Commission shall, after the qualification, proceed to select a 
site and to purchase grounds suitable for the erection of a Branch Peni¬ 
tentiary. In the selection of a location said Commission shall do so with 
reference to the accessibility of the place, health, and building materials, 
and shall give the preference to the southern portion of the State. Said 
Commission shall purchase not less than fifty nor more than five hundred 
acres of land for said Branch Penitentiary, and the cost thereof shall not 
exceed$20,000. Befo'resaid purcliase is finally consummated,the samesliall i 

bo reported by said Commission to the Governor, Auditor, and Attorney 
General; and if the location chosen, and the site selected, and the price 
and title to said land is approved by them, said Commissioners may cause 
a deed to the land so purchased to be made to the Commonwealth, and the 
Auditor of Public Accounts shall draw his warrant on the Treasurer for 
the purchase money for said land. 

§ 3. Said Commission shall cause a plan and specifications of the cells, 
wall, and out buildings to be made of the proposed Penitentiary; but the 

plan shall not bo made so that the walls will inclose more than-acres, 

and the same shall not exceed thirty feet in height and five feet in thick¬ 
ness, and shall bo built of stone, and there shall not exceed five hundred 
cells. Said plan shall be after the most approved modern style of prison, 
and shall be made so as to combine safety, cleanliness, healthfulness, con- 
venience, and comfort. After said plan and specifications shall have been 
made, the same shall be submitted by said Commission to the Governor, 
Auditor, and Keeper or Warden of the present Penitentiary, and may be 
by them altered or changed so as to best accomplish the above purposes. 

Said Commission, in procuring said plan and specification, may do so by ' 
private contract or public advertisement, and they shall certify the cost 
thereof to the Auditor, who shall draw his warrant on the Treasurer to< 
pay for same; but the cost thereof shall not exceed $1,000. 

§ 4. After said plan and specifications are obtained and accepted and 
approved, as set forth in section three of this act, it shall be the duty of 
said Commission to advertise in two daily papers published in Louisville, 
Kentucky, one in Cincinnati, one in St. Louis, and one in Chicago, for 
bids for the erection of the buildings and walls according to the plan and 
specification; and said advertisements shall give, as fully as can be done, 
the plan of said buildings, &c., and the amount of convict labor that can 
be furnished by the State, and shall reserve the right to reject any bids 
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iliiit may be made for said work. Said Commission shall award tiie con¬ 
tract to the lowest and best bidder or bidders, if the same is otherwise 
scceptable. But, if said Commission deem best, tliey may advertise for, 
iiiid receive bids for, the whole of said work in one contract, or they may 
(liride it into two or more sepai-ate contracts. 

§5. Said Commission shall make it a condition precedent to the award¬ 
ing of a contract for the erection of said walls, building, &c., that the 
contractor shall take not to exceed five hundred of the convicts, for which 
lie shall pay so much apiece per day as may be agreed upon between said 
contractor and said Commission, but not less than ten cents, and that he 
will provide for the safe keeping and for the dieting so long as they’ are in 
Ids employ. 

I B. Before said contract shall be final, the contractor or contractors 
who are awarded said work shall execute bond, with approved security, 
payable to the Commonwealth, conditioned that he will faithfully and 
fully perform the. contract according to the plan and specifications fur¬ 
nished him, and that ho or they will safely keep all convicts intrusted to 
him, and that he will provide suitable lodging and food for them. Said 
bond shall be taken by the Governor, and by him safely kept. 

§7. Alter said contract is awarded, and said bond, as required in see 
tioii six, has been executed and apporoved, and tlie contractor or contrac 
tors notify said Commission that he or they are ready for the convict labor 
it.sliiill be the duty of said Commission to have transmitted to said con 
li'iictor as many of the convicts as may be agreed upon for said work 
Said Commission sball 'see that all convicts are safely kept and provided 
with suitable food and lodging wiiilst in eiiarge of said contractor or oon- 
traclors, and if the said convicts are not so safely kept, it shall be regarded 
a breach of the bond of said contractor or contractors. 

§8. As the work progresses, said Commission may furnish the Auditor 
wilb estimates, deducting therefrom the price of the labor of the convicts; 
and upon tlie production of such estimates, the Auditor shall draw his 
warrant in favor of the contractor or contractors: Provided, That not ex¬ 
ceeding eighty percent, of the cost of the work shall be paid until the 
work is completed and approved as hereinafter porovided. 

§ 9. It shall be the duty’ of said Commission to exercise over said work, 
as it progresses, a careful supervision, so as a perfect compliance with tlie 
plan and specification and contract may be secured; and if, during tlie 
progress of the work, it becomes perfectly apparent to said Commission 
tbal they can make a change from the original polan and specification that 
would add to the usefulness, health, or durability of said work, they’ may, 
after first procuring the written consent and agreement of the contractor 
or contractors, have such change effected. 

§ 10. Said Commissioners shall receive for their services §5 per day and 
necessary expenses for each day actually engaged. 

§11. Said Commissioners are authorized to purchase rock, gravel, and 
tniileriai necessary for the erection of said walls and buildings; and if 
they shall be unable to procure the right of way’ to any quarry where 
hiey procure rock, or to agree with the owner of any quarry of rock as 
k price ol same, the same may be condemned as land is now condemned 
tty luw, and the Auditor shall .draw his warrant for the amount the same 

ussessed at. 

§12. Upon the completion of said Penitentiary’, the directors of the 
present Penitentiary' shall be directors thereof, and a Warden or Keeper 
ibereof shall be elected, as provided in this act, for the Penitentiary at 
I'ranklort, and such Assistant Keepers as may be necessary; and a clerk 
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shall be appointed in the same manner as provided above, for the Peniten¬ 
tiary' at Frankfort, -whose duties, qualifications, and liabilities, shall bo 
the same as prescribed in this act for the present Penitentiary; and said 
directors shall divide the convicts into two classes: all males under twen¬ 
ty-five years of age shall form one class, and all over that ago shall form 
another; and after the completion of said Branch, upon the trial of any

prison the erection of which is provided for by this act, who shall have 
been convicted of a crime that forfeits the right of sulfrage and the riglit 
to hold office, or other crime involving turpitude of character; and the 
inmates of this prison shall be required to wear some uniform other than 
the stripes, to be prescribed by the prison officials; and they shall not be 
punished for violations of prison rules and discipline, except by .solitary 
confinement, without conviction therefor by’ a court of competent juris¬ 
diction : Provided further, That said courts shall order all persons under 
twenty’-one years of age, convicted of crime requiring punishment by 
confinement in the Penitentiary’, to the institution estahlished by this act.

That we called Mr. Wilson before us, and heard otlier witnesses. The 
evidence shows that Hon. Lafayette Wilson lives in Madisonville; in Hop- • 
kins county', and that from his place of residence to the city of Louisville 
there are three routes traveled: One from Madisonville via Nortonville 
End Paducah and Elizabethtown Railroad, and its connecting lines, as 
reported by the committee of which Hon. C. U. McElroy was chairman. 
We find the distance stated by that committee to bo correct, and that it is 
the shortest route, and one most usually traveled. That there is another 
route from Madisonville via Guthrie, by the St. Louis and Southeastern 
End Louisville and Nashville and Louisville and Lexington Railroads to 
Frankfort. By this route it is five hundred and eighty four miles from 
Madisonville to Frankfort, going and returning, and Air. Wilson came to 
Frankfort by this route.

By this route 
it is six hundred and thirty miles going and returning, , f

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the word lessor, and the name of the tenant and under tenant followed by 
the word tenant or under tenant, as the case may be, followed by figures 
referring to the pages; and the cleric may charge and receive for such 
■services the sum of twenty-five cents for each affidavit so filed and in- 
! dexed, and copies thereof, certified by the cleric, shall be evidence in all 
the courts, and he shall be liable for all damages resultinsr to any person 
by reason of his failure so to enter and index said affidavit. 

§ 2. This act shall only apply to the rent of lands used lor agricultural 
purposes, and shall take effect from its passage.

^ \. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, Tliiit in order to provide a fund for the purpose of improving the 
slack-water navigation of the Kentucky river, from its mouth to the 
Three Forks, in Lee county, and as far up the same as slack-water im¬ 
provement may be found practicable and necessary, it shall be lawful for 
the several counties eontiguous to the said river, or an3’ of its said tributa¬ 
ries, for the justices’ districts, cities, and towns within said counties, for the 
eitj’ of Louisville, for private corporations, companies, or individuals, to 
raise a fund for the purpose aforesaid, to be known as ‘‘The Kentucky 
Eiver Improvement Fund.” 

§ 2. Said fund shall bo divided into shares of SlOO each, and subscrip¬ 
tions shall be made for so many shares as the subscribers thereto may 
desire. The number of shares shall be 10,000, but no payments thereon 
shall be required until 1,000 shares shall have been subscribed. 

^3. The county judge of any ol said counties shall, upon the petition 
of not leas than twenty citizens of his county, or of any justices’ district 
therein; who each pay’ taxes on real estate in such county’ or district of 
the assessed value of at least $1,000, summons the justices of the peace of 
the county to meet at the court-house at the next regular county court 
day; and should a majority of such justices fail to attend, he shall ad¬ 
journ those present from day to day, and compel the attendance of the 
absent justices by process of attachment. When a majority of all the 
justices of the peace in commission in the county are present, he shall 
submit to. them the proposition, whether they will submit to a vote of the 
qualifled voters of the county’, or of the justices’ district, as the case may 
be, a proposition to vote a subscription to the Kentucky River Improve¬ 
ment Fund. 

§ 4. In the event that a majority of all the justices in commission in 
the county decides in the affirmative, it shall be the duty’ of those present 
to fix the number of shares to be voted on, and an order shall be entered 
in the order-book of the court setting forth the facts, and directing the 
sheriff, or other officer whose duty it is to hold elections, to open a poll at 
all the voting places in such county or justices’ district, as the case may 
be, at the next regular election to be held in the county, at which all the 
qualified voters thereof are entitled to vote, and not less than forty days 
from the date of the order, for the purpose of taking the sense of the 
qualified voters of the county or justices’ district on the aforesaid propo¬ 
sition; or said justices may order a special election for said purpose at 
any’time before the next regular election ; Provided, The same be held 
not less than forty days after the order therefor; And provided. The same 
conform in all other respects to the provisions of this act. The clerk of 
the county court shall, within five days from the making of said order, 
deliver a certified copy thereof to the sheriff or other officer whose duty 
it is to hold said election, who shall cause the same to be published in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the county, if such be published 
therein; and shall advertise the same by printed handbills, posted one at 
the court bouse door, and one at five conspicuous places in every’ voting 
precinct in the county’ or justices’ district, in which the vote is to be 
taken. 

§ 5. The sheriff or other officer, whose duty it is to hold elections, shall 
open a poll at every voting place in the county or justices’ district to 
which the question of said subscription shall bo submitted; and the elec¬ 
tion officers shall propound to every qualifled voter who may come for-' 
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ffavd to vote the question; “Are 3 ’ou in favor of the county or justices’ 
district (as the case may be), subscribing-shares, amounting to $- 


(as the justices in.aj.’ have determined as aforesaid), to the Kentucky River 
Improvement Eurid And tiis vote shall be recorded for or against it, 
as lie may direct. The polls shall bo returned as the other polls in said 
election, and shall bo examined and compared by the same officers at the 
same lime thoj- compare the other polls. But if the election be a special 
election, the polls shall be compared bj" said officers upon the Monday 
next succeeding said election. 

§ 6 . If, upon such examination and comparison, it is ascertained that a 
majority of the legal voles cast at said election were given in favor of 
said subscription, the examining board shall certify to that fact, which 
certificate shall be delivered to the clerk of the county court, and by him 
salel}' kept. And at the next regular terra of the county court it shall be 
the dut 3 ’ of the judge thereof to have the said certificate entered upon 
the order book, and the county judge shall thereupon subscribe, in the 
mime and on behalf of the count}' or justices district so voting the amount 
of subscription so voted for said lurid, which shall be made by entering on 

the order-book of said court an order, in substance, as follows; -•- 

county or justices’ district No. —, in-county (as the case maj' be), 

gubseribes -shares, amounting to S-, to the Kentuckj- River Im¬ 


provement Fund, to be- paid out of the proceeds of S-, in the bonds of 


said coiintj', bearing eight per cent, per annum interest, in such install¬ 
ments as the Gommissioners of the Sinking Fund maj' require of the 
presiding judge.” It shall be the dut\’ of the clerk of said court imme¬ 
diately to forward to said commissioners, at Frankfort, a certified copy of 
said oi'der, which shall be held conclusive evidence of the validity of said 
subscription. 

§ 7. It shall be the duty of the county judge to summon all the justices 
to attend at a court to bo held on the Monday next succeeding said sub¬ 
scription; and a majority of said justices being in attendance, it shall be 
their duty to provide waj's and means for raising the mone^' so subscribed 
to said fund, by issuing the bonds of the county in denominations of §100 
each, or some multiple thereof, bearing interest not exceeding eight per 
cent, per annum, the interest pa^yable annually’, with interest coupons 
attached. The bonds shall be made payable at such time or times as the 
court may designate, but not to exceed twenty jmars from the date there¬ 
of; and it shall be the duty of the county judge to negotiate and sell said 
bonds upon the best time he can obtain to meet the payments that may 
be required from time to time by the Commissioners ol the Sinking Fund 
on the subscription of said county or justices’ district to said improve¬ 
ment fund; said justices shall also assess and levy^ such a tax upon the 
taxable proiierty of said county’ or justices’ district, and also a poll tax, 
not exceeding $2 per head, as will be sufficient to pay the annual interest 
on said bonds, and to create a sinking fund to paj’ the principal at their 
maturity; which tax shall be collected and accounted for as the other 
county lax of said county. All the money’s subscribed and paid to the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund under the authority of this act shall 
be placed by them in the Treasury of the State to their credit, and shall 
be kept separate and distinct from all other moneys in said Treasury’, 
under the head of the Kentucky’ River Improvement Fund, and shall be 
disbursed as hereinafter provided. 

§ 8 . The municipal authorities of the city of Louisville, or of any’ city 
Or town in any of the counties aforesaid, upon the petition of any’ ten 
residents thereof, who severally pay a tax upon real estate in such city or 
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town of the value of 81,000, may order a vole to be taken of the qualified 
voters of such city or town, upon tlie question of subscribing to said fund- 
and for that purpose may fix the amount proposed to be subserihed, the 
time of taking said vote, the mode of conducting said election, and ascer¬ 
taining the result; and if said subscription is carried in the affirmative, 
by a majority of the votes cast, they shall cause said subscription to be 
made b}’ an enir}- upon the record of their proceedings of the number of 
shares and amount subscribed, and the time and mode of its payment. 

Said entry shall be, in substance, as follows; The city (or town) of- 

hereby subscribes-shares, amounting to 8-, to the Kentucky River 

Improvement Fund, to be paid to the Oonimissionera of the Sinking Fund, 

out of the proceeds of 8-, in tiie bonds of said city or town, bearing 

eight per cetit, per annum interest, in such installments as said commis¬ 
sioners may require,--, Mayor (or Chairman), It 

shall be the dut}’ of such mayor or chairman to forward itumediateiy to 
said commissioners, at Frankfort, a certified copy of said order, which 
shall bo held conclusive evidence of the validity of said subscription. It 
shall be the duty of the municipal authorities of every city or town in 
which such a subscription is made to provide the means for the payment 
thereof, according to the terms of the same, by the issue and sale of tlieir 
bonds and tlie levy of such a tax upon the taxable properly and person 
of such city' or town as will be sufficient to pay the interest thereon as it 
accrues and the principal at its maturity. 

§ 9. It shall be lawful for the municipal authorities of the city of Lou¬ 
isville to subscribe and pay to said fund any money in their possession or 
under their control, which has heretofore been voted or subscribed by 
said city to the Kentucky River Ni^ivigation Company. 

§ 10. It shall be the duty of said Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
to provide books for the subscription of stock to said fund bj' corponi- 
tioiis, companies, or individuals, prescribe the limes for llie payment 
thereof, and appoint agents for soliciting the same, wliici) books shall 
remain open until tlie wliole amount of one million of dollars is sub¬ 
scribed. The county court of any county, the municipal authorities of 
any oily or town, any corporation, company, or individual, subscribing to 
said fund, shall have the right, in their subscription, to direct to what 
locks and dams on said river their subscriptions shall bo applied, and it 
shall bo so applied; and whenever, in the judgment of said Commission¬ 
ers, a sum sufficient to rebuild any old dam, or to construct any new lock 
and dam, has been subscribed to such old dam, or to such now lock and 
dam, it shall be their duty to commence work thereon, and to proceed 
tliorevvith as fast as the fund-thus subscribed will justify: Provided, how¬ 
ever, That no work shall be commenced, and no money shall be expended, 
until an aggregate sum of 8100,000 is subscribed. 

§ 11. When an election has once been held in any county, justices’ dis¬ 
trict, city, or town, upon the question of voting a sub.scription to said 
fund, and it has been decided in the negative, a second election shall not 
be held therein for that purpose within loss than one year from the date 
of the former vote; nor shall a vote upon the question of an additional 
subscription be taken within less than one year after the first vote. And 
no election shall be ordered under the provisions of this act until the per- 
son.s petitioning for the same shall have deposited with the chief officer of 
the county, cit}-, or tovvn in which it is proposed to hold the same, suffi¬ 
cient money to pay the expenses of advertising and holding said election. 

§ 12. Subscriptions by corporations, companie.s, or individuals shall he 
made iu shares of 810U each in the books to be provided as aforesaid ; but 
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pre.sent lesi.'io, nnd upon such terms as may be agreed upon, not, however 
to exceed the rate of ton cents per day for each convict so contracted for, 

g 16. Said Commissioners are hereby' authorized to make ail contracts 
necessary to rebuild the jn-esent dams and repair tlie locks and lock-walia 
now on said river, and to imrchaso or receive any land necessary for 
building additional locks and dams, and Icck-liouscs and appurtenances, 
and to erect and build any additional locks and dams on said river, from 
time to time, as the tnnd hereby authorized to be raised may be sufficient 
to justify. And upon failure to make purchase of any lands for the pur¬ 
poses above mentioned, or failure to purchase any timber, stone, or other 
materials necessary for said work, they may have a survey' made of any 
land or material desired by them for that purpose; and upon filing the 
same with the clerk of the county court of the county in which the same 
is situated, with their petition asking the condemnation of the-same,a 
writ of ad quod damnvm shall be issued for the condemnation of the same, 
and such proceedings had thereon as are authorized by law in the con¬ 
demnation of land or materials for the construction of turnpike roads. 

§ 17. Upon the completion of any lock and dam under the authority of 
this act, said Commissioners shall fix the rate of tolhs at such lock, not to 
exceed, however, the rates in force at the passage of the act abolishing; 
the Board of Internal Improvement of this State, and appoint a collector 
of tolls for said river, and it lock kec]ter at each lock, who shall give bond 
and good security to the Commonwealth, to be approved by said commis¬ 
sioners, for the faithful discharge of their duties, and all duties required of 
them by said Commissioners, and upon which bond suit may be prosecuted 
and recovery had by said Commi.ssioners, or any person injured by breach 
of said conditions, in any court of competent jurisdiction. All agents, 
superintendents, guards, collectors, lock keepers, or other employes of 
said Commissioners, slmll bo removable at the pleasure of said Commis¬ 
sioners. 

g 18. The counties, cities, towns, corporations, companies, justices’ dis¬ 
tricts, or persons who shall pay any money to carry on said work, shall 
be entitled to a lien upon the tolls and rents, for the use of water power, 
which may be realized from said navigation—first, for the payment of the 
accruing interest, at the rale of eight per cent per annum, pay'able semi¬ 
annually, and secondly', to pay’ the principal of said debt. All of said 
tolls and rents, Irom use of water powei' on said river, shall be paid into 
the Treasury of the State to the credit of said Commissioners, and conati- 
tulo a purl of said fund; and after paying the current expenses and cost 
of necessary repairs, and tlio interest on the principal debt, the balance 
shall be applied annually' to the i)!iyment pro rata of the debt itself, and 
so on until the entire debt is extinguished, lu cases where counties, 
cities, or towns shall have issued bonds which are not due, then said Com¬ 
missioners shall pay to such counties, cities, or tow’ns their respective pro 
rata sliai-o of the money', to be applied by them to the principal of the 
debt when the same shall fall due, and which shall bo held sacred as a 
fund i'or the final payment of such bonds by such counties, cities, or 
towns. 

§ 19. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of said work to make 
out and furnish to said commissioners, as the work progresses, a monthly 
statement, showing the amount of the work done, in an itemized form, 
and the cost of the same, and to whom due, and also an estimate of the 
amount of money necessary to settle the accounts of such months, accord¬ 
ing to the contracts under wTiich the work is being done, and also an ap¬ 
proximate estimate of the money necessary to be raised for the next 
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month ; and if approved by said Commissioners, they shall certifj^ the 
amounts 80 due to the Auditor, who shall draw his warrant on the ireas- 
urv for the same in favor of the party to whom the same is duo, which, 
and all other money due any other person on account of said work, shall, 
upon being so certified to said Auditor, be paid by his warrant on I le 
Treasurer out of said River Improvement Fund. 

8 20. Any convict who, after being.dolivered over to said Commissioneis 
iiiidor the provisions of this act, shall make his_ escape, shall, upon con¬ 
viction in the Franklin criminal court, be punished by further confine¬ 
ment in the Penitentiary for a period of two years, to commence after he 
has served out the time for which he was first convicted. 

8 21. All the provisions of chapter 54 of the Revised Statutes which 
were applicable to the slack-water navigation of the Kentucky river, so 
far as they are consistent with the provisions of this act, are hereby re¬ 
enacted and declared in full force. , ,, , • 

§ 22. This act shall take effect from its passage, and all laws inconsist¬ 
ent with its provisions arc hereby repealed.
